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To the Honorable the General Assembly of the State of Rhode Island: -* 

Gentlemen : — ^By the provisions of section six, chapter one hun- 
dred eighty-seven, of the General Laws, it becomes my duty as 
Railroad Conmiissioner to report to the General Assembly, at its 
January session, "the condition and proceedings of the several rail- 
road corporations, so far as the public interest may require, with 
such suggestions and recommendations as he may deem necessary 
or expedient." I accordance therewith I present the following 
report: 

The annual returns of the several railroad corporations, both steam 
and electric, doing business or operating railroads within the terri- 
tory of this State, or organized under its laws, are made up to the 
30th day of June, 1903, and will be found in full in the appendix to 
this report, together with tables, compiled from them, giving the 
more important statistics up to that date. The general report, how- 
ever, is for the calendar year from January 1, 1903, to December 31, 
1903. 

A faint idea of the magnitude of the general railroad business of 
the United States can be obtained by glancing at some of the more 
important statistics in connection with its operation. The total 
mileage of the railroads, as near as I have been able to obtain it, is 
210,675 miles, an addition during the past year of 5,723 miles. 
Nearly two-fifths of the new mileage is in the northwestern States, 
nearly one thousand miles having been built in Oklahoma and In- 
dian Territory. During the year 154,808 cars and 5,142 locomo- 
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tives have been built Qutslrle of the large number of cars and loco-

motives that have. be^'- built by the railroad companies in their

During the^ past' year there has been a general advance in wages 

of the emptoy^s of the railroads, especially among those classes 

that are e'naj)loyed in connection with the mechanical and operative 

- •• • 
depaffeaferits. 

To' offset the effect that this increase of wages, amounting to mil- 

.•. lie'rfs of dollars, would have upon the revenues, the rates for freight 
'• • • * 
, *. '.have been steadily advanced, and in some cases the passenger tariff 

has been increased. The increase in freight rates has been gener- 
ally accomplished by changing the classification of freight from 
lower to higher classes. 

The amount paid by the railroads of the United States for State 
and municipal taxes has been over fifty-three million dollars. The 
gross earnings were over $1,890,150,679, or $9,382 per mile of road. 
The operating expenses were over $1,248,520,483, leaving net 
earnings of $641,630,196. 

The net earnings were about thirty-four million dollars larger, 
and the stock dividends paid were nearly ten million dollars more, 
than those of the previous year. 

Large sums have been expended in improvements in road-beds, 
bridges, and terminal facilities, and the present year will witness 
the beginning of enterprises of this nature, such as the East River 
tunnel and terminal facilities in New York, the very suggestion of 
which a few years ago would have been met with incredulity, if not 
with derision. 

There has been also a larger number of accidents, some of them 
more destructive of life and property than usual, and many of them 
caused by neglect, lack of judgment, or criminal carelessness on the 
part of employees. There were during the year ending June 30, 
1903, as reported to the Interstate Commerce Commission, 164 pas- 
sengers killed and 4,424 injured'. For the same period 895 em- 
ployees were killed and 6,440 injured, in strictly train accidents. 
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Added to these there were casualties from other causes which swelled 
the number of passengers killed to 321 and of injured to 6,973; while 
the total number of employees killed was 3,233, and of injured, 
39,004. 

There is no doubt but that the demand on the part of the public 
for increased rates of speed, and in some cases the competition of 
the roads as to which could make the best or shortest time between 
given points, has been indirectly responsible for some of the worst 
of these accidents; but the fact remains that with all our boasted 
ability for devising the most improved methods of travel, the num- 
ber of accidents on railroad trains is very much larger than it should 
be. 

The financial loss to the companies themselves has by no means 
been a small one. In addition to the destruction of cars, engines, 
and road-beds, the amount paid on account of the loss of life and 
injuries to passengers and employees has been a very large one. For 
these damages, in one accident, the New York Central Railroad was 
obliged to pay nearly a million and one-quarter dollars. 

It is questionable whether additional legislation, either national 
or State, can be of much service in the prevention of accidents. The 
rules of the different railroad companies, if carefully and rigidly 
obeyed by employees, would seem to be sufficiently explicit to pre- 
vent all that class of accidents that come under the head of either 
rear or front collisions. 

Railroad officials are more anxious than any other people can be 
to guard against all kinds of accidents, not only on account of their 
desire to prevent suffering and loss of hfe, but because their own repu- 
tation is involved, and the pockets of all their stockholders are 
touched by failure so to do. 

Double-track road-beds carefully watched, an efficient system of 
block signals, daily and rigid inspection of rolling stock, competent 
and faithful despatchers, and the abolition of grade crossings ought 
to ensure, so far as human foresight can provide, comparative free- 
dom from accidents. But there is a class of accidents which can 
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neither be foreseen or prevented, and so long as railroad and steamship 
corporations are dependent upon mortals for their management and 
operation so long will accidents occur. Many of the large railroad cor- 
porations have instruction cars for the purpose of teaching all that can 
be taught concerning the mechanism and operation of automatic 
brakes, and the results have been fully as favorable as could have 
been expected. The time may come when similar schools of in- 
struction concerning the duties of all employees may be established, 
followed by equally as valuable results. 

SUMMARY OF STATISTICS. 

There are fourteen steam railroad corporations doing business in 
this State or incorporated under its laws. The New York, New 
Haven &^Hartf ord Railroad Company either owns or operates under 
lease ten of these roads, leaving but four small roads, the Narragan- 
sett Pier Railroad, the Wood River Branch Railroad, the Moshas- 
suck Valley Railroad, and the Newport & Wickford Railroad & 
Steamboat Company, to be operated under their charters. 

Every road in the State shows an increase in the number of pas- 
sengers carried, except the Moshassuck Valley Railroad Company, 
which reports a decrease of 3,540. 

Every road shows an increase in tons of merchandise transported, 
except the Moshassuck Valley Railroad, which reports a decrease 
of 22,353 tons. 

It is noticeable that not a single passenger was killed on the 
steam railroads in this State during the year, and but a few received 
personal injuries, in most cases of a trivial nature. There is no doubt 
but that the steam railroads of this State have been most carefully 
and efficiently managed so far as the safety of passengers has been 
concerned. 

PROPERTY. 

The paid up capital stock of the several steam railroad corpora- 
tions is $130,501,430.00; miles of road owned and operated, 2,495+; 
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miles of road in this State, 209-f ; miles of single track in this State, 
including sidings, turnouts, and second tracks, 440+ . The num- 
ber of locomotives owned, 990; passenger train cars, 1,949; freight 
cars, 14,361. 

As compared with last year's report, these figures show an increase 
in capital stock of $24,777,680.00; no increase in miles of road 
owned and operated ; an increase of about two miles in single track ; 
an increase in number of locomotives of 41 ; an increase in passenger 
train cars, 55; increase in freight cars, 819. 

The total property and assets of these corporations is reported as 
$208,689,578.77, which is $16,969,912.85 over and above the total 
amount of their capital stock and funded and floating indebtedness. 
This report shows an increase in property and assets of $9,431,995.11. 

INDEBTEDNESS. 

The funded debt of these corporations is $52,235,617.77; the 
floating debt is $8,982,618.15; total indebtedness, $61,218,235.92. 
As compared with last year's report, these figures show a decrease in 
funded debt of $16,991,900.00; an increase in floating debt of 
$1,009,374.43; a decrease in total indebtedness of $15,982,525.57. 

RECEIPTS AND EXPENDITURES. 

The total receipts from all soui-ces were $52,036,381.87; total ex- 
penditures, $45,080,125.65; net earnings, $6,956,256.22. As com- 
pared with report of last year, these figures show an increase in re- 
ceipts of $4,894,283.94; an increase in the expenditures of $4,612,- 
859.81; and an increase in net earnings of $281,424.13. The re- 
ceipts of the roads were derived from the following sources, viz. : 
from passenger departments, $23,031,146.21; from freight depart- 
ments, $24,000,401.10; from rents of road,* express privileges, 
transportation of the mails, and all other sources, $5,004,834.56. 
As compared with last year's report, these figures show an increase 
in receipts from passenger departments of $1,732,645.20; an increase 
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in receipts from freight departments of $2,046,067.74; and from 
miscellaneous sources an increase of $1,115,571.00. 

DIVIDENDS. 

Dividends were paid by nine of the railroad corporations; the 
dividends paid by seven of them, however, were from rentals re- 
ceived from lease of roads. One of the leased roads, the Woon- 
socket and Pascoag, paid no dividends, as its receipts from rental 
were only sufficient to pay the interest on its funded debt. The rates 
and amounts of dividends paid were as follows: New York, New 
Haven & Hartford, 8 per cent., $4,618,438.00; Providence & Wor- 
cester, 10 per cent., $350,000.00; Boston & Providence, $10 per 
share, $400,000.00; Providence & Springfield, 4 per cent., $20,- 
698.00; Newport & Wickford Railroad & Steamboat Company, no 
dividend; Narragansett Pier, 4 per cent., $5,352.00, though they 
report net earnings as only $1,015.97; Wood River Branch, no divi- 
dend, but its net earnings were $349 ; Providence, Warren & Bristol, $6 
per share on common and preferred stock, $26,244.00; Old Colony, 7 
per cent., $1,178,373.00; New England, 3 per cent., on preferred 
stock, $150,000.00; Pawtuxet Valley, 7 per cent., $7,063.00; Rhode 
Island & Massachusetts, no dividend paid; Woonsocket & Pascoag, 
no dividend paid; Moshassuck Valley, no dividend paid, but its net 
earnings were $1,121.54, and it reports a surplus of $50,094.56. 
Total amount of dividends paid was $6,756,168.00. 

PASSENGERS CARRIED. 

The total number of passengers carried by all the roads was 64,- 
023,359, an increase of 4,948,161. The New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad reports an increase of 4,876,068; the Newport 
& Wickford Railroad & Steamboat Company, an increase of 24,130; 
the Narragansett Pier, an increase of 50,390, the Wood River 
Branch, an increase of 1,113; and the Moshassuck Valley Railroad, a 
decrease of 3,540. 
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MERCHANDISE TRANSPORTED. 

The total number of tons of merchandise transported was 18,444,- 
201, an increase of 1,131,973. All the roads report an increase ex- 
cept the Moshassuck Valley Railroad. This road reports a decrease 
of 22,353 tons. 

RATES OF FARE. 

Rates of fare for local tickets range from 1.926 cents per mile, 
the average rate of the New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad 
Company, to 4 cents per mile on the Newport & Wickford Railroad 
& Steamboat Company. Commutation tickets from 0.574 cents 
per mile, on the New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad Com- 
pany, to 2i cents per mile on the Newport & Wickford Railroad 
& Steamboat Company.

PERSONS EMPLOYED. , 

The total number of persons employed in this State by all the 
roads is reported as 2,626, an increase of 32. This is the total num- 
ber of employees who receive their pay in this State; many employ- 
ees on trains that run through this State receive their pay in Mas- 
sachusetts and Coidnecticut and are credited to those States. 

ROLLING STOCK. 

There has been expended during the year for new equipment and 
repairs the sum of $5,497,037.23; for maintenance of way and 
structures, $8,093,271.52. These amounts have all been charged 

« 

to expense account. Of the 990 locomotives, all are equipped with 
driver brakes; of the 1,949 passenger train cars, all are equipped 
with power brakes, and 1,645 have the improved quick-acting pat- 
tern. Of the 14,361 freight cars, 13,778 have power brakes, and 14,- 
334 are equipped with automatic couplers, as required by the laws 
of the United States. 

The rolling stock, generally, is kept in good condition, and there 
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has been during the year quite large additions to the equipment^ 
embracing passenger, freight, and other cars. There is still, how- 
ever, considerable complaint of insufficient accommodations, es- 
pecially in the winter season and on pleasant days. This is true 
of the local trains, as very many people from the surrounding 
cities and towns do their shopping in the city of Providence. It 
has seemed to me for several years past that sufficient attention was 
not paid to this department, and that the steam roads had about 
concluded to surrender the most of the local travel to the trolley 
roads. 

Instead of increasing the number of trains and furnishing ample 
accommodations for all who desired to ride, the contrary policy has 
prevailed. 

HEATING OF CARS. 

The numberof passenger cars heated by direct steam is 1,818, by 
steam heaters, 54, and by hot water, 2. None are reported in which 
stoves are used. Vestibule cars are kept, generally, at quite an 
equable temperature, but poorly ventilated. In the other pas- 
senger cars, while shut up in the station, the heat accumulates so 
that they are extremely uncomfortable; when the passengers have 
thrown off their outer clothing, in their attempts to keep comfor- 
table, a brakeman comes along, shuts off the steam, opens the ven- 
tilators, and soon the temperature is reduce^i twenty or more de- 
grees. When the attention of the employees is called to the fact, the 
ventilators are shut up, the steam turned on, and the process of heat- 
ing up goes on. This method of regulating the temperature is gen- 
erally used by the inexperienced or careless employees, while those 
older in service and of better judgment contrive to keep their cars 
in a proper condition to promote the comfort of the passengers. 

BRIDGES. 

The number of bridges reported is 196; of these 19 are constructed 
of^tone, 80 of iron, and 97 of wood. During the year several bridges 
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have been replaced by others of more improved construction. On 
the 28th of December, the covered span of the bridge at Natick on 
the Pawtuxet Valley Branch of the New York, New Haven & Hart- 
ford Railroad caught fire and was destroyed, necessitating the send- 
ing of some trains over another road and the suspension of traffic 
between Auburn and River Point. Work was at once commenced 
upon a temporary trestle, and in a few days the bridge was again in 
use and trains running. A new steel span to replace the one burned 
will be erected during the season. 

A new bridge with iron girders has been constructed on the main 
line of the New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad about one- 
half a mile south of Wickford Junction. 

A new bridge has been constructed at Elmwood station, near the 
Gorham Manufacturing Company's plant, carrying Adelaide avenue 
over the railroad location. As part of the same improvement, a fine 
steel bridge with one span and about 200 feet of steel trestle ap- 
proach, with other graded approaches, has been built along Earle 
street, at Elmwood station. These improvements have accom- 
plished the closing up of a grade crossing, which while not legally 
laid out, was used daily by thousands of people. Stairways are 
provided leading from this bridge down to the platforms of the rail- 
road station. 

The whole improvement, including both the Adelaide avenue 
bridge and the Earle street bridge has been made by an agreement 
between three parties, viz.: the Gorham Manufacturing Company, 
the New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad Company, and 
the city of Providence. The city provided the abutments for the 
new bridge and graded the street and approaches. 

The new double-track steel bridge over the river at India Point, 
Providence, having a total length of 403 feet, has been completed 
and is in successful operation. There is a draw span 227 feet long 
over all, with openings 80 feet in the clear, also two fixed spans of 
75 feet and 101 feet respectively. The draw span is located close 
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to the Providence shore, bringing it more neariy in line with the 
draw in Washington bridge, thus making it easier and safer for ves- 
sels to pass through. Work was commenced on the substructure 
about December 20th, 1901, by the contracting firm of Holbrook, 
Cabot & Rollins, of Boston, and completed June 1st, 1903. The 
superstructure was started about September 15th, 1902, by the 
Boston Bridge Works, and completed about June 1st, 1903. The 
whole work was carried on under the greatest difficulties, due to 
the fact that the heavy traffic on the railroad had to be maintained 
without interruption; otherwise the bridge would have been fin- 
ished in considerably less time. 

GRADE CROSSINGS. 

The total number of grade crossings is reported as 217, an increase 
of two over the number reported last year, but there have been no 
new grade crossings authorized by the commissioner. The number 
of private or farm crossings, reported is 325, same as last year. 

Upon request of the Union Railroad Company for permission to 
cross the tracks of the branch of the New York, New Haven & Hart- 
ford Railroad Company at Prospect street. East Providence, on the 
highway crossed by said tracks, after careful consideration, I gave 
the desired permission upon certain conditions, and with the under- 
standing that a bridge was to be built by the New York, New Haven 
and Hartford Railroad Company, at an early date, which would carry 
the highway and the street cars over the tracks of the steam roads. 

Some advance has been made in the matter of the abolishing of 
the three remaining grade crossings in the city of Providence, viz. : 
at Dike, Grove, and Acorn streets; but I am informed that the final 
agreement has not yet been accepted or adopted by the city council, 
and that nothing can be done towards the scheme until such action 
is taken on the part of the city. It is very desirable that this im- 
provement should be commenced at as early a date as possible, for 
these three crossings are very dangerous, and many lives have been 
sacrificed at these points. 
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The matter of the abolishment of the grade crossings in the cities 
of Pawtucket and Central Falls remains in the same condition as 
formerly. Committees were appointed by the cities, and many 
meetings held with the oflBcials of the New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad Company. Elaborate plans were prepared by 
the railroad company providing for the doing away with these cross- 
ings, either by an overhead viaduct, or an underground tunnel; also 
providing for new station buildings, closing up of certain streets, and 
the opening of new ones. The estimated cost was something like 
a million and a quarter dollars. The committees decided that the 
project was too expensive, and that the proportion which the rail- 
road company wished the cities to pay, forty-five per cent, of the 
whole expense, was excessive, and declined to recommend the pro- 
ject to their respective cities.

Dear Sir: — General Superintendent Clark informs me that on February 12th, 
1903, at 9 :50 A. M., a car of the Woonsocket Street Railway Company was stalled 
at North Main street crossing one minute. The stalling was caused by the 
trolley leaving the wire. This is the crossing which you viewed last year and 
concerning which there have been conferences between yourself and the Woon- 
socket Street Railway Company. It seems to us that some precaution should 
be taken at once to avoid a disastrous accident which is likely to occur at any 
time, and I respectfully submit that the Woonsocket Street Railway Company 
should be required to install some sort of an Appliance which would flag steam 
trains approaching the crossing whenever an electric car is upon it.

Dear Sir: — Complaint has been made to me by the New York, New Haven^ 
& Hartford R. R. Co., that on the 12th of February, 1903, a car of your com- 
pany was stalled at the North Main street crossing, in Woonsocket, at 9:50 
A. M., directly on the crossing, and remained across the track one minute. It 
was caused by the trolley leaving the wire. In view of several accidents that 
have recently occurred, attended by loss of life, where trolley cars have been 
stalled on tracks of steam roads, the officials of the N. Y., N. H. & H. R. R. Co. 
are extremely anxious that I should order some kind of block signals put in by 
the Woonsocket Street Railway Co. at this crossing, by which employees of steam 
cars approaching might be warned of the danger and bring their traiils to a stop. 

I think there is either something wrong with the adjustment or alignment of 
your trolley wire, or in the trolley wheel or pole, or else there is carelessness on 
the part of some of your employees. I do not wish to put your company to the 
expense of installing block signals, and think that the matter can be remedied 
if your employees can be made to realize the dangers that they themselves, as 
well as their passengers, are exposed to by the evil complained of.

tioners request that you will consent to such grade crossings.

In Re Union Railroad Company. 

This is a petition of the Union Railroad Company, a corporation legally created 
under the laws of this State, asking, in accordance with Chapter 658 of the Public 
Laws, the consent of the Railroad Commissioner to lay out and build and lay its 
rails over the tracks of the New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad Com- 
pany at grade, on Prospect street, in the town of East Providence. 

Under the provisions of the charter granted to the Providence & Worcester 
Railroad Company it was provided that in building their road it should be sub- 
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ject to the requirements of the town councils of the several towns through which 
the road passed. When the building of the road known as the India Point or 
East Providence Branch was commenced, the town council of the town of East 
Providence adopted the following order, which was served upon the Providence 
& Worcester Railroad Company, in November, 1873: 

"You are hereby required to build your branch road in the town of East 
Providence where it crosses the road (now Prospect Street) to Pawtucket, near 
the Perry house, so-called, at a grade below the grade of said road, and to erect 
a bridge for the highway on your road at that place to the satisfaction of the 
town council." 

The Providence & Worcester R. R. Co. paid no attention to said order, and 
upon a bill of complaint a temporary injunction was granted, followed later by 
other proceedings in court, and finally upon the agreement of the said Providence 
& Worcester R. R. Co. to build a bridge whenever ordered so to do by the town 
council of East Providence, upon six months' notice, the railroad company was 

• permitted to build the road across Prospect street at grade,. with a further agree- 
ment that untU the said bridge was.buUt the said railroad company should main- 
tain gates on each side of said crossing and also keep in suitable repair the high- 
way in the pleadings mentioned within the distance of fifty feet from said cross- 
ing on each side. 

I have been informed that the town council of East Providence have served 
the proper notice upon the New York, New Haven & Hartford R. R. Co., the 
lessees of the said Providence & Worcester R. R. Co., requiring said railroad 

• company to proceed at once and erect a bridge at said crossing of Prospect street, 
in accordance with the stipulation and agreement previously made. 

I have also been informed that nothing had been done in regard to the build- 
ing of said bridge, except perhaps some preliminary work upon the plans, and 
my thought was to refuse my consent to the crossing of the tracks of said branch 
of the New York, New Haven & Hartford R. R. Co. by the said Union Railroad 
Company. 

Further investigation has convinced me that such refusal would work a hard- 
ship and inconvenience to a large number of persons who are employed in the 
village of Phillipsdale, in East Providence, and who reside in the city of Paw- 
tucket, and who are now obliged to walk quite a distance to reach the cars of 
the Pawtucket Street Railway Company, which inconvenience will be removed 
by the extension of the tracks of the Union Railroad Company to meet the 
tracks of the said Pawtucket Street Railway Company. 

I have therefore decided to grant the request of said Union Railroad Com- 
pany to cross the tracks of the branch of the New York, New Haven & Hartford 
R. R. Co. upon the following conditions: 
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First, That every car of the said Union Raihx)ad Company that approache& 
said crossing in either direction shall be brought to a full stop at not less than 
twenty feet from said crossing; the conductor of said car shall go to the front of 
said car, see that the trades in both directions are clear, and then notify the 
motorman to proceed, and the car must not be started until said notice has be^i 
given and received. 

Second, The cro8&K>vers at said crossing shall be put in and maintained at 
the expense of said Union R. R. Co. and shall be constructed in such manner as 
shall be designated and approved by the Railroad Commissioner. 

It is also understood and ordered that until a highway bridge shall be erected 
over the tracks of the said branch railroad at said crossing, the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford R. R. Co. shall keep and maintain the gates and flagman at 
said crossing, as under the present agreement, or imtil such time as it may be 
necessary to remove said gates in order to proceed with the erection of said bridge.

Dear Sir: — We are not quite sure whether the matter to which we are about 
to call your attention is properly within your province or not, but it certainly 
should be. 

We refer to the condition of the tracks at the Acorn St. crossing, particularly 
from 6 o'clock to 6:15 in the evening^ when the large body of help employed in 
the adjacent mUls are going to their homes. 

We certainly wish that you could be present on the spot on some evening, 
when two or three of the tracks have freight trains upon them, and the trains 
leaving and approaching the city are greatly increased in number and the dangers 
of the situation greatly multiplied. 

\ It is the natural impulse of most people to be impatient under such circum- 
stances, and the number of persons to cross over these tracks greatly increases 
the dangers of the situation. That there has not been a great sacrifice of human 
life at this point is certainly remarkable, and it seems to the signers that there 
ought not to be any delay in providing a remedy for the present condition. 
Either immediate steps should be taken to furnish the bridge so long talked 
about, or stringent regulations should be imposed upon the railroad in regard 
to leaving the crossing open at such dangerous times.

Gentlemen: — Your communication of August 11th relative to the danger- 
ous grade crossing at Acorn street. Providence, received. As you are probably 
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aware, an act to abolish this and other grade crossings in the immediate vicinity 
was passed by the General Assembly on November 22, 1901. Chapter 931. 
Until the city of Providence and the New York, New Haven & Hartford Rail- 
road Company agree upon a plan and file it with the Railroad Commissioner, he 
has no jurisdiction in the matter. This has not yet been done. The act pro- 
vided no time limit. The following paragraph is quoted from my annual re- 
port of last January: 

"In my last report I mentioned the proposition that was then pending, by 
which the city of Providence and the New York, New Haven & Hartford Rail- 
road Company had been given permission to abolish certain grade crossings in 
the city of Providence, viz. : at Dike, Grove, and Acorn streets, thus doing away 
with all crossings at grade of highways and steam railroads in the city limits. 
Negotiations have been pending between the city committee and the railroad 
officials, and it is understood that a plan has been practically agreed to as to the 
matter of expense and method of procedure, but it has not yet received the sanc- 
tion of the city council, as required by law. It is to be hoped that the project 
will be carried through the coming season, as these crossings are about as dan- 
gerous as any crossings possibly can be, and have been the cause of the loss of 
very many lives." 

Meantime, I will look into the matter further and see what can be done toward 
diminishing the danger which now exists.

STATIONS. 

The number of regular stopping places for trains is reported as 
114; in addition, there are 48 flag stations. Station buildings, or 
shelters, are provided at 128 places. 

There has been some improvement in the condition of some of the 
stations, as the attention of officials has been called thereto, but 
quite a number of them are anything but inviting. The railroad 
companies claim that in many instances the fault is with the patrons 
of the stations; not persons who intend to take trains or are waiting 
to meet friends, but a class that hang around with no visible occu- 
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pation, except to spit tobacco juice all over the stove and floor and 
commit other nuisances. They claim that at some stations there is 
so little business that they cannot afford to keep a man evenings, 
and that they cannot lock up the building until after all trains for 
the night have arrived or departed, and that in the absence of the 
agent the building is occupied by the class referred to. 

Once in a while a station building is destroyed by fire, and then a 
more commodious and decent building is erected. 

At Shannock, on the main line of the New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad, a new building has been erected to take the place 
of the one destroyed by fire. This building is of wood with a slate 
roof. It is 56 feet long by 27 feet wide, and will, without doubt, 
be sufficient for the wants of that village for many years. 

At Woonsocket a new station building has been erected on the 
Midland Division, to take the place of the venerable structure which 
for so many years has been occupied for station purposes. The 
new building is on the westerly side of the main line of the Worcester 
Division. 

The building is of wood with slate roof. It is 56 feet long by 27 
feet wide, and comfortably arranged for the use of patrons of the 
road. This improvement has given great satisfaction to those who 
for many years have petitioned for it. 

On the 21st of November, 1903, the passenger building at Paw- 
tucket caught fire and the two upper stories were practically de- 
stroyed, while the lower story, comprising waiting rooms, ticket 
office, telegraph office, etc., was thoroughly drenched. Temporary 
quarters were secured in the baggage and express building, on the 
opposite side of the tracks. The upper story was taken ofif, a new 
roof put on, and the several rooms on the lower floor renovated and 
painted and again put in service, with the exception of the toilet 
rooms, which have not yet been repaired. It would have been a 
blessing to the patrons of the railroad if the whole building had been 
destroyed, as it is located on the wrong side of the track and has 
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not been nearly large enough to accommodate the business of this 
important station. When a telegraph office, news-stand, parcel- 
room and boot-blacks' plant are all located in one room, in itself not 
large enough for the male passengers, it makes a condition of affairs 
annoying and exceedingly inconvenient. There is no place on the 
main line of the New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad more 
in need of enlarged and improved station facilities than the one at 
Pawtucket. 

A shelter or small passenger station should be erected at East 
Providence to accommodate passengers desiring to take the cars 
on the Warren & Bristol branch. As it now is they are obliged to 
wait for trains without any protection from the weather. 

June 19, 1903, I received a communication from the attorney of 
the New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad Company asking my 
permission for the abandonment of the Roger Williams Park station 
in the city of Providence. 

I gave notice by advertisement in the Providence newspapers, 
and on the 30th of September gave a public hearing at the office 
of the Railroad Commissioner. 

The railroad company was represented by their attorney, Edward 
G. Buckland, and by A. R. Whaley, Superintendent. 

There was a petition signed by forty-seven persons in opposition 
to the proposed abandonment of the station. The petitioners were 
also represented by Mr. Scott, Mr. Case, Mr. Storm, and several 
others. 

After a full hearing, I decided to let the matter remain as it was 
for the present, as it seemed to me that it would be a hardship to 
many persons who had erected homes near said station and who 
would be seriously inconvenienced by the abandonment, especially 
as they claimed there was no other convenient way of transporta- 
tion. I also appreciated the position of the railroad company in 
regard to the expense of maintaining a station bmlding and agent 
at that point, and will take the matter up again during the season 
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and see if some arrangement can be made by which both parties cani 
be accommodated. 

The following is the correspondence in relation to station matters.

Dear Mr. Freeman: — I wish to call your attention to the dilapidated and 
dangerous condition of the passenger station, in Woonsocket, on the Midland 
Division of the N. Y., N. H. & H. R. R. Co. You are no 4pubt aware of the 
state of affairs existing at that station, as you have in past years, I believe, in- 
vestigated that matter. The Railway Co.'s officials claim that they are pre- 
paring plans for the erection of a new station. But they have made that claim so 
many times that it is ground for suspicion. I would therefore request you to 
petition the legislature for such legislation as will compel the erection of a new 
station this year. If the company is sincere, such legislation cannot injure it; 
if it is not, then the step ought to be taken, by all means, and the sooner the 
better. By so doing you would certainly gain the gratitude of the people of 
this city, and render a great service to one who will not be forgetful.

IMPROVEMENTS MADE AND PROPOSED. 

The New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad Company has 
made many improvements in its train service during the past year. 
The Adamsdale extension via Valley Falls and North Attleborough 
has been completed, and several new trains have been installed. Six 
trains each Way between Providence and Boston pass over this ex- 
tension. ' . 

Two new trains have been put on the route from Boston to New 
York, viz.: the "Knickerbocker Limited," leaving Boston and New 
York, respectively, at 1 o'clock P. M., and making the trip between 
these two cities in five hours. Also a train called the "Merchants 
Limited," which leaves Boston and New York, respectively, at 5 
o'clock P. M., and makes the trip in five hours. Both of these trains 
run daily, and their installment is a great convenience to the people 
of Providence and vicinity, both on account of the shortening of 
the running time between these cities, and also on account of the 
hour at which they leave. . 

An additional train has also been added between Providence and 
Boston which leaves Providence at 11 o'clock A. M., stops at Paw- 
tucket and Back Bay only, and arrives at Boston at 12 o'clock noon. 
Returning, it leaves Boston at 4 o'clock P. M., and arrives at 
Providence at 5 o'clock P. M., stopping only at Back Bay and Paw- 
tucket. 

During the year there have been added six daily passenger trains 
between Lonsdale and Blackstone, two between Washington and 
Plainfield, and on Saturdays two additional. 

Sunday passenger trains have been added as follows, viz. : two 
between Providence and Boston, two between Providence and Wor- 
cester, and two between Providence and Lonsdale. 

At Fox Point, Providence, work has been commenced on a new 
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storage yard for freight cars, to be used as an auxiliary yard for con- 
venience in conducting the freight and passenger business of the 
various shipping interests along the water front, and in order to 
relieve the traffic on India street Several old buildings have been 
torn down, and the yard will have a storage capacity of ninety cars. 

At Warren, the New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad 
Company has purchased additional land upon which to extend its 
power station, and as soon as it can possibly be done will enlarge 
the present station and put in equipment sufficient to provide ade- 
quate facilities for all passenger traffic on the Providence, Warren 
& Bristol Branch. The patronage on this road and on the Fall 
River Branch has increased so rapidly that the present facilities 
have proved inadequate to properly care for the same. 

The New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad Company has 
agreed to do all in its power to improve the appearance of the station 
grounds and the approaches thereto in the city of Providence, with 
especial reference to the new State House and its grounds. It will, 
as soon as the spring opens, grass the slopes on both sides of its 
tracks between Smith street and the Union station. The present 
objectionable storehouse at the corner of Gaspee and Stillman 
streets will be removed, and the view of the State House and grounds 
from the station, and from cars passing through the city, will be 
greatly improved thereby. 

It is expected that the city of Providence will, on its part, improve 
and beautify the several plats of land owned by it between the 
station and the State House grounds. These several tracts, if 
properly laid out, will add very much to the beauty of the present 
grounds of the State Normal school and of the State House. The 
grounds of the Normal school are so artistically laid out and so 
carefully attended to, that they attract the attention and admira- 
tion of the many thousands who view them every season. 

Since the erection of the new Union passenger station in Providence 
the railroad officials have been greatly desirous of making better 
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connections with their branch roads to Warren, Bristol, and Fall 
River, to take the place of the present arrangement and obviate 
the change of cars now required at Fox Point. To this end various 
plans have been proposed, but none of them have been successful. 
The plan of sending the cars over the tracks of the Union Railroad 
Company from Fox Point to the Union station was tried, but proved 
a failure. It has also been proposed to build a viaduct between the 
two terminals, partly over the wharves and partly over the river, 
but the expense would be so enormous, and the damage to the ship- 
ping interests so great, that this idea was abandoned. 

An entirely different plan has been suggested, and a bill has been 
introduced in the General Assembly which, if adopted, will result, 
it is hoped, not only in a solution of this problem, but will also greatly 
facilitate transportation between Providence and Boston. It au- 
thorizes the Providence Terminal Company to locate a railroad of 
one or more tracks to be operated by steam or other power, from a 
point near the Union station, easterly, by a tunnel under College 
Hill, thence by a bridge across the Seekonk river, to the location of 
the Providence & Worcester and the Boston & Providence rail- 
roads. If this bill becomes a law, citizens of the southeastern part 
of the State, as well as those of the adjafcent towns in the common- 
wealth of Massachusetts, will receive their long desired transporta- 
tion directly from their homes to the Union station in Providence 
without change of cars or additional expense. 

In addition to this advantage, all through freight and passenger 
trains between Providence and Boston that now do not stop at Paw- 
tucket and Central Falls will run over this new route from the Union 
station to the lines east of the Seekonk river, and thence directly 
to Boston. 

This improvement would shorten the route to Boston, and would 
also relieve the present congested condition of the tracks at Paw- 
tucket and Central Falls and greatly reduce the hability of acci- 
dents at the grade crossings and stations in those two cities. 

During the past year the New York, New Haven & Hartford Rail- 
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road Company has added the following new equipment to its rolling 
stock: 567 coal cars of 60,000 lbs. capacity each, 500 flat cars of 
80,000 lbs. capacity each, 1 special flat car of 125,000 lbs. capacity, 
1,000 box cars of 80,000 lbs. capacity each, 1,670 box cars of 60,000 
lbs. capacity each, 25 milk cars of 60,000 lbs. capacity each, 50 
caboose cars, 1 tool car, 109 coaches, 1 sleeping car, 12 parlor cars, 
2 dining cars, and 6 baggage cars. 

Accidents from July 1, 1902, to June 30, 1903. 

The returns made ,by the several steam railroad companies for 
the year ending June 30, 1902, show that in this State there were 
no passengers killed and 34 injured; and that 16 employees were 
killed and 276 injured; that 28 trespassers or persons walking on 
or across the tracks or loafing about freight yards were killed and 17 
injured; that at grade crossings there were 3 killed and 6 injured; 
that 2 persons were killed at stations and 21 injured. 

As compared with the returns of the previous year, these figures 
show that there were no passengers killed during the year; that the 
number of passengers injured was 1 more; that the number of em- 
ployees killed was 8 more; that the number of employees injured 
was 42 less; that the number of trespassers killed was 13 more; 
that the number of trespassers injured was 4 more; that the num- 
ber of persons killed at grade crossings was 2 less; that the number 
of persons injured at grade crossings was 1 more. To sum up, 
there were 49 deaths, 20 more than in last report; and 360 in- 
jured, or 9 less than last year. It should be stated that the three 
persons killed at grade crossings attempted to cross the tracks after 
the gates had been lowered. 

Accidents During the Year 1903. 

During the year 1903 there were 253 accidents reported to me by 
the oflEicials of the several steam railroads of this State, in which 
263 persons were killed or injured. 
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There were no passengers killed. There were 19 passengers in- 
jured: 9 were injured in attempting to board or leave moving 
trains; 3 fell in leaving train after it had stopped at station; 1 fell 
between cars; 2 had fingers jammed in car doors, and 2 stepped in 
front of trains at station; and 2 men having charge of horses were 
slightly injured in a collision. 

There were 19 employees killed: 7 by falling from cars; 3 while 
coupling or uncoupling cars; 2 while working at coal pockets; 1 
gateman found beside track, and it is supposed he was struck by 
some passing train; 1 brakeman found beside tracks; 1 engine 
wiper while walking tracks, not on duty; 1 killed in a collision; 1 
trackman riding tracks on velocipede; and 1 conductor while stand- 
ing at station was struck by a truck which was hurled against him 
by a train that was pulling into the station; 1 was killed while 
boarding moving train. 

There were 29 persons classed as trespassers killed while walking 
on track or stealing rides on freight trains. There were 26 tres- 
passers injured. 

At highway grade crossings there were 3 persons killed and 6 in- 
jured. All of the persons killed and 4 of those injured passed under 
the crossing gates after they had been lowered. 

Of the persons injured 156 were employees: 17 fell from cars; 12 
were struck by switch-stands, &c.; 7 by collision of cars; 6 while 
engaged in switching; 11 while coupling or uncoupUng cars; 34 
were working at coal pockets; 16 freight handlers; 10 track labor- 
ers; 12 were injured at station; 6 getting on or oflf moving cars; 8 
in freight yards; and 17 in various ways, such as stepping through 
holes in cars, working on bridges, caught in car doors, etc. 

The following list of accidents comprises all that were reported, 
except some where the injuries were very slight or where the occur- 
rence could hardly be classified as a railroad accident: 

Jan, 1. William F. Reardon, a trespasser, on tracks of the 
Worcester Division, stepped directly in front of train at Phillips-

dale, and was struck and fatally injured. He was taken to the

Jan, 2. A. Budlong, freight brakeman, Worcester Division, in 
uncoupling cars at Providence, had thumb of left hand caught and 
bruised. He went to St. Joseph's Hospital. 

Jan, 3. W. A. Demick, freight brakeman, Worcester Division, 
while engaged in switching in Providence, lost his balance and fell 
to the ground and was ruptured. He was sent to St. Joseph's 
Hospital. 

Jan, 3. P. Brooks, freight brakeman, Worcester Division, 
while hanging to side of car in Providence, was struck by switch- 
stand and knocked to the ground. The right side of his face and 
nose were cut and his right side bruised. He was sent to St. Joseph's 
Hospital. 

Jan, 5. Harry Whitehead, a trespasser, .Worcester Division, 
was run over and had right arm crushed. Accident occurred near 
Dexter street tower. Mr. Whitehead was sent to the Pawtucket 
Emergency Hospital. 

Jan. 7, A. R. Nixon, passenger brakeman, Worcester Division, 
slipped and fell against car window, and was more or less cut by the 
broken glass. 

Jan, 7. G. F. Ordway, freight brakeman, Worcester Division, 
while riding car at Harbor Junction wharf, was struck by overhead 
scale and was slightly bruised about the head. 

Jan, 9,^ Chas. Spruce, coal shoveler, Worcester Division, while 
working at Harbor Junction wharf, was struck under the chin by a 
tub that was being hoisted, and had his tongue badly bitten. He 
was sent' to St. Joseph's Hospital. 
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Jan. 12. W. B. Moore, brakeman, Worcester Division, in step- 
ping from platform of coal car to trestle, in Providence, slipped 
and fell into coal shed, fracturing his left hip and receiving a scalp 
wound. He was sent to St. Joseph's Hospital. 

Jan. 15. Arthur Dusprense, a boy about seven years old, while 
picking up coal near tracks of the Worcester Division, in Pawtucket, 
was struck by passing train and killed. The body was viewed by 
the medical examiner and then taken in charge by relatives. 

Jan. 19. S. F. Hadley, passenger brakeman, Worcester Division, 
stepped on piece of ice at Pascoag station and fell to the ground, 
dislocating his right shoulder. He went to St. Joseph's Hospital. 

Jan. 21. Patrick Brennan, freight handler, Worcester Division, 
had first finger of right hand cut while working on freight in Provi- 
dence. He went to St. Joseph's Hospital. 

Jan. 21. George Baker, coal shoveler, Worcester Division, had 
left hand bruised while working at East Providence wharf. He 
went to St. Joseph's Hospital. 

Jan. 21. Wm. Cashman, brakeman, Worcester Division, while 
riding on top of car near Stillwater was struck by power shovel that 
projected from grist mill which caused him to fall to the ground, 
bruising his hip and cutting his head. He was sent to St. Joseph's 
Hospital. 

Jan. 21. Wm. Cross, coal shoveler, Worcester Division, was 
struck by car link and had left hand cut. He went to St. Joseph's 
Hospital. 

Jan. 24. F. A. Whipple, yard conductor, Worcester Division, 
in attempting to couple cars at Pawtucket, had thumb of left hand 
caught and burst open. 

Jan^ 26. Patrick H^rt, a trespasser on tracks of the Worcester 
Division, at Providence, in attempting to cross tracks between 
Acorn and Dale streets, was struck by passing train and had left 
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hip fractured, and received a scalp wound. He was taken to the 
R. I. Hospital. Discharged, cured, June 5, 1903. 

Jan. 27. John Tew, a trespasser, while walking tracks of the 
Worcester Division, in Providence, stepped in front of passing train 
and was fatally injured. 

Jan, 28. Wm. Carey, station porter, Worcester Division, while 
assisting in setting up a barrel of oil, in Providence, had ^rst and 
second finger of right hand badly hurt. He went to the Emergency 
Hospital. 

Jan. 31. Peter Dagesse, freight brakeman, Worcester Division, 
while uncoupling cars in Providence, was fatally injured. He was 
sent to St. Joseph's Hospital, where he died the following morning. 

Jan. 31 . Frank' Hilton, a trespasser on tracks of the Worcester 
Division, near Johnston, was struck by passing train and fatally 
injured. He was taken on board the train and brought to Providence, 
but died on the way. The body was taken in charge by police 
authorities. 

Feb. 3. Hachadoor Katastian, in attempting to cross tracks of 
the Worcester Division, at Central Falls, while the gates were down, 
was struck by passing train and fatally injured. He was removed 
to the Pawtucket Hospital, where he died. 

Feb. 4. Wm. Davis, coal shoveler, Worcester Division, working 
at Harbor Junction wharf, fell through hole between decks, bruising 
his right side. He was sent to St. Joseph's Hospital. 

Feb. 7. M. Poirier, freight brakeman, Worcester Division, was 
struck by switch-stand while getting onto car at Providence. He

went to the Emergency Hospital. 

Feb. 8. Joseph Shultz, coal shoveler, Worcester Division, work- 
ing at Harbor Junction wharf, had little finger torn off and two 
fingers bruised. He was sent to St. Joseph's Hospital. 

Feb. 10. 3o\ii J. Keenan, yard conductor, Worcester Division,

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had left ankle and leg caught and bruised by load shifting in freight 
car. He was sent to St. Joseph's Hospital. 

Feb. 11. Richard Bigger, yard brakeman, Worcester Division, 
in attempting to uncouple cars at Valley Falls, had right hand caught 
and bruised. 

Feb, 11. W. S. Mirick, yard brakeman, Worcester Division, fell 
from top of car in Providence, and was run over, both knees being 
bruised and cut and right hand bruised. 

F. Aimable, yard conductor, Worcester Division, in 
attempting to uncouple cars at Providence, slipped and fell into 
ditch, bruising his left side. 

Feb, 12. John Connery, passenger, Worcester Division, in leav- 
ing train at Bristol, fell to the ground cutting' his chin. He was 
attended by Dr. Wm. F. Duffy. 

Feb. 14. Michael Harrington, coal shoveler, Worcester Division, 
was caught between two cars that were being switched, at East 
Providence, and bruised about the body. He was sent to St. 
Joseph's Hospital. 

Feb, 14. Charles Stewart, brakeman, Worcester Division, in 
jumping from train to throw switch, at Pascoag, stumbled and fell, 
bruising his head. He was attended by Dr. Wilcox, and later sent 
to the St. Joseph's Hospital. 

Feb. 14. John Marsh, while working on coal run at East Provi- 
dence, Worcester Division, stumbled and fell to wharf, breaking his 
right leg above the knee. He was sent to St. Joseph's Hospital. 

Henry E. Pooler, a trespasser on tracks of the Worces- 
ter Division, at East Providence, was struck by engine, receiving 
a scalp wound, and was bruised on shoulder and leg. He was at- 
tended by Dr. Hunt.

He was attended by Dr. G. B. Haines. 
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March 15. The body of F. L. Tillinghast, of Wyoming, R. I., 
was found on the road-bed of the Shore Line Division near Kenyon 
station. He had evidently been struck by one of the night trains. 

March 15. Albert Mann, interlocking repair man, Worcester 
Division, had left hand injured by interlocking apparatus at Provi- 
dence. He was attended by Dr. P. E. Fisher. 

March 16. Albert Lambert, freight brakeman, Worcester Div- 
ision, was run over and killed in attempting to board train at Auburn 
after having thrown switch. 

March 18. James Connors, freight brakemg^n, Worcester Div- 
vision, handling shop cars at Valley Falls, had head caught and 
bruised. He was attended by Dr. Kenney, and later sent to St. 
Joseph's Hospital. 

March 19. Chas. Tyler, coal shoveler, Worcester Division, was 
cut about the head by falling coal while working at Harbor Junction 
wharf. He went to St. Joseph's Hospital. 

March 20. Several young ladies employed at Sayles Bleachery 
were walking on track of the Worcester Division, near Phillips- 
dale, when they were struck by a light engine as it rounded a curve, 
and Rose McAloon, Bridget White, and Mary Tierney were killed 
and Lizzie M. Knight had left arm broken. An inquest was held, and 
the coroner decided that the railroad company was not answerable 
for the tragedy.

Gately, employee, Worcester Division, woi'k- 
ing at East Providence wharf, fell to deck of schooner and was 
fatally injured. He died at St. Joseph's Hospital. 

March 26. M. Donahue, coal shoveler, Worcester Division, while 
shoveling coal in Providence, lost his balance and fell to the ground, 
bruising his right leg and cracking the knee-pan. 
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March 27. Frank E. Boyle, brakeman, Shore Line Division, was 
stepping across cars at Wood River Junction^ when he fell between 
cars to the ground, breaking his right leg below the knee. He was 
sent to St. Joseph's Hospital. 

March 27. A switcher ran into the rear of an extra at Provi- 
dence, and the engineman, B. Perry, and the fireman, Malcom Barry, 
were injured. Mr. Perry had hip fractured and was injured about 
the body. Mr. Barry had left hand and wrist cut, right ear lacer- 
ated, and bruised about the body.

Sleeper, a boy about 10 years old, was struck by 
east bound passenger train No. 12 Shore Line Division, near Nor- 
wood station, and instantly killed. 

April 4. The body of an unknown man was found beside tracks 
of the Worcester Division, near Valley Falls, He had evidently been 
run over by some passing train. The body was viewed by the med- 
ical examiner, and taken in charge by Undertaker Ryan. 

April 6. John Booth, a trespasser, while walking tracks of the * 
Worcester Division, near Woodlawn, fell and was cut over the left 
eye. He was taken to the Pawtucket police station. 

April 7. F. O. Walker, flagman, Worcester Division, was thrown 
against side of caboose, at Lonsdale, by air hose bursting and stop- 
ing the train. His head, back, and left arm were bruised.

Shore Line Division, was 
standing on platform at Wickford Junction, when a passing freight 
train struck an express truck and hurled it against the conductor 
and fatally injured him. Mr. Whipple was taken to Providence on 
passenger train, and on the way to the hospital he died. 

Macomber, brakeman, Worcester Division, while 
uncoupling cars at East Providence, had left foot caught and bruised. 

On account of horses becoming frightened, a wagon 
was backed into a train of the Worcester Division at Bristol, and 
Joseph LeClair, Philip Valois, and Camille Bernier were thrown out 
of wagon and more or less bruised.

Bowen Brown, a trespasser, on tracks of the Wor- 
cester Division, was found dead near Greene, having evidently been 
run over by some passing train. The medical examiner was notified. 

Mrs. Margaret Gates passed under gates at Grove 
street crossing, in Providence, and was struck by train No. 44^ 
Worcester Division, and instantly killed. The body was taken in 
charge by police authorities.

Division, opened car gates and jumped from train at Central Falls. 
He fell, receiving a bad scalp wound, and was sent to the Rhode

was found dead beside track in Providence, having been struck by 
some passing train. 

May 2. Fred ColUns, a boy nine years old, fell from Branch 
avenue bridge to the road-bed of the Worcester Division, breaking 
ribs and bruising his back. He was sent to the R. I. Hospital. 

May 2. Ellen Judson, a little girl passenger on train of the Wor- 
cester Division, had third finger of left hand caught and bruised in 
car door at Pawtucket. 

May 3. Foliks Saleks, a passenger on train of Worcester Divis- 
ion, had finger of left hand caught and jammed in car door at Cen- 
tral Falls. 

May 5. Thomas Peters, laborer, Worcester Division, while 
working on dock at East Providence wharf, caught third finger of 
left hand, tearing ofif the nail. He went to St. Joseph's Hospital. 

May 5. John Sherman, car cleaner, Worcester Division, in at- 
tempting to make coupling between two cars in Providence, was- 
caught and instantly killed. 

May 5. Roscoe A. Reed, a student brakeman, Worcester Di- 
vision, was riding on foot-board of tank while engine was backing out 
of Warwick mill yard at Centreville, and was struck by gate ani 
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knocked to the ground and run over by engine. He was taken to 
St. Joseph's Hospital, where he died from the effects of his injuries 
at 2 P. M. the same day. 

May 7. Wm. Hegarty, trucker, Worcester Division, was bruised 
about the head by door of car which was jarred from its fastenings 
while he was working in Providence. He went to St. Joseph's 
Hospital. 

May '7. Venanzo Petterkti, while driving over crossing of the 
Worcester Division at Natick, was struck by train and thrown from 
wagon, and was cut about the head and had right hand slightly 
injured. 

May 8. Terence McDonald, a gateman, Worcester Division, was 
found dead beside track in Providence, having evidently been struck 
by some passing train. 

May 8. Louis Bertrand, track laborer, Worcester Division, had 
left hand cut by tin which flew from exploded torpedo at Fox Point, 
He was sent to St. Joseph's Hospital. 

May 8. Frederick Pilkington, a trespasser on tracks of the Wor- 
cester Division, in attempting to steal a ride in Olneyville, struck 
his head against rear car, making a slight cut. He was taken to the 
office of Dr. Mylons. 

May 9. Seymour Demara, a trespasser, Worcester Division, in 
passing over private crossing at Cranston, was struck by engine and 
fatally injured. 

May 11. Stephen McCarthy, a trespasser, Worcester Division, 
while walking between tracks at Bullock's Point, was struck by train 
and severely injured. He was attended by Dr. Cox, of Riverside, 
and later sent to St. Joseph's Hospital. 

May 11. Patrick Burns, brakeman, Worcester Division, in climb- 
ing down car ladder at India Point, slipped and fell between engine 
and car, bruising left leg and ankle. 
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May 12. W. J. King, freight brakeman, Worcester Divisionv 
while sitting on flat car as train was hauling into station at Oakland, 
had his left foot caught by switch-stand, wrenching his left knee. 

May 13. G. L. Jueary, brakeman, Worcester Division, in at- 
tempting to board moving engine at Lonsdale, struck against 
switch-stand, scraping his left shoulder slightly. 

May 14. Hugh Kennedy, freight handler, Worcester Division,, 
while working in Providence, jarred a car door causing it to drop, 
striking him on the head. He was sent to St. Joseph's Hospital for 
treatment. 

May 14. Wm. A. Sheridan, car cleaner, Worcester Division, 
stood too close to track in Providence, and was struck by breast- 
beam of tender of engine and had left arm bruised. 

May 19. Manuel Montero, laborer, Worcester Division, in going^ 
between cars at Fox Point wharf, that were being switched, slipped 
and the toes of his left foot were run over and crushed. He was- 
sent to St. Joseph's Hospital. 

May 25. Mrs. Bridget Murphy stepped directly in front of train 
of the Worcester Division which she was intending to take at Warren,, 
and was struck. She received a scalp wound, a broken nose, two 
broken ribs, and was bruised about the body. She was taken aboard 
the train and carried to Warren, where she was attended by Drs. 
Connolly and Morrison. 

May 29. J. H. Flynn, brakeman, Worcester Division, in jump- 
ing from car to avoid injury from collision at Roger Williams Park,, 
had right shoulder and leg bruised, and was injured about the head^ 

June 5. Valantina Siroski, a child about three years old, came 
running from a house and fell under the wheels of a freight train that 
was pulling ofif siding at Johnston, Worcester Division. She was 
run over and instantly killed. 

June 11. R. C. Newall, brakeman, Worcester Division, while 
switching in Providence, fell from car and was run over; toes on 
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light foot being crushed and right leg bruised. He was sent to St. 
Joseph's Hospital. 

June 16. Clarence Peterson, a nine-year-old boy, while playing 
about some moving cars near Roger Williams Park, had right foot 
run over and crushed so that it was found necessary at the Rhode 
Island Hospital to amputate the toes. Accident occurred on the 
Worcester Division. 

June 27. In some unaccountable manner, R. A. Davis, freight 
conductor. Shore Line Division, fell from cars that were being 
switched in Kingston yarc}, and was run over and instantly killed. 
The remains were taken to New London, where he resided. 

July 6. Samuel R. White, while walking tracks of the Worcester 
Division, about half a mile north of Albion station, was struck by 
train and instantly killed. 

July 8. Albert Oakley, of East Providence, riding bicycle on 
tracks of the Worcester Division, just south of Phillipsdale freight 
house, was heavily thrown to the ground, and cut about the face 
and considerably bruised about the body by a freight train. 

July 12. Velmer Prew, of Mansfield, Mass., was found beside 
tracks of the Worcester Division, just south of Miller street bridge, 
Pawtucket, suffering from a scalp wound, a bruised left arm and 
thigh, and one of the bones in left leg broken. It is supposed that, 
being intoxicated, he laid down too near tracks and was struck by 
some passing train. 

July 16. Wm. Burns, 18 years old, stealing a ride on a switch- 
ing engine of the Worcester Division, in Pawtucket, in jumping from 
foot-board on tender, fell across the rail and was run over. His 
right leg was crushed above the knee. He was sent to the Paw- 
tucket Emergency Hospital. 

July 19. Owen Flynn was walking the tracks of the Worcester 
Division, a little north of Pawtucket station; and stepping out of 
the way of one train stepped directly in the way of another, and was 
struck and fatally injured.

Jvly 21. Dennis Monolian, lamplighter, Worcester Division, 
stepped on old tie that was used as a step to tool house in Provi- 
dence, the tie broke, causing him to fall and break his right ankle. 
He was taken to St. Joseph's Hospital. 

Jvly 24. Edward and Nathaniel Jordan, aged respectively six 
and eight years, were struck and instantly killed by train No. 34 
of the Shore Line Division, about a mile west of Kingston station. 
A freight train passing on another track attracted the attention of 
the children at the time, and they did not notice the approach of 
the train that struck them. 

Jvly 26. Wm. Rockett, of Fall River, while attempting to board 
train of Worcester Division at Crescent Park station, got too close 
to track and was struck by motor car and knocked down, receiving 
a severe scalp wound.

Providence, at- 
tempted to leave train of the Worcester Division after it had started 
from Providence station, and in some manner slipped underneath 
train and his right foot was run over and crushed. He was sent to 
the Rhode Island Hospital. Discharged, October 6, cured. 

August 3. Thos. Harold, a boy about six years old, while play^ 
ing underneath freight cars in the East Providence yard, was run 
over and had his left foot so badly crushed that it had to be amputa- 
ted. Accident occurred on the Worcester Division, and the boy was 
taken to the Rhode Island Hospital. 

Av^vst 10. As a freight train of the Worcester Division was 
passing Acorn street crossing, John Crowley, of Assonet, Mass., 
attempted to board train and fell underneath the wheels. He was 
fatally injured, and died at the Rhode Island Hospital August 11th. 

Au^v^t 14. An unknown man, about 30 years old, while cross- 
ing track number one of the Worcester Division, south of Woodlawn 
station, was struck by train 623 and instantly killed. 
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Augibst 15. Wm. Babill, of Olneyville, was struck by train of 
the Worcester Division, near Johnston station, and slightly injured. 

August 20. Henry Wachsmuth, brakeman, Worcester Division, 
while switching iii Providence yard, lost his balance and fell to the 
ground, and was run over and killed. 

August 21. Peter Miller, of Centreville, R. I., was found lying 
beside tracks of the Worcester Division, near Greene, with a fractured 
skull, and it is supposed he was struck by train 190. He was sent to 
the Rhode Island Hospital. Discharged, September 11th, cured. 

August 24. Dennis Sullivan, brakeman, Worcester Division, 
while switching cars in Lonsdale, was squeezed between coal shed 
and car, and bruised about the body, and had one rib on left 
side broken. He was attended by Dr. Torkington, and then sent to 
his home. 

SepL 10. Chas. A. Rathbone, of Arctic, was struck by the switch- 
ing engine of the Shore Line Division, at Kingston, and instantly 
killed. The medical examiner was notified. 

SepL 10. West bound express 404, Shore Line Division, colHded 
with freight cars that were left standing on main track at Wood 
River Junction, and M. H. Hatch, freight brakeman of the local 
freight, and James Walsh and Henry Hillock, in charge of horses 
on the express extra, were injured, but not seriously. Mr. Hatch 
was taken to the New London Hospital. 

Sept, 22. Geo. Thornton, a child two years old, attempted to 
cross tracks of the Worcester Division at Hamlet, and was struck by 
train, and had left leg cut off below the knee. 

Sept, 24. Mrs. Harry Harden, of Valley Falls, attempted to 
cross tracks of the Worcester Division near Titus street crossing, 
before gates had been raised, and was struck by a north bound train 
and instantly killed. 

Sept 26. Patrick Hyland, of Taunton, Mass., while walking 
tracks of the Worcester Division just south of Orms street overhead

bridge, Providence, was struck by train and considerably bruised 
and cut. 

Sept 29. F. V. Clark while walking tracks of the Worcester 
Division near Phillipsdale, was struck by engine and fatally injured. 
He died at the Rhode Island Hospital. 

Oct. 2. H. W. Winerman, yard brakeman, at Providence, Wor- 
cester Division, was riding on car that was being switched, and in 
getting off while the car was in motion he lost his footing and wa« 
struck by car steps and bruised about the head and back. He was 
sent to St. Joseph's Hospital. 

Oct, 3. J. P. McEneanry, brakeman, Worcester Division, while 
walking between tracks in Northup avenue yard, was struck by 
breast beam of switcher, and had left arm and shoulder severely 
bruised. 

Oct, 4. The body of an unknown man was found lying on track 
number one, about 500 feet east of Kenyon station. Shore Line 
Division. It is thought he was riding on a freight train and was 
struck by an overhead bridge. The medical examiner was notified. 

Oct, 8. W. DeArcy, freight brakeman, Worcester Division, in 
attempting to get onto caboose in Providence, sUpped, and his right 
foot went under the wheels, and the big toe was crushed. 

Oct, 10. Henry DeForge, Jr., a boy about eight years old, in 
trying to steal a ride on some cars that were being moved by switcher 
at Harbor Junction wharf, Worcester Division, fell under the cars 
and was run over and killed. 

Oct. 11. Michael Falvey, of East Providence, in attempting to 
board train of the Worcester Division at Riverside, after train had 
started, walked directly in front of another train that was drawing 
in to station, and was knocked down and slightly cut and bruised. 

Oct. 16. L. M. Jerome, brakeman, Worcester Division, in un- 
coupUng engine from train at Auburn, was caught and squeezed 
about the body. 
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Oct. 16. J. H. Doyle, brakeman, Worcester Division, while 
coupling cars at Auburn, lost his balance and fell to the ground, 
was run over and instantly killed. The medical examiner was 
notified. 

Oct, 18. Irvin D. Briggs, engine wiper, Worcester Division 
while walking on tracks about a mile south of Blackstone station 
was struck by train and instantly killed. Dr. Marshall was notified. 

Oct 23. E. Holbert, brakeman, Worcester Division, in riding 
cars that were being switched at Washington, struck his head 
against water-spout and sustained quite a severe cut on the fore- 
head. 

Oct, 29. Chas. Skeels, brakeman, Worcester Division, while 
hanging on side of car in Providence, struck against switch-stand 
and bruised his head. 

Nov. 2. Joseph Ayatt, while attempting to steal a ride on train 
of the Worcester Division near Valley Falls, fell between cars and 
was run over and right arm crushed. He was sent to the R. I. Hos- 
pital. ^ 

Nov. 2. Louis C. Gould, brakeman, Worcester Division, was 
fatally injured in a collision between a coal train and some empty 
passenger cars that were being backed to the Providence station. 

Nov. 2. W. F. Lowe, engineman, Worcester Division, was thrown 
and slightly bruised in a slight collision between two engines at 
Orms street crossing. Providence. 

Nov. 3. John Haskins, of Auburn, while picking up coal near 
track number four, about 200 feet north of signal bridge, Auburn, 
Worcester Division, was struck by freight train, and had left shoulder 
bruised, also cut about the head. 

Nov. 8. Geo. Baker, or Briggg, attempted to steal a ride on extra 
freight train in Providence, Worcester Division. In some manner 
he fell to the ground and had left hand run over and fingers crushed. 
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Nov, 8. Francis Higgins, of New Haven, Conn., attempted to 
steal ride on freight train of the Worcester Division, and when near 
Auburn he fell from train and had left foot run over and toes badly 
mangled. 

Nov. 9. Geo. T. Sampson, division engineer. Providence Divis- 
ion, was thrown from monitor to floor of caboose by train stop- 
ping suddenly near Rumford. He was rendered unconscious, and 
was sent to the R. I. Hospital. 

Nov. 10. N. Maher and Geo. W. Fleck, watchmen, Worcester 
Division, were quite severely injured by two cars of frieght train 
jumping track and crushing into yard office located at Bray ton 
avenue. Mr. Maher had left hand crushed, and Mr. Fleck was 
severely bruised about the body. 

Nov. 14. R. Beebe, brakeman on electric train, Worcester Divis- 
ion, near Fox Point station, put his head out of the window and 
struck against a telegraph pole, slightly bruising same. 

Nov. 21. Jas. B. McGuire, a passenger on train of the Worces- 
ter Division, jumped before train stopped at, Providence station 
and fell, scraping skin from left cheek-bone. 

Nov. 23. Bertha and Aldora Marcell, of Valley Falls, aged four 
and seven respectively, attempted to cross the railroad tracks of 
the Worcester Division at Titus street crossing. Valley Falls, after 
the gates were down. Both girls stumbled and fell. Aldora's in- 
juries were slight; Bertha was run over and had both feet badly 
crushed, necessitating amputation of left leg, which was performed 
at the Rhode Island Hospital. 

Dec. 1. Jos. Santis, while walking tracks of the Worcester Div- 
ision near Bay Spring, was struck by train 4697 and fatally injured. 

Dec. 5. C. A. McCacklaw, of Winthrop, Mass., a trespasser on 
tracks of the Worcester Division, was found lying on the ground in 
freight yard at Providence, with right leg broken. 
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Dec. 8. James Card, brakeman, Worcester Division, in stepping 
from foot-board of engine at Phillipsdale, slipped oh rail and 
wrenched his right ankle. 

Dec. 9. P. Kennedy, brakeman, Worcester Division, while 
working underneath car at Providence, had right knee sprained 
by engine coupling onto train. 

Dec. 13. John Meadus, brakeman, Worcester Division, while 
walking over the tops of a string of freight cars at East Providence, 
fell between two cars and was run over and instantly killed. 

Dec. 16. Chas. Skeels, brakeman, Worcester Division, while 
working in yard at Providence, fell from top of car to ground, bruis- 
ing both legs below the knee. 

Dec. 17. Herbert Puffer, of Lexington, Mass., attempted to 
cross tracks near Blackstone station and was run over by cars that 
were being switched, and fatally injured. He died later in the day 
at the Woonsocket Hospital. 

Dec. 17. Mrs. H. H. Shepard, of High street, Bristol, in leaving 
train of the Worcester Division at Constitution street station, in 
Bristol, made a misstep and fell to the ground, cutting her left leg 
below the knee. 

Dec. 21. Luther Rolinston, car inspector, Worcester Division, 
while underneath car in Providence, Jiad kneecap severely bruised, 
caused by car being kicked against one under which he was work- 
ing. 

Dec. 23. Switcher 394, Worcester Division, collided with a team 
at Dexter^ street crossing in Pawtucket. Albert Munyon, the 
driver of the team, had right foot badly sprained, and F. A. Whipple, 
conductor on the switcher had right leg broken and left side injured, 
also received a scalp wound. He was taken to St. Joseph's Hos- 
pital. 

Dec. 24. Philip Gravel, trackman, Worcester Division, riding 
on track velocipede, was struck by light engine near Hamlet station, 
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and so badly injured that he died later in the day at the Woon- 
socket Hospital. 

Dec. 24. J. J. Rivers, brakeman, Worcester Division, slipped 
from top of ear in Providence, and received a severe shaking up, 
and was slightly scratched about the face. 

Dec, 24. C. J. Allen, brakeman, Worcester Division, shut door 
of freight car in Providence, when a freight handler who was inside 
opened the door again, catching. Allen's little finger on left hand, 
cutting it off at the first joint. 

Dec. 24. J. Murphy, brakeman, Worcester Division, while wait- ' 
ing for signals near Charles street, Providence, walked across tracks, 
and was struck by extra freight train which came down upon him 
unnoticed. He sustained a severe scalp wound, and his left side 
was severely bruised. 

Dec. 26. Harold Potter, of Peacedale, was run over and instantly 
killed by east bound electric car of the Sea View Railroad Company 
near Tower Hill crossing on the Narragansett Pier railroad. The 
medical examiner was summoned. 

Dec. 26. A. J. Carpenter, bfakeman, Worcester Division, riding 
box car onto trestle owned by the Glenlyon Dye Works, was struck 
by overhead telephone wire and fell to the ground, breaking his left 
arm. 

Dec. 29. Jas. Conley, of Providence, passenger on train of the 
Worcester Division, jumped from train as it. was making station 
stop at Atwell's avenue, and fell, bruising right hand and receiving 
a slight scalp wound. 

Dec. 29. Dennis Bordeau, laborer, was struck by train of the 
Shore Line Division, near Kenyon station, and severely injured. He 
was left in charge of the agent at Kenyon, and attended by a physi- 
cian who happened to be on the train. 



STREET RAILWAYS. 



The past year has been a prosperous one for the street, or trolley, 
system of railways in this State. Every railway but one reports a 
large increase in the number of passengers carried, and also in net 
earnings. 

The track mileage has increased but little, as several of the new 
roads have not been completed, though considerable work has been 
done in the direction of laying out routes and putting down rails. 

There has been a general improvement in'the cars and equipment 
of the several lines, with the exception of those of the Pawtucket 
Street Railway Company in Pawtucket, Central Falls, Valley Falls, 
and Lonsdale, where everything has been ' steadily deteriorating. 
The cars are the original narrow-gauge, one-horse type, worn by 
years of service and neglect until thfey are unfit for use, and it is a 
wonder to me how they hold together and perform the work as well 
as they do. They go bumping along, making all kinds of noises that 
herald their approach for some time previous to their appearance. 
On some of the routes, afternoons and evenings especially, they are 
crowed to overflowing, greatly to the discomfort of those who are 
obliged to use them or else go on foot. There is, however, a pros- 
pect of relief before many months, as, after years of bickering, the 
railroad company and the city officials of Pawtucket have come 
together and agreed upon a plan for an entirely new system of 
tracks and equipment. 

In January, 1903, both branches of the city council passed a 
resolution authorizing the joint standing committee on railroads 
to take up "all matters having to do with the improvement of the 
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street railway facilities of the city of Pawtucket/' and "to report 
to the city council the result of its labors, as soon as feasible, with 
recommendations, if it shall see fit." 

This committee immediately went to work by notifying the officials 
of the railroad companies that it was desirous of meeting them and 
trying to arrange some plan for a settlement of the difficult problem 
that had so long been in controversy between the city and the com- 
panies. 

The railroad officials were ready to meet them, and after many 
conferences submitted a plan embracing the entire limits of the city 
and adjoining territory. 

The committee also met with committees from the Pawtucket 
Business Men's Association, and from the Pawtucket Retail Mer- 
chants' Association, and also gave public hearings. They then 
reported to the city council, recommending the passage of several 
ordinances, which provided for the widening of Main street so as to 
admit of two tracks of standard gauge, for the laying out of new 
routes and the changing of old routes to standard gauge, and very 
many other important changes. 

Also providing that the Pawtucket Street Railway Company 
should within sixty days of the,passage of the said ordinance execute 
its agreement and bond for the payment to the city of one hundred 
thousand dollars towards the expense of widening Main street. 

These ordinances were adopted by the city council on the 11th 
of June, 1903. The council also appointed a commission of three 
persons to prepare a plan for the widening of Main street and to 
obtain from the abutting owners of the several properties which 
would be affected thereby propositions in regard to amounts to be 
claimed as damages. 

The estimates of the engineers were that the total cost of widen- 
ing the street as suggested, with damages and other claims, would 
not exceed one hundred and seventy-five thousand dollars. 

The fommission, however, after many sessions, reported that they 
had been unable to agree with all the abutting proprietors as to 
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amount of damageS; but that the amount of damages would largely 
exceed that reported by the joint committee. 

Upon this report the city council decided to make the improve- 
ment upon the "betterment plan/' in the manner provided by law, 
and appointed a commission for that purpose. 

The railroad company promptly filed its bond and agreement, 
as required by the ordinance, and are anxious to proceed with the 
work as soon as possible. 

The full report of the joint standing committee on railroads, with 
a copy of the agreement with the railroad companies, will be found 
m the appendix to this report. 

It is to be hoped that the matter of widening Main street will be 
pushed with all possible dispatch, so that during the coming season 
this great improvement may be made and the present antiquated 
and miserable system of street railways be replaced by one of 
modern type and worthy of the second city in the State. 

Changes, Extensions, and Improvements. 

The Rhode Island Company, during the past year, has added 
but a few miles to its trackage. The most important track ex- 
tensions have been as follows, viz.: 

On Blackstone boulevard, from the end of the Butler avenue line 
to the new entrance to Swan Point Cemetery, about 7,300 feet. 
This addition is a great accommodation to the large number of people 
who visit that place. 

Smithfield avenue line from the end of Charles street route in 
Providence, to the village of Saylesville in the town of Lincoln. 
This addition gives a direct line between that village and the city 
of Providence. 

Admiral street line has been extended from Douglas avenue to 
O'Neill street,, aboirt 1,200 feet. 

Eddy street line, from the former terminus at Bluff avenue to 
Massasoit avenue, about 800 feet. 
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The AtwelFs avenue line has been double tracked from Arthur 
avenue to Harris avenue, a distance of about 2,400 feet. 

A line from Phillipsdale, East Providence, connecting with the 
Prospect street line in Pawtucket, has been opened and connection 
made at Pawtucket with the lines for Providence. This gives a con- 
tinuous route from Pawtucket to the shore resorts and towns on the 
east side of Narragansett Bay. To make this connection with 
Pawtucket it was necessary to change the old narrow-gauge track on 
Prospect street to the standard gauge in accordance with the agree- 
ment made by the company with the city of Pawtucket. 

The total track mileage in this State of the companies operated 
by the Rhode Island Company is 251.8 miles. The company has 
made extensive additions to its rolling stock during the yean these 
comprise 28 twenty-five feet vestibule cars; 12 thirteen-bench open 
cars; 3 express cars; 4 sprinkler cars; 2 ten-ton flat cars; 8 snow 
plows; 1 locomotor; 1 service and 1 instruction car. All the new 
closed cars added have been of the vestibule type, and the company 
has also added vestibules to all its closed cars^ that were long 
enough to receive them. Hereafter all new closed cars will be pro- 
vided with vestibules. 

All four-truck closed cars have been equipped with power brakes 
and with improved sand boxes. 

Another important improvement has been the installation of a 
system of signal lights on all its single-track lines. This has proved 
of great advantage both in the movement of cars with more regu- 
larity, as well as in the prevention of accidents from the over-run- 
ning of turnouts. 

The new power station on Manchester street in the city of Provi- 
dence has been completed and is in successful operation. In the 
engine room there are three 1,500 K. W. generators directly con- 
nected to Filer and Stowell engines, each of 2,250 horse power; 
also one 2,500 K. W. generator directly connected to a Corliss en- 
gine of 3,750 horse power. Another generator of 2,500 K. W. has 
been ordered. 
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This station, one of the largest in New England, embodies all of 
the most modem ideas in electric power construction, and it is 
expected that the service on all the lines operated by the Rhode 
Island Company will be much improved now that ample power is 
available. 

There are five rotary converter sub-stations, located respectively 
in Attleborough, Pawtucket, Barrington, River View, and Westcott, 
which receive alternating current from the central station on Man- 
chester street and convert it to direct current of proper voltage 
for the suburban trolley lines. The stations at Pawtucket and 
River View are now in commission, and the improvement in the rail- 
way service at these points, as a consequence of the increase in the 
power that is now provided at proper voltage, is very marked. 
Formerly the Pawtucket system was operated with direct current 
power from the Eddy street station in Providence, but the wire 
losses were so great that the operation of the cars at the ends of the 
lines was most unsatisfactory. This difficulty has now been over- 
come by the plans that have been carried out in the building of the 
new station, sub-stations, and transmission lines. 

This company is aiming to perfect and improve its service in all 
ways that will enure to the greatest convenience and the highest 
degree of safety for its patrons, and it still continues to maintain 
its well earned reputation of ranking with the best managed and best 
equipped railway companies of the country. 

During the year Mr. A. T. Potter, who has been for so many years 
connected with the Providence railway system, resigned from the 
position of general manager, and Mr. Robert I. Todd was appointed 
to fill the vacancy. The company, desiring to still have the benefit 
of Mr. Potter's long experience in, and knowledge of, the street rail- 
way business, elected him as one of the vice-presidents. 

The Interstate Consolidated. Street Railway Company has ceased to 
exist as a separate organization, its property and franchises in this 
State having been acquired by the Rhode Island Suburban Railway 
Company. 
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The Newport and Providence Railway Company is the successor of 
the Newport and Bristol Ferry Railway Company, its name having 
been changed by the General Assembly on the 6th of February, 
1903. The company has obtained locations in the city of Newport 
and the towns of Middletown and Portsmouth, and the actual con- 
struction of the road has commenced. The necessary material 
has been purchased, and as soon as the spring opens the work will 
be pushed so that the road may be completed within the time speci- 
fied in its charter. 

The Westerly and Hopkinton Railway Company was chartered in 
April, 1902. In April, 1903, the charter was so amended by the 
General Assembly as to give the company the necessary power to 
condemn such lands and estates as might be found essential to the 
proper location and building of its road. A contract has been made 
with a reliable construction company for its construction and equip- 
ment, work is in progress, and it is expected that the road will be 
completed from Westerly to Ashaway early in the spring. 

The Sea View Railroad Company has built up a large and pros- 
perous business, both in passengers and freight. In April, 1903, 
its charter was so amended by the General Assembly as to give it 
the right to engage in the business of furnishing light, heat, and 
power, by electricity, for lighting, heating, mechanical, motive, and 
other purposes, in the towns of North Kingstown, South Kingstown, 
and Narragansett. 

The Western Rhode Island Company was chartered by the General 
Assembly, April 17, 1903, with an authorized capital of one million 
dollars. The company organized on the 7th of May, 1903. This 
road proposes to run from "a point on the line of the Rhode Island 
Suburban Railway Company, at or near the village of Hope, in the 
town of Scituate, through said town of Scituate, and the towns of 
Smithfield, Glocester, and BurrillviUe, to a point on Wallum Pond 
in said town of BurrillviUe. Also to connect with tide-water at or 
near Cowesett. 
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The company has purchased large and valuable wharf property 
on Warwick Neck, Greenwich Bay, entered into agreements with the 
Rhode Island Suburban Railway for transportation of freight and 
passengers, procured permission from the harbor commissioners to 
dredge a channel from fathom water to a connection with its wharf 
property, and put engineers in the field to survey the line of road, and 
make plans for wharf and coal pockets. It has surveyed line from 
wharf to a connection with the Rhode Island Suburban Railway in 
town of Warwick, also line from Hope village, town of Scituate, to 
Richmond, connecting with the Providence and Danielson Railway at 
that point, and partially completed the survey from North Scituate 
to State line near Wallum Pond. Plans and specifications for con- 
struction are expected to be ready early in the spring, and work put 
under contract for completion. A copy of the "Agreement" with ^ 
the Rhode Island Suburban Railway Company will be found in the 
Appendix. The following are the officers of the company:

The Providence and BurrillvUle Street Railway Company was 
chartered by the General Assembly on the 10th of December, 1902, 
with an authorized capital of seven hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars. The company was organized September 28, 1903. It 
proposes to connect with the Rhode Island Company at the North 
Providence boundary line, and to run thence through the town, 
of Lincoln and Smithfield to Woonsocket. It has secured franchises 
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in these towns, and has been purchasing rights of way, so as to use 
the highways as little as possible. This company expects to run 
express trains from Woonsocket to Providence. It is also probable 
that connection will be made at an early date by which passen'gers 
can be carried by trolley lines from Providence to Worcester with- 
out change of cars. 

The Pascoag and Providence Street Railway Company was incor- 
porated by the General Assembly April 7, 1903, with an authorized 
capital of seven hundred and fifty thousand dollars. Its route is 
described as through the towns of Burrillville, Glocester, Smith- 
field, Johnston, and North Providence. . The company was organ- 
ized September 25, 1903, but, so far as I have been able to ascertain, 
has not commenced work under its organization. 

The Tiverton and Sakonnet Beach Railway Company was incor- 
porated by the General Assembly April 17, 1903. The proposed 
route is from a point near the station at Tiverton, through that town 
and the town of Little Compton, to the Massachusetts line at or near 
Adamsville. Also from Burchard's Comer to Sakonnet Point. The 
company has not, at the time of making this report, organized under 
its charter. 

The South Shore Street Railway Company was incorporated by the 
General Assembly on the 17th of April, 1903, with an authorized 
capital of one hundred thousand dollars. Its proposed route is in 
the towns of Tiverton and Little Compton. The company has not 
taken out its charter or organized under its provisions. 

The Valley Falls and Franklin Street Railway Company was in- 
corporated by the General Assembly on the 17th of April, 1903, with 
an authorized capital of three hundred thousand dollars. Its pro- 
posed route is from Cumberland, R. I., to Franklin, Mass. The 
company has not taken out its charter or organized under its pro- 
visions. 
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Town Ordinance. 

On the 9th of January I received a letter from the town clerk of 
the town of Bristol, enclosing copy of an ordinance in relation to 
rules and regulations with reference to the running of railroads in 
the streets and highways of the town of Bristol. After an examina- 
tion I declined to approve some sections of said ordinance, and sent 
reply as follows' 

State of Rhode Island. 

Office of Railroad Commissioner, 
Providence, Jan. 17, 1903. 

To the Honorable the Town Council of the town of Bristol: 

Gentlemen: — I have received a copy of an "Ordinance in relation to street 
cars," which I presume is before your honorable body for action, though there 
is no statement as to whether said ordinance has been adopted by said council, 
or whether it is only proposed. The ordinance is aa follows: 

AN ORDINANCE IN RELATION TO STREET CARS. 

The following rules and regulations are hereby established for the due regula- 
tion of cars used for the conveyance and transportation of passengers, express, 
and merchandise in the public streets and highways of the town of Bristol, to 
be observed by the officers, agents, and servants of the companies or parties 
owning or operating said cars, namely: 

Section 1. No car shall be drawn or propelled at a greater rate of speed 
than eight miles an hour in any of the public streets or highways in said town 
of Bristol between the southerly terminus of the town bridge and the terminus 
of the said lines of cars. 

Section 2. No car shall be drawn or propelled over and upon the inter- 
section of any public streets or highways in said town of Bristol at a greater 
rate of speed than six miles an hour. 

Section 3. Every person having control of the speed of a car shall, at all 
times, use every effort in his power to prevent such car from running against or 
afoul of any person, vehicle or thing whatsoever, and shall immediately stop his 
car when directed by a police officer in uniform so to do. 

Section 4. Every person having the control of the speed of a car shall keep 
a vigilant watch for all teams, carriages, and persons, especially children, either 
on the track or moving toward the track; and shall strike a bell or gong sev- 
eral times in quick succession on approaching any such team, carriage, or person, 
or any cross or intersecting street. 

Section 5. Every person having the control of the speed of a car shall. 
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on the appearance of danger to any team, carriage, or person, or upon the appear- 
ance of any obstruction to his car, stop the car in the shortest time and space 
possible. 

Section 6. No person having the control of the speed of any car shall stop 
said car in front of any intersecting street, except to avoid collisions or to prevent 
injury to persons or vehicles in the street. 

Section 7. Conductors and persons in control of cars shall announce to the 
passengers the names of the intersecting streets so that passengers may alight 
when the car reaches said streets. 

Section 8. All cars shall come to a full stop at any dangerous place on any 
street or highway, and shall proceed at a speed no faster than a person walking 
until said dangerous place is past. 

Section 9. It shall be the duty of all corporations operating cars within the 
town of Bristol to bring to the attention of all of its agents, servants, and employees 
employed in operating cars in said town of Bristol these rules and regulations, 
and such additional rules and regulations as to the operation of cars as may, 
from time to time, be adopted by the town council, and said corporation shall 
also provide each conductor, motorman, and brakeman operating cars in said 
town of Bristol with a printed copy of such rules and regulations. 

Section 10. No car used for the transportation of express or merchandise 
shall remain upon the track of any railroad in any public street or highway for 
a longer time than is actually necessary to load or unload such car, subject, how- 
ever, to the order and control of the surveyor of highways. 

Section 11. Whenever, on account of accident or injury thereto, any car 
used for the conveyance and transportation of passengers, express, or merchan- 
dise shall remain upon the track of any railroad in any public street or highway 
after sunset, a good and sufficient light shall be hung or placed upon each end 
of said car so as to be distinctly seen. 

Section 12. No owner, driver, or other person having charge of any vehicle 
shall stop the same or suffer the same to be stopped so as to obstruct the passage 
of a car uix)n the track of any railroad laid in any public street or highway, ex- 
cept for the purpose of placing upon or taking from such vehicle some article 
of merchandise of such weight or bulk as to prevent its being done in any other 
manner, and then only during the time that such article is being actually placed 
upon or taken from such vehicle. 

Section 13. No person shall unnecessarily or willfully obstruct in any 
manner whatever the passage of any car used for the conveyance or transpor- 
tation of passengers, express, or merchandise over and upon the track of any 
railroad in any public street or highway. 

Section 14. Every person, company, or corporation who shall violate any 
of the provisions of this ordinance shall be fined for each and every violation a 
sum not exceeding twenty dollars, or be imprisoned for a term not exceeding 
twenty days. 

I have carefully considered the above ordinance, and find no serious objection 
to the first seven sections, though it may be questioned whether some of their 
provisions come within the scope of section 17 of Chapter 187 of the General 
Laws of the State. 
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Section 8 is very indefinite; it requires all cars to "come to a full stop at any 
dangerous place on any street or highway." I do not know whether it means a 
place dangerous to the safety of the passengers in the cars, or to persons using 
the street or highway, or to both; and the further provision, "and shall proceed 
at a speed no faster than a person walking, until said dangerous place is passed,'' 
is also indefinite, as different persons walk at different rates of speed, ranging 
from one to four miles an hour. I therefore cannot approve said section in its 
present form. 

I also doubt whether, under the provisions of the General Laws, the town 
council can oblige a railroad corporation to issue to its employees copies of any 
rules and regulations adopted by said town council, as required by section 9 
of said ordinance. 

I also doubt whether the town council has the power to delegate the general 
control or operation of cars within the limits of the territory of the town to any 
one person, as provided in section 10 of said ordinance. 

I see no objection to section 11. Sections 12 and 13 have no relation to the * 
regulation of rates of speed or mode of operation of street cars, and, therefore, 
I have no power to approve or. disapprove them. They should be in a separate 
ordinance, if deemed desirable by the town council. 

As for section 14, 1 cannot approve it as now drafted, as I know of no way by 
which an incorporated company or corporation can be imprisoned for violation 
of any town ordinance. 

If an ordinance amended as above suggested is adopted, I know of no reason 
which would prevent my approval.

Public Hearing. 

In February, 1903, I received a petition, signed by eighty-five 
residents of Auburn, making sundry and divers complaints against 
the Rhode Island Company, as follows: 

Hon. E. L. Freeman, 

Railroad Commissioner ^ State of Rhode Island. 

Dear Sir: — The undersigned residents of Auburn, being unable to obtain 
any relief from the Rhode Island Company, beg leave to submit the following 
conditions which are allowed to exist, and we as patrons have no redress. 
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In the first place, we are not allowed transfers; while people coming from 
Riverpoint and elsewhere below Auburn are allowed them upon the final fare 
being taken up, which is in Auburn. 

If we expect to get a seat in the car we have to walk to Turk's Head, or else 
we have to stand until we get to Earle street; and during the time of band con- 
certs and skating we have to stand until we get to Roger Williams Park. 

The carg are scheduled to run twenty-minute time (except between the hours 
6:05 and 8:45 A. M. and 4:40 and 7:00 P. M. from city), and nearly every night 
we have to wait from thirty to fifty minutes for a car. Saturday nights it is 
even worse than that; during the wait cars come around Turks Head with the 
signs on the head end turned blank; finally a car with signs marked Auburn and 
Eden Park comes along; this car being behind time, will crawl along without any 
good reason. On more than one occasion it has taken more than fifty minutes 
to reach Auburn, the running time to the end of the line being only thirty-five 
minutes. When you arrive at the switch on Park avenue they will wait for the 
car or cars to come up and request you to change cars (this is a general thing). 
Lately we have said we would not change cars, and we are informed by the 
motorman that he would run the car so slow that we would wish we had changed: 
such has happened and been reported, but it has profited us nothing. On one 
occasion last week Mr. Purrington, an official of the railroad company, was on a car 
at the turnout on Park avenue. A second car overtook his car, and the motor- 
man was instructed to remain on the turnout while the car ahead went to the 
end of the route. The car started and was driven back by an empty express car. 
In coming back to turnout they had to pull in back of the car that was instructed 
to remain on the turnout, when Mr. Purrington went forward and told the 
motorman to pull down and let the car out so it could go to the end of the route, 
instructing the motorman to remain on the turnout while the car he was on went 
to the end of the line. We waited fifteen minutes before we could proceed, 
thus requiring nearly an hour to get to Eden Park. 

If a car that is late comes along and you are standing at a white post and sig- 
nal the car to stop, the motorman will simply shake his head and say take the 
next car, which may not come along for ten minutes or more. This is coming 
from Auburn, not going from Providence. 

Then, take the late cars from Providence to Eden Park. You may be out to 
the end of the line waiting for a car to go to Providence. If there are no pass- 
engers coming to the end of the line, you may wait, and wait in vain; for as soon 
as the last passenger leaves the car the trolley is changed and the car returns to 
the bam or city, as may be the case. The very last car does go to the end of 
the route, so one has that chance of getting back to the city or elsewhere. Many 
other incidents might be related. 
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It is our sincere hope that we have not wearied you with our complaints, but 
as we have taken up the matter with both Mr. Potter, general manager, and 
Mr. Potter, superintendent, and not received any relief, we respectfully ask you 
to intercede in our behalf. 

I notified Mr. Charles H. C. Carter, whose name headed the pe- 
tition, that if the petitioners would appoint a committee of three or 
five persons, I would give a public hearing at the office of the Com- 
missioner. They did so, and I notified the Rhode Island Company 
that I would give all parties concerned a hearing on the 11th of 
March. On that date the hearing was held, and the matter fully- 
discussed. The petitioners were represented by a committee and 
the railroad company by Mr. A. T. Potter, who at that date was 
general manager. 

A summary of the complaints mentioned by the petitioners was: 

First. That a discrimination was made against them in the matter 
of transfers. 

Second. A lack of seating capacity in the cars during the time 
of the band concerts and skating at Roger Williams Park. 

Third. . That the cars were not run on schedule time. 

Fourth. That passengers were obliged to change cars to accom- 
modate the employees of the Rhode Island Company. 

Fifth. That the employees of the company were sometimes dis- 
courteous, and that sometimes on late cars there was smoking in 
the cars, making it disagreeable for passengers, especially for ladies. 

Mr. Potter claimed that the matter of transfers was regulated by 
law, anci that the company simply obeyed the law. 

In regard to lack of seating capacity at certain times, he 
claimed that the company was desirous of accommodating every- 
body, but at that time of the day, although every available car 
was put in service, it. was simply impossible to furnish seats, or even 
standing room until the rush was over. 

In regard to the cars not running on schedule time, he showed 
from his memoranda that at several of the dates mentioned the 
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cars were blocked by snow, and once or twice by heavy teams which 
had broken down on the tracks and stopped all travel. 

In the matter of lack of courtesy of employ ees^ Mr. Potter stated 
that he had examined every complaint made to him, and whenever 
he had found discourtesy on the part of employees he had punished 
the offender, by reprimand and suspension of pay, and that he would 
continue so to do, as the company intended to have all its employees 
courteous and accommodating, and that whenever an employee dis- 
obeyed his instructions in this respect he was suspended, and if the 
offence was repeated was discharged. 

The petitioners also thought the regular residents of Auburn 
should have an express car for their accommodation, but it was 
shown that as the cars on the route were run on ten-minute tiftie, 
such an arrangement, would not benefit the Auburn passengers in 
the matter of time, though it might give them better accommo- 
dations as regards seats; but if this arrangement was made it 
would cause many complaints from others on the route if the cars, 
when signalled, refused to stop for them. 

After a long discussion of these and other matters, the hearing 
was closed, with the promise on the part of the general manager of 
the railroad company that he would do his best to obviate the dif- 
ficulties complained of, and with apparently a better feeling on the 
part of the petitioners. 

It was one of the many cases where complaints are made, over 
which the commissioner has no authority, and where he can but use 
his best endeavors to reconcile the disagreements between the 
respective parties. • 

ACCIDENTS. 

There were 223 accidents reported in connection with the street 
or electric railways, in which 15 persons were killed and 254 injured 
more or less seriously. Of the persons killed, 7 were men who were 
walking on or beside tracks in dark places or in an intoxicated con- 
dition; 4 were children who run against cars or in front of them while

at play; one was a conductor who leaned too far from car and was 
struck by a post; 1 employee caught between freight house and car; 

I was an old lady, who was struck while crossing the street; and 1 
man, a passenger, fell from car. 

Of the 254 persons injured, 136 were passengers; 37 by collision 
of cars; 4 by collision of cars and teams; 13 were caused by the con- 
troller box burning out; 2 trying to board car on the wrong side; 

II caused by derailed cars; 7 fell from moving cars; 2 running after 
cars; 39 were injured while trying to board or leave cars while in 
motion; 7, sudden starting of cars; 14 were injured in various ways, 
such as being struck by car after leaving it, as it went around a 
curve, changing seats in car, etc. 

Thirteen were employees — 2 in collision; 8 fell or were knocked 
from running board; 2 were injured at power-house, and 1 caused 
by sudden stopping of car to avoid a collision. 

Seventy-two were injured by collision of cars and teams; 28 were 
injured by running into cars or crossing tracks ; a large percentage 
were children who were playing on or near tracks, or persons getting 
on and off cars ; 4, collision cars and bicycles ; 1 in a collision of car and 
auto. 

The greater portion of these accidents were caused by the heed- 
lessness of the persons injured. In getting on or off cars, in many 
cases people do not wait until the cars come to a stop, and nearly 
all passengers, in getting off cars, face to the rear; in such cases, if 
car has not absolutely stopped, a fall is the inevitable result. Often- 
times a passenger signals the conductor to stop a car, and gets off, 
when just as the car is starting another passenger makes up his mind 
to get off and starts for that purpose and gets hurt. Not unfre- 
quently a conductor is in the front part of on overcrowded car when 
a passenger wants to alight, and it is almost impossible for the con- 
ductor to see when the passenger is safely off, owing to the crowd in 
car and on platform. 

As a rule the employees of the railroad companies use every means 
in their power to secure the safety of passengers and also to prevent 
other accidents.

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Jan, 3. A Rhode Island Co. car collided with a team that was 
driven out of Potter avenue onto Broad street, and Capt. J. A. 
Murray and Patrolman Thomas Kelley were thrown from the buggy 
and more or less injured, but were able to proceed to their homes 
without assistance. 

Jan, 4. As a Rhode Island Co. car was passing along Hartford 
avenue it stopped suddenly, and a car that was following could not 
be stopped in time to avoid a collision. Wm. B. Branigan, a pas- 
senger, said that his wrist was injured. 

Jan, 2. A Providence & Danielson Street Railway Co. car ran 
past a turnout and came into collision with an express car on a 
curve at Guild's Hill, Scituate. No passengers were injured, but 
motorman Arthur W. Lovell had his legs slightly bruised and 
motorman H. B. Hayden had his hand slightly cut. 

Jan, 4. As a Rhode Island Co. car was passing along North 
Main street, between Seventh and Eighth streets, the controller 
box burned out and the passengers made a rush for the door. Mrs. 
McClusky jumped off the car backwards and was hurt, and Mr. A. 
J. Deardon was jammed against frame of door. 

Jan, 5. John Allen, an old man and very weak, tripped on hasp 
in floor of car of the Rhode Island Co. at Arctic Centre. He was 
taken to a nearby hotel. 

Jan, 9. Two Rhode Island Co cars met on the Dexter street 
curve in Pawtucket, and Mary Trinquire, a passenger, was slightly 
hurt. 

Jan, 10. A Woonsocket Street Railway Co. car, going down 
grade in Branch Village, struck a team that was turned across track. 
The horse was killed, and the driver, Mr. Desmartean, escaped with 
a few bruises and a shaking up. 

Jan, 13. A Woonsocket Street Railway Co. car lift the rails near 
the foot of Cumberland Hill and ran against a post at one side of 
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the street. James McLaughlin jumped from the car, wrenching 
his shoulder and knee. 

Jan, 13. N. Macsoodian attempted to drive a team between a 
coal team and a car of the Rhode Island Co. on Mill street, Provi- 
dence, and was caught between the two, breaking wheels of wagon. 

Jan, 15. Two cars of the Rhode Island Co. were in collision at 
Admiral and Charles streets, and the following persons claimed they 
were injured: Agnes Morrision, Nicholas Lombard, Pasco Pars- 
serelli. 

Jan, 17. Ada B. Hopkins ran in front of Rhode Island Co. car 
on Elmwood avenue, and was struck by car and cut and bruised 
about the face. 

Jan, 17. Geo. Ball fell from rear platform of Rhode Island Co. 
car as it went around curve at Brook House, Mendon road, Ber- 
keley. He was scratched about the face. 

Jan, 17. Edward J. Ettlinger ran after a Rhode Island Co. car 
at the corner of Mathewson and Westminster streets, and fell be- 
fore he reached the car and was injured. He was taken into Dr. 
Ruthford's office. Mr. Ettlinger claims he had one foot on car step 
and was thrown by the sudden starting of car. 

Jan, 17. As a car of the Providence & Danielson Railway Co. 
was passing through Waterman woods, a private way, Allen Bishop 
signalled the car to stop, and before car came to a standstill he put 
out his hand and was struck by car and knocked into ditch, injuring 
his arm and ribs. He went to his home. 

Jan, 20. A Rhode Island Co. car collided with a team on Water- 
man street. Providence. The wheel and shaft of wagon was broken, 
but the driver, Chas. R. Wyatt, was apparently uninjured. 

Jan, 22. A Rhode Island Co. car stopped on Cranston street 
to take on passengers, when a car that was following ran into it and 
the following persons were slightly injured: Andrew Johnson, 
David Smith, Lizzie Handley, C. McDermott. 
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Jan, 30. A Rhode Island Co. car was just leaving curve at top 
of hill on Quidnick street, Riverpoint, when it left the track and 
went through a fence. The passengers were shaken up and bruised, 
but none seriously hurt. Following is a list of the injured, who were 
all taken to their homes: H. S. Cutting and H. Ray, Washington; 
James Murphy and Will Arnold, Riverpoint; James and Emma 
Harrington, Henry Little, T. Greei^half, and Rock Parento, Quid- 
nick; Frank Cote, Anthony. 

Feb. 2. A Rhode Island Co. car and a team were in collision on 
Westminster street, near Knight street, and Thomas Gray, the driver 
of the team, jumped or was thrown from the wagon, and his back 
was injured. 

Feb, 6. A Rhode Island Co. car collided with a team at the cor- 
ner of Cranston and Gilmore streets, and W. H. Bradford and Harry 
Smith were thrown from the team and injured. 

Feb, 6. As a Rhode Island Co. car was proceeding along Randall 
street the conductor slammed the door against Lene Ostiguy's 
fingers, bruising them. 

Feb, 10. In a collision between a Rhode Island Co. car and a 

coal team on Westminster street, Michael McDermott, the helper 

on the coal team, was thrown to the ground and sprained his knee. 

He was taken into Darsey's drug store. 

« 
Feb, 14. John W. Dodge, Jr. claims that he tried to board a 

Rhode Island Co. car on Bullock's Point avenue, near River street, 

and was thrown down and had his face skinned, but the conductor 

knows nothing about it. 

Feb. 16. Two cars of the Rhode Island Co. came into collision 
near corner of Chestnut and Basset Streets, and the following named 
persons were more or less injured: H. Cameron, F. H. Kerner, 
James F. Dyer, Jr. 

Feb, 25. A very slight rear end collision of Rhode Island Co. 
cars on College Hill resulted in slight injuries to W. Williams. 
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Feb. 25. As a Rhode Island Co. car was on the east side of 
Washington Bridge the controller box burned out and the passen- 
gers made a ilish for the windows and doors, and the following named 
persons were bruised: John Potter, G. L. Smith, S. E. Coffin, 
John Goff, Blanche Burgess, Philip Erickson, Howard Monroe, and 
W. F. Gilmore. 

Feb, 26. A Rhode Island Co. car and a team were in collision 
on Westminster street. The driver of the team, Samuel Weeden, 
was thrown out, and two of the passengers, Harry Jennings and Mrs. 
Walter Thurber, were somewhat bruised. 

Feb. 27. As a Rhode Island Co. car was passing along Park 
street, Pawtucket, the car left the rail and the trolley stayed on the 
wire, causing the car to be charged with electricity, and two of the 
passengers, Ellen A. O'Connor and Sadie Coyle, received quite 
severe shocks as they left the car. 

March 2. Two Rhode Island Co. cars collided at the corner of 
South Main and Pike streets, and the following named passengers 
were badly shaken up and frightened: Mrs. C. S. Matthews, Miss 
Alice G. Walsh, Mrs. J. J. Lonergan. 

March 2. A Rhode Island Co. car and a team came into collision 
on Angell street. Providence, and the driver of the team, C. F. Allen, 
was thrown out and had his back hurt. 

March 2. By the sudden starting of one of the Rhode Island 
Co.'s cars on Westminster street, Mrs. M. E. Greene, who was attempt- 
ing to board car, was thrown to the ground and somewhat shaken up. 

March 4. A wagon driven out of Globe street onto Eddy street 
was struck by a Rhode Island Co. car, and the driver was thrown 
out and injured somewhat. 

March 5. An express wagon was pulled across track in front of 
a Rhode Island Co. car at the corner of Randall and Charles streets, 
and the driver was thrown out and had his wrist sprained. 

March 8. As a Rhode Island Co. car was passing along Atwood 
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avenue, Thornton, a man was observed crawling on his hands and 
knees in the middle of the track; before the motonnan could stop 
the car the man was struck and fatally injured. He was taken to the 
Rhode Island Hospital, where he died from the effects of the accident 
March 16, 1903. 

March 16. H. O'Neill attempted to leave moving car of the 
Rhode Island Co. on Angell street, near Way land avenue, and fell, 
landing on his back and head. 

March 16. As a Rhode Island Co. car was nearing the post office 
in Natick, a little girl, Mary Pelajro, eight years old, attempted to 
cross the street in front of the car. She stumbled and fell and the 
wheels passed over her foot, crushing it so it had to be amputated 
at the ankle. She was taken to the Rhode Island Hospital; dis- 
charged, June 8, cured. 

March 18. As a Rhode Island Co. car was passing along North 
Main street, Samuel Homshein stepped into the street, as the motor- 
man supposed, to take the car. As the car slowed up the man 
started to cross the street and was struck by car and cut about the 
face. 

March 18. Michael Faron, of Mapleville, while under the in- 
fluence of liquor, walked in the middle of the car track near Slaters- 
ville and was struck by a Woonsocket Street Railway Co. car and 
bruised about the face and head. 

March 19. A buggy was driven out of Adelaide avenue, across 
tracks in front of a Rhode Island Co. car on Elmwood avenue.* 
The buggy was overturned and the occupants, Mr. and Mrs. H. F. 
Croghan, were thrown out but- not seriously injured. 

March 22. Robert Fellows stepped from a Woonsocket Street 
Railway Co. car before it came to a full stop at Manville line. He 
fell to the ground and was slightly cut about the head. 

Afrit 1. A Rhode Island Co. car left the rails at Riverside 
square, and a passenger, Miss Catharine Ahearn, was thrown across 
the car and complained that her side was wrenched. 
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AfrU 2. A boy, Willie Howard, ran into step of Rhode Island 
Co. car at the comer of North Main and Cady streets and was knocked 
down and had leg broken. He was taken to Dr. Gardner's office. 
Afterwards taken to Rhode Island Hospital, where he died, May 13. 

Ajml 4. Two Rhode Island Co. cars collided on Plainfield street, 
and Daniel Kelley, a passenger, was knocked down and had teeth 
loosened and a motorman had his shoulder hurt. 

AfriL 5. W. Phillips tried to board a Rhode Island Co. car be- 
fore it came to a standstill at First street. East Providence, and was 
dragged some little distance, injuring his right leg. He was taken 
to Dr. Allison's office. 

Ajyril 7. A Rhode Island Co. car came into collision with a team 
at the corner of Fisher and Washington streets, Pawtucket, and 
the wagon was overturned and F. E. Bolton, 0. C. FoUett, and 
Percy Harrington were thrown out and bruised. 

AfTiL 9. Charles Small jumped from a tlhode Island Co. car 
while it was in motion on Wickenden street, near Benefit; he fell to 
the ground and was hurt about the chest and abdomen. He was 
taken to the Rhode Island Hospital. 

April 10. A boy, Russell Oatley, sitting on front step of Rhode 
Island Co. car when it was started on Chalkstone avenue, caughtt 
his foot in grating of fender and was dragged some distance and 
bruised considerably. 

A'pril 15. A team collided with a Rhode Island Co. car at the 
corner of Westminster and Mathewson streets, and the driver of 
the team was thrown out and right hand]injured. He was taken to 
Dr. Green's office. 

AfTU 16. As a Rhode Island Co. car was passing along Union 
avenue, near the railroad bridge, Chas. Carrignan tried to cross the 
track in front of car and was struck, and had leg hurt and face cut. 
He was taken into a nearby drug store. 

AfriL 19. As a Rhode Island Co. car was passing along West- 
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minster street, Francesco NoIIi tried to board car, missed his footing 
and fell. He was badly shaken up and had lip cut. f 

Afril 19. A Rhode Island Co car collided with a team that was 
driven directly across the track at the corner of North Main and 
Smith streets. The wagon contained the driver, Jacob Feintstein, 
and five children, but none of them were hurt. 

• AjyrU 19. As a Rhode Island Co. car was passing along Exchange 
Place a boy, Chas. Cagnon, on a bicycle, got caught in the car track 
and fell against car, breaking his collarbone. 

AprU 22. In a rear end collision of Rhode Island Co. cars at the 
comer of Bullock's Point and Oak avenues. Riverside, Mrs. Nadeau, 
a passenger, was toppled over by the shock of the collision and was 
considerably bruised about the head.

Oct. 27. A Rhode Island Co. car and a team were in col- 
lision on Dyer street, and the driver of the team, Elmer Colwell, 
was thrown out and badly bruised, and motorman Davidson was 
so badly shaken up that he had to be sent to his home. 

Oct. 31. Almy Mathewson, who' was very deaf, was crossing 
Smith street near Schaffer street, when he was struck by a Rhode 
Island Co. car and knocked down and injured so badly that 
he died a few days later at the Rhode Island Hospital. 

Nov. 1. John Clark was found lying on track of the Providence 
and Danielson Railway Company near Clayville. It is presumed 
that he was run over by car, although no one knew of it at the time. 
When last seen before the accident he was in an intoxicated condi- 
tion, and headed for his home in Foster. Mr. Clark was taken to 
his home, and his left leg had to be amputated. The operation was 
performed by Dr. Henry Arnold, of Foster Centre. 

Nov. 1. A Rhode Island Co. car and a team were in collision 
on Richmond street, and James Byron, the driver, was thrown out, 
bruising his head. 
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Nov. 2. As a Rhode Island Co. car was starting from Douglas 
avenue terminus, Willie Pickford, who with other children was 
jumping on and off car, fell on his back and hit his head. 

Nov, 5. A team was turned directly in front of Rhode Island 
Co. car on Charles street. The horse was knocked down and 
killed, and the driver, John Barstow, was thrown out and injured his 
knee and hand. 

Nov. 5. Louis Marquette ran out of a saloon on Main street, in 
Pawtucket, and made a grab for a Rhode Island Co. car while it 
was in motion, and fell, breaking his leg. He was taken to the 
hospital. 

' Nov. 9. John Glym, in an intoxicated condition, backed towards 
a Rhode Island Co. car near the corner of Westminster and Dor- 
rance streets. He hit the car and was knocked down, but did not 
appear to be much hurt. 

Nov. 10. As a Woonsocket Street Railway Company car was going 
to Franklin, Yvonne Leblanc, a child six years old, fell under middle 
of car, and was run over and instantly killed. 

Nov. 11. A Rhode Island Co. car and a team were in collision 
near the corner of Camp and Pleasant streets, and the driver, Wm. 
Cole, was thrown out, injuring his ankle. 

Nov. 12. As a Rhode Island Co. car was passing along Paw- 
tucket avenue near Ide street, East Providence, two men who were 
walking in track stepped out of the way. Then one of them, 
John McClaren, stepped back on the track, and was struck and in- 
jured severely about the head and face. 

Nov. 18. As a Bristol depot car attempted to pass a Mt. Pleas- 
ant car, Nathan Myersh, alighting from one car, walked directly in 
front of the other, and was struck by car and dragged, injuring his 
knee. 

Nov. 21. Samuel Watkins, walking on track behind his team. 
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jumped on step of Rhode Island Co. car, and in some manner 
was caught between team and car and bruised his leg. 

Nov. 22. As two Rhode Island Co. cars were about to col- 
lide in front of Union station, the motorman stopped the car so 
suddenly that the conductor, D. K. Brennen, pitched forward 
against rear door of car and bruised his head. 

Nov. 21. As a Rhode Island Co. car was passing through Olney- 
ville square, Eugene Levery tried to board the car and fell. 

Nov. 23. A Rhode Island Co. car and a team were in col- 
lision at the corner of South and Hospital streets. The driver, 
James E. Jordan, was thrown out but not seriously injured. 

Nov. 24. B. S. Cahoone drove a team out of Frank street directly 
across track on Prairie avenue, and the team was struck by a Rhode 
Island Co. car, and Mr. Cahoone was thrown out and injured 
about the hip, spine, and head. 

Nov. 24. Mrs. Lydia Luther attempted to leave a Rhode Island 
Co. car on Chestnut street, when the conductor started the car 
too quickly, and she was thrown to the ground but not hurt. 

Nov. 25. Thomas Bogasian tried to board a Rhode Island Co. 
car while it was in motion on Chalkstone avenue, and was thrown 
down and bruised. 

Nov. 29. Wm. C. Potter was attempting to shut off a valve in 
the cellar of the Eddy street power house, and in doing so he lost 
his balance and fell, and struck on his head. He was taken to the 
Rhode Island Hospital. 

Nov. 30. A Rhode Island Co. car and a team going in the 
same direction collided near Richmond and Friendship streets, and 
the driver, Andrew Conner, was thrown out and bruised a little. 

Dec. 4. A team driven out of Pike street onto South Main was 
struck by a Rhode Island Co. car, and the driver, Patrick Dorsey, 
was thrown out and received a scalp wound.

Dec. 4^ A team was driven out of Printery street onto Randall 
street, and was struck by a Rhode Island Co. car, and the driver, 
Thos.

A Rhode Island Co. car was standing on North Main 
street when a team came down Royal street and ran into the car. 
The horse was killed, and the driver was thrown out and bruised. 

Dec. 9. A RTiode Island Co. car was started too quickly 
after Mrs. G. Smith left it at the corner of High street and East 
avenue, and the lady was thrown to the ground and rendered uncon- 
scious. 

Dec. 11. As a Rhode Island Co. car was passing slowly along 
Brook street, Annie Connolly, a five-year-old child, ran into 
the street and against the car, striking her head and injuring her 
slightly. 

Dec. 13. As a Rhode Island Co. car was going down Francis 
street hill, a team came out of a side street onto track and was 
struck by car. The driver, J. Anderson, was thrown from the 
wagon, and he claims he was injured.

In the appendix to this report will be found the returns of the 
several steam and street railroad corporations chartered by ol* 
operating railroads in this State, with statistical tablea; such new 
legislation relating to railroad corporations as has been enacted by 
the General Assembly since my last report, including charters of 
proposed roads; the full report of the committee on railroads of 
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the city of Pawtucket, including the several ordinances adopted by 
the city council, with the bond and agreement given to the city by 
the railroad corporations; the agreement between the Rhode Island 
Suburban Railroad Company and the Western Rhode Island Rail- 
way Company; and a synopsis of the seventeenth annual report of 
the United States Interstate Commerce Commission. 

I repeat the recommendation, made in my last report, that all 
new railroad companies, immediately upon their* organization, 
should be required to notify the Commissioner of the fact, giving 
him a full list of officers chosen, the amount of capital stock author- 
ized, and the location of their business office. 

They should also be required to notify him when their road is 
completed, and. he should examine the road and its equipment 
before it is open for use by the public. 

As you well know, the power of the Commissioner is extremely 
limited in its application to the operation of the several railroads, 
both street and steam, so that it is not within my province to regu- 
late some things in connection with the safety, convenience, and 
comfort of passengers that I should be glad to do if the fact were 
otherwise. However, every complaint that has been made to me 
has received careful consideration, and in some cases by advising 
with the railroad officials I have been able to remedy the annoy- 
ances complained of. Standing as I do between the railroad cor- 
porations and the public, I have endeavored to fulfill my duty to 
both parties with justice and impartiality. The office of the Com- 
missioner, Room 121, State House, has been regularly open during 
bysiness hours, and any information in my possession in regard to 
railr6ad matters is always at the service of the public.

AN ACT TO INCORPORATE THE PASCO AG AND PROVIDENCE 

STREET RAILWAY COMPANY. 

[Passed April 17, 1903.] 

It is enacted by the General Assembly as follows: 

Section 1. Waldo A. Hopkins, Samuel Mellor, Nicholas S. Winsor, 
Alonzo P. Mowry, Charles M. Whitaker, Abraham Mellor, and John J. 
Lace, Jr., their associates, successors, and assigns, are hereby made a 
body corporate under the name of the "Pascoag and Providence Street 
Railway Company," with all the powers and privileges and subject to the 
duties and liabilities applicable to such corporations set forth in Chapters 
177 and 187 of the General Laws and all acts in amendment thereof or in 
addition thereto, with power, subject to all the provisions hereinafter con- 
tained, to locate, construct, maintain, operate, and use a railway or rail- 
ways for the transportation of passengers and freight, with convenient 
track or tracks, switches, turn-outs, and branches for cars or carriages, 
and with suitable and convenient poles, wires, conduits, and other ma- 
chinery, appliances, and appurtenances, in the public highways and else- 
where in the towns of Burrillville, Glocester, Smithfield, Johnston, and 
North Providence, to be operated by electric or any power other than 
steam, between such points in such highways as shall be fixed by the town 
council of said towns, respectively, with the assent of said corporation in 
writing expressed and filed with said councils; and upon and over such 
streets and highways of said towns as shall from time to time be fixed

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And all tracks of said railway in the highways shall be laid at such dis- 
tance from the sidewalks in said several towns as the councils of stud 
towns, respectively, and their orders fixing the route of said railway, may 
determine. 

Provided^ hotoever, that said corporation shall not lay out, construct, 
use, or continue said railway or railways over or through the highways in 
said towns unless with the consent of the town councils of said towns, 
respectively, and upon compliance with such reasonable rules and regu- 
lations as said town councils may impose: Provided, that said railway or 
railways shall not cross any steam railroad at the same grade. 

Sec. 2. The capital stock of said corporation shall not exceed seven 
hundred thousand dollars, and may be fixed in amount from time to time 
by vote of said corporation, and shall be divided into shares of one hundred 
dollars each. 

Sec. 3. The said corporation may issue its bonds and other obligations, 
and secure the same by pledge, pledges, mortgage, or mortgages of its 
franchises and property or any part thereof, in such manner and at such 
times as the said corporation may deem best, to an amount not exceeding 
seven hundred thousand dollars. But every mortgage or other convey- 
ance of the property or franchises of said corporation shall be subject to 
all the provisions of any contract made'under the authority conferred by 
this act. 

Sec. 4. Said corporation shall be established and have an office or 
place of business in the city of Providence. 

Sec. 5. The government of said corporation shall be vested in a board 
of directors, who shall be stockholders, and who shall be chosen in such 
manner, and at such times and places, as said corporation shall by its by- 
laws prescribe. 

Sec. 6. The said railway or railways shall be constructed and main- 
tained upon such grades as the councils of the said towns, respectively, 
may prescribe: Provided, however, that said railway or railways shall not 
cross any steam railroad at the same grade, and whenever in the judgment 
of said corporation it shall be necessary to alter the grade of any street or 
highway so occupied by such railway or railways, such alteration shall be 
made at the expense of said corporation, with the assent of the town coun- 
cils of the said towns, respectively. 

Sec. 7. The councils of said towns shall have power at all times to make 
such reasonable regulations, as to the rate of speed of the cars of said cor- 
poration, and the mode of use of its tracks on the highways and within the 
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limits of said towns, respectively, as public convenience and safety may 
require. ' 

Sec. 8. Said corporation shall put all streets and highways, and every 
portion thereof, over or through which it shall lay rails, in as good con- 
dition as they were before the same were laid, and shall keep and main- 
tain in repair such portion of the streets and highways as shall be occupied 
by its tracks, and shall be liable for any loss or injury sustained by any 
person by reason of any carelessness, neglect, or misconduct of its agents 
or servants in the management, construction, or use of said tracks or 
streets; and in case any judgment shall be recovered against any of said 
towns by reason of any such misconduct, defect, or want of repair, said 
corporation shall be liable to pay such town or towns afiy sums thus re- 
covered against them, together with all the costs and reasonable expendi- 
tures incurred by them, respectively, in the defense of any such suit or 
suits in which recovery may be had. And said corporation shall not 
encumber any portion of the streets or highways not occupied by said 
tracks, except so far as may be necessary in building, repairing, or oper- 
ating its railway or railways. 

Sec. 9. Said corporation shall have the power from time to time and 
at all times to fix such rates of fare and freight as it may deem expedient; 
and said railway or railways may be operated, as may be from time to 
time determined by said corporation, by electricity or any other power 
other than steam. 

Sec. 10. If said corporation or its agents or servants shall unlawfully 
or maliciously obstruct any street or highway, or the passage of any car- 
riage over the same, said corporation shall be liable to a fine not exceeding 
one hundred dollars. 

Sec. 11. Said corporation shall have power to purchase and hold such 
real estate within said towns, or any of them, as may be convenient or 
necessary for the purposes for which said corporation is created, and may 
dispose of and convey the same. 

Sec. 12. The town council of any town in which said corporation shall 
operate any street railway Une and said corporation may make agreements 
for the establishment of rules and regulations to be observed by said cor- 
poration in the operation of its cars used for the carriage of freight and 
passengers over its lines in the highways in said town. And said corpora- 
tion may carry freight over any line of railway operated by it in any public 
highway, subject to such rules and regulations, and in accordance with 
such agreement, as shall be in force for the time being, as provided by 
this section. 
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Sec. 13. If the tracks or rails of said corporation or any part thereof 
in any street or highway shall be abandoned or the use thereof discontinued 
for any cause within the control of said corporation for the term of one 
year, the tracks or rails so abandoned or discontinued shall be taken up by 
said corporation, and the street or highway where the same is so taken 
up shall be put in good repair at said corporation's expense; and if the s£dd 
tracks or rails shall not be taken up within thirty days after notice to cake 
up the same shall have beeii given to said corporation by the councils of 
said towns, respectively, said towns may take up the same at the cost and 
expense of said corporation. 

Sec. 14. Said corporation shall have the power and privilege to take, 
condemn, hold, use, and permanently appropriate such lands and such 
interests and estates in lands in said towns of Burrillville, Glocester, 
North Providence, Johnston, and Smithfield as shall be necessary to said 
corporation for its corporate purposes, in manner hereinafter provided; 
and may locate, construct, maintain, use, and operate its railway or rail- 
ways, and all suitable and convenient buildings and machinery, poles, 
wires, and conduits, and other apparatus and appliances, upon and over 
the land so acquired. 

Sec. 15. Whenever said corporation, under any provisions of this act, 
shall take any lands or any interest or estate therein under the provisions 
of this act, it shall file in the common pleas division of the supreme court 
in the county in which such lands are located a plat showing the location 
of such lands, with a certificate of the taking of the same containing a 
general description of such lands, a list of the owners thereof and of the 
persons interested therein, so far as the same may be known to said cor- 
poration. Said certificate shall contain notice that said corporation will 
give such security as the court may require for the payment of all such 
costs and damages as may be awarded to any person in the lands taken, 
in the proceedings commenced by the filing of such certificate. 

Sec. 16. And upon the filing of any such certificate and plat, in man- 
ner and form provided by the preceding section, the clerk of the court 
shall forthwith issue a notice to the several persons named therein, which 
shall contain the substance of said certificate, and also a notice of the time 
and place when the said persons may appear in said court and be heard 
with reference to the necessity of the taking of such lands and the appoint- 
ment of commissioners to appraise the damage sustained by them by such 
taking and the security to be given by said corporation for damages and 
costs; and the said clerk shall, for four successive weeks thereafter, cause 
to be advertised in each issue of some newspaper published in said county 
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a copy of the said notice, requiring all persons interested in the premises 
to appear at said time and place, if they see fit to be heard in the premises. 
The personal notice ui)on known parties shall be served as soon as may be, 
and at least twenty days before the time of said hearing, by some officer 
authorized to serve process or by some disinterested person. 

Sec. 17. At the time mentioned in said notice, or at any adjournment 
therefrom ordered by the court, the court, after hearing the parties inter- 
ested who may appear and desire to be heard, shall first determine whether 
the lands in said certificate described are necessary to said corporation for its 
corporate purposes; and if it shall determine that said lands are necessary 
to said corporation, the court shall proceed to fix the security to be given 
by said corporation for damages and costs, and appoint three suitable 
persons as commissioners to appraise the damages sustained by the per- 
sons interested in the lands described in said certificate by reason of the 
taking of said lands or of any interest or estate therein. Any vacancies 
in said commission which may occur from time to time shaU be fiUed by 
the court upon application of any party interested in said proceedings 
and upon notice as the court may direct. 

Sec. 18. Whenever the court shall have determined that any lands 
are necessary to said corporation for its corporate purposes, as provided 
in section 17, said corporation may immediately enter upon, take pos- 
session, and use such lands for its corporate purposes: Provided, however , 
that no such entry or use shall be made or possession be taken, except 
for the purpose of making surveys, until said corporation shall have given 
security as fixed by the court, as hereinbefore provided. 

Sec. 19. Said commissioners, before they proceed to execute their 
duties, shall be sworn to the faithful and impartial discharge thereof, and 
shall give reasonable notice by publication or otherwise, in such manner 
as the court may direct, to aU persons interested to file their claims, if any 
they have which have not been released to said corporation, with the 
clerk of said court within thirty days from the date of said notice. At 
the epd of the time allowed for the filing of such claims, the commission- 
ers, or a majority of them, shall fix a time and place for hearing all persons 
interested as to the damages by them sustained, and shall give notice of 
such hearing by pubhshing in such newspaper or newspapers as the court 
may direct, once a week for at least three weeks prior to the date of such 
meeting, and shall give such further notice, if any, as the court may direct. 

At the time and place fixed for said hearing, or at any adjournment there- 
from, the conmiissioners, or a majority of them, shall proceed to hear the 
parties interested, with their allegations and proofs, and shall examine 
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the premises and shall estimate all such damages as they think any per- 
son interested has sustained by the taking of said lands or any interest 
or estate therein; and the commissioners, or a majority of them, shall make 
return of their doings and of the damages assessed by them as soon as 
may be, to the court from which they received their appointment, with 
their fees marked thereon, which fees, being first allowed by the court, 
shall be forthwith paid by said corporation. 

Sec. 20. Upon the receipt of the report of said commissioners, the 
clerk of the court shall open the same and shall give public notice, by ad- 
vertisement for such time and in such newspaper or newspapers as the 
court may prescribe, that duch report has been received and opendd and 
that the same may be examined by any party interested therein; and either 
said corporation, or any other party aggrieved by any award of damages 
made by said commissioners, may claim a jury trial upon any item of 
damages thereby awarded, and may file a claim for such trial with the 
clerk of such court at any time within three months from the opening of 
such report; and such claim shaU. stand for trial by jury, upon proper 
issues based upon such claim, as other civil cases upon the docket of such 
court, and shall be tried therein in every respect as other civil cases are 
therein tried, including the right to except to rulings and to apply for new 
trial for cause.

The report of the commissioners shall be confirmed by the 
court, after being so corrected as to conform to the findings of the jury 
in cases where a jury trial is claimed; and upon such confirmation, execu- 
tion or executions for the damages fixed by said report, as confirmed, shall 
issue against said corporation as upon a judgment in due course of l^w. 

Sec. 22. Said corporation may abandon any lands, or any interest 
or estate therein, taken under the provisions of this act by filing a notice 
of such abandonment in the oftice of the clerk of the court in which the 
proceedings hereinbefore provided for are pending, at any time before 
the confirmation of the report of the commissioners appointed to assess 
damages; and if said corporation shall not have entered upon, taken 
possession, or used the land so abandoned, or any interest or estate therein, 
prior to the filing of such notice of abandonment, all proceedings for the 
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assessment of damages for the taking of the land, or any interest or estate 
therein, so abandoned shall cease, and said corporation shall pay to any 
person interested in the property so abandoned all his costs and expenses, 
if any, incurred in prosecuting for damages for the taking of such lands 
or estate, or interests therein, up to the time of such abandonment, which 
costs shall be taxed by the clerk.

the damages, said corporation shall have the right to a revision of the 
assessment, and to a reassessment by petition to the commissioners, in 
order that the dimunitioA of damages in consequence of such abandon- 
ment may be considered, with the right of any party interested to claim a 
jury trial, as in case of the original assessment. 

Sec. 23. Nothing in this act shall authorize said corporation to con- 
demn any portion of the location of any other railroad or street railway 
company except for the purposes of crossing the same either above or 
below grade and of maintaining suitable and convenient abutments or 
other supports for the structures erected or constructed for such crossing, 
nor to exercise any right of franchise in any town in which any other 
street railway company has now acquired exclusive rights or franchises 
by virtue of any ordinance or contract authorized by Chapter 975 of the 
PubUc Laws, passed at the May session, A. D. 1891, or Chapter 77 of the 
General Laws, or by virtue of any special act, without the consent in writing 
of the corporation now holding such exclusive rights or franchises; and no 
such consent shall aflfect the exclusive rights of any company so consent- 
ing except as to the streets and highways or parts of streets and highways 
to which such consent specifically applies, nor the rights, privileges, or 
franchises secured to the consenting company under the contract now ex- 
isting between the state and such consenting company by virtue of its 
acceptance of the provisions of Chapter 580 of the Public Laws or any 
act_in amendment thereof or in addition thereto. Nor shall anjrthing 
in this act authorize the condemnation of any land lying within the limits 
of any public park or square or other public place or any land lying 
within the limits of any public highway, except for the purpose of cross- 
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ing such highway and subject to the public use thereof for highway 
purposes. 

Sec. 24. When the lands or any interests or estates therein in which 
any infant or other person not capable in law to act in his own behalf 
are interested are taken by said corporation under the provisions of this 
act, the court before which the proceedings for such taking are pending 
may appoint a guardian ad litem for such infant or other person, and such 
guardian may appear and be heard in behalf of such infant or other per- 
son at any stage of the proceedings. And such guardian may also, with 
the advice and consent of the court appointing him, release to said cor- 
poration all claims for damages for the lands of such infant or other per- 
son, or for any interest or estates therein so taken, and if there shall be any 
dispute as to the title of any lands or interests or estates therein taken 
under the provisions of this act, or as to the persons entitled to receive 
the damages awarded for such taking, or if the person entitled to receive 
such damages is uncertain or unknown, said corporation may pay such 
damages into the registry of the court before which such proceedings are 
pending, with the same effect as to the title of said corporation to such 
lands or interests or estates therein as though such damages had been 
paid to the person or persons entitled to receive the same. 

Sec. 25. Any court in which any proceedings under this act shall be 
pending may, from time to time, order such other and further notices to 
be given in addition to those hereinbefore prescribed, and may make such 
other orders, not inconsistent with the provisions of this act or with the 
general laws of the state, as may be required in the opinion of such court 
to protect the rights and interests of the parties interests in such pro- 
ceedings; and any proceedings taken under this act may be amended or 
corrected at any stage, upon such terms and notice, if any, as the court 
may prescribe. 

Sec. 26. The costs of all proceedings for such condemnations shall 
be taxed by the clerk of the court in which such proceedings are pending, 
and shall be paid for by such corporation, except as otherwise herein- 
before provided. 

Sec. 27. Notice to abutters on the highways in which it is proposed 
to lay tracks of said corporation shall be given by publication in one or 
more newspapers published in the county of Providence, fourteen days 
at least before the location of any such tracks, and also by posting in three 
public places in each town in which such location is proposed notices of 
said proposed location fourteen days at least before the same shall be 
made. 
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Sec. 28. Said corporation is hereby authorized and empowered from 
time to time to acquire by lease, purchase, or otherwise the property, 
rights, privileges, and franchises owned, used, operated, or enjoyed with- 
out this state by any person or corporation owning, leasing, or operating, 
or authorized tq own, lease, or operate, any street or other railway with- 
out this state, and may issue its capital stock, bonds, or other obliga- 
tions in payment for the property, rights, privileges, and franchises so 
acquired, and any capital stock issued for such purposes shall be deemed 
full paid and non-assessable. And this corporation is also authorized 
and empowered to hold, use, operate, enjoy, and dispose of all property, 
rights, privileges, and franchises within this state acquired as aforesaid, 
subject to such regulations, restrictions, and provisions as to the use and 
enjoyment of the same as were in force at the time when such property, 
rights, privileges, and franchises were acquired by said corporation; and 
any person or corporation holding such property, rights, priyileges, or 
franchises without this state may sell, lease, or otherwise dispose of such 
property, rights, privileges, or franchises to this corporation, and receive 
such stock, bonds, or other obligations of this corporation in payment 
therefor. 

Sec. 29. • Said corporation is also authorized and empowered to acquire, 
hold, and dispose of the stock, bonds, securities, and other obligations of 
any other street railway or railroad company incorporated in any other 
state, and to issue its capital stock, bonds, or other obligations at not less 
than par in payment for the same, and stock when so issued shall be deemed 
full paid and non-assessable. 

Sec. 30. Said corporation is authorized -and empowered from time 
to time to guarantee the stock, bonds, and other obligations, and the divi- 
dends and interest thereon, of any street railway or other corporation 
incorporated in any other state, and may secure any such guarantee 
by pledge, pledges, mortgage or mortgages, of its franchises and property 
or any part thereof; every such pledge or mortgage to be subject, how- 
ever, to all the provisions of any contract made under authority of this 
act. 

Sec. 31. If said corporation shall not be organized and any capital 
stock voted by it, as provided by section 2 hereof, shall not be subscribed, 
and at least ten per c6ntum thereof paid in within one year from the pas- 
sage of this act, this act shall be void and of no effect; and if said corpora- 
tion shall fail to file an application with the town councils of said towns 
for the location of the said railway to be constructed by it on or before 
March 1, A. D. 1904, or shall fail to build and complete said railroad to be

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constructed by it, or so much thereof as may be required by said town 
councils, respectively, in accordance with said application, within eighteen 
months from the approval of said location by said town councils, re- 
spectively, the right of said corporation to construct said railway shall 
cease and determine.

AN ACT TO INCORPORATE THE SOUTH SHORE STREET RAIL- 
WAY COMPANY. 

[Passed April 17, 1903.] 
It is enacted by the General Assembly as follows: 

Seciion 1. Abraham Manchester, Arthur S. Phillips, Judson C. Mac- 
kenzie, Nathaniel B. Church, Edwin A. Cornell, Pardon C. Brownell, 
Godfrey Cornell, Warren S. Barker, George S. Dubois, and Nathan B. 
Everett, their associates, successors, and assigns, are hereby created a 
corporation by the name of the South Shore Street Railway Company, 
and by that name may have and use a common seal^ and the same break, 
change, and alter in their discretion, and shall have all the powers and 
privileges and immunities necessary to carry out the full intent and pur- 
pose of this act, viz.: For locating, constructing, equipping, using, 
operating, and maintaining a railway or railways for the transportation of 
passengers, freight, and general merchandise in the towns of Tiverton 
and Little Compton, in this state, and to operate the same by electricity or 
other power, provided that 'steam may be used at junction points with 
steam railroads for switching purposes only, with power to erect, own,

Sec. 6. Upon receipt of the report of said commissioners, the clerk of 
the court shall open the same, and shall give public notice, by advertising 
for such time and in such newspaper or newspapers as the court may 
prescribe, that such report has been received and opened and that the 
same may be examined by any party interested therein; and either said 
company or any other party aggrieved by any award of damages made 
by said commissioners may claim a jury trial upon any item of damages 
thereby awarded, and may file a claim for such trial with thc/clerk of said 
court at any time within three months from the opening of such report. 
And such claim shall stand for trial by jury, upon proper issues based 
upon such claim, as other civil cases upon the docket of said court, and 
shall be tried therein in every respect as other civil cases are there tried, in- 
cluding the right to except to ruUngs and to apply for new trial for cause. 
But if the party claiming such jury trial shall not therein obtain an award 
more favorable to such party than that givfen by the commissioners, 
such party shall recover his or its costs frorti the adverse party. 

Sec. 7. The report of the commissioners shall be confirmed by the 
court, after being so corrected as to conform to the findings of the jury 
in cases where a jury trial is claimed; and upon such confirmation, execu- 
tion or executions for damages fixed by said report as confirmed shall 
issue against said company as upon judgment, in due course of law. 

Sec. 8. Whenever the court shall have determined that any lands 
are necessary to said company for its corporate purposes, as provided 
in section 4, said company may immediately enter upon, take possession 
of, and use such lands for its corporate purposes: Provided^ however ^ 
that no such entry 'or use shall be made or possession be taken, except 
for the purpose of making surveys, until said company shall have given 
the security fixed by the court, as hereinbefore provided. 

Sec. 9. Said company may abandon any lands or any interests or 
estates therein taken under the provisions of this act, by filing a notice 
of such abandonment in the ofiice of the clerk of the court in which the 
proceedings hereinbefore provided for are pending, at any time before 
the confirmation of the report of the commissioners appointed to assess 
damages. If sflid corporation shall not have entered upon, taken posses- 
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sion of, or used the lands so abandoned, or any interest or estate therein, 
prior to the filing of such notice of abandonment, all proceedings for the 
assessment of damages for the taking of the land or the interests or estates 
therein shall cease, and said corporation shall pay to any person interested 
in the property so abandoned all costs and expenses, if any, incurred in 
prosecuting for damages for the taking of such land or estates or interests 
therein up to the time of such abandonment, which costs shall be taxed 
by the clerk. If said company shall have entered upon, taken possession 
of, or used the lands or any interests or estates therein so abandoned 
prior to such abandonment, and the assessment of damages for the same 
is then pending before commissioners or a jury, then, upon such abandon- 
ment, said company shall have the right to give such abandonment in 
evidence in diminution of damages, paying costs, if the question of dam-

pany shall have a right to a revision of the assessment and to a reassess- 
ment, by. petition to the commissioners, in order that the diminution of 
damages in consequence of such abandonment may be considered, with 
right of any party interested to claim a jury trial as in case of the original 
assessment. 

Sec. 10. When the lands or any interests or estates therein in which 
any infant or other person 'not capable in law to ax;t in his own behalf is 
interested are taken by said company under the provisions of this act, the 
court before which the proceedings for such taking are pending may ap- 
point a guardian ad litem for such infant of other person, and such guardian 
may appear and be heard in behalf of such infant or other person at any 
stage of the proceedings; and such guardian may also, with the advice 
and consent of the court appointing him, release to said company all 
claims for damages for the lands of such infant or other person, or for any 
interest or estates therein, so taken. And if there shall be any dispute 
as to the title of any lands or interests or estates therein taken under the

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pending may from time to time order such other and further notices to 
be given, in addition to those hereinbefore prescribed, and may make 
such other orders, not inconsistent with the provisions of this act or with 
the general laws of the state, as may be required, in the opinion of such 
court, to protect the rights and interests of the parties interested in such 
proceedings.

The said corporation shall put all streets and highways over 
or through which it shall lay any rails in as good condition as they were

If any of the capital stock voted by said company shall not 
have been subscribed for and ten per centum thereof paid in upon the 
same and the corporation organized within ten months from the passage 
of this act, or if the said stock being so subscribed and paid in, said cor- 
poration being organized as aforesaid, said corporation shall fail to apply

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for location or locations within ten months from the passage of this act, 
or if said corporation shall fail to complete said road so. far that the same 
can be operated within two years after the location of said railways shall 
have been fixed by the town councils of said towns, respectively, as afbre^ 
said, in either case this act shall be void and of no effect. 

Sec. 28. This act shall take effect upon and after its passage.:

Collins, their associates, successors, and assigns, are hereby made a body 
corporate under the name of the Valley Falls and Franklin Street Rail- 
way company, with all the powers and privileges and subject to all the

The said corporation shall put all highways and every portion 
thereof over or through which it shall lay rails in as good condition as they 
were before the same were laid, and it shall keep and maintain in repair 
such portion of the highways as shall be occupied by its tracks, and shall 
be liable for any loss or injury sustained by any person by reason of any 
carelessness, neglect, or misconduct of itself or its agents or servants in 
the construction, management, or use of its said railway in said highways; 
and in case any judgment shall be recovered against said town by reason 
of any such carelessness, neglect, or misconduct as aforesaid, the said 
corporation shall be liable to pay to such town any judgment recovered 
against it, together with the costs and reasonable expenditures incurred 
in the defence of any suit in which such judgment may be rendered. 
And said corporation shall not encumber any portion of said highways 
not occupied by its said tracks, except so far as may be necessary in con- 
structing, repairing, or operating its said railway. 

Sec. 8. If the tracks or rails of said corporation or any part thereof, 
in any highway, shall be abandoned, or the use thereof discontinued for 
any cause within the control of said corporation for the term of one year, 
the tracks or rails so abandoned or discontinued shall be taken up by said 
corporation upon notice given by the town council when such conditions 
exist and the highway where the same are so taken up shall be put in good 
repair at the expense of said corporation; and if the said tracks or rails 
shall not be taken up within thirty days after notice to take up the same 
shall have been given to said corporation' by the council of said town, 
such town may remove the same at the cost and expense of said corpo- 
ration. 

Sec. 9. Nothing in this act shall be construed to prevent the town 
council of said town from entering upon and taking up any of . the pub- 
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lie highways traversed by said corporation for any purpose for which they 
might lawfully take up the same. 

.Sec. 10. The said corporation is hereby authorized and empowered, 
from time to time, to acquire by lease, purchase, or otherwise, upon such 
terms and conditions as may be agreed upon, the property, rights, con- 
tracts, powers, privileges, and franchises owned, used, operated, exer- 
cised, or enjoyed by any corporation now incorporated or which may 
hereafter be incorporated under the laws of the state of Massachusetts, 
and may issue its capital stock, bonds, or other obligations in payment 
for the property, rights, contracts, powers, privileges, and franchises so 
acquired, and any capital stock issued for such purpose shall be deemed 
full paid and non-assessable. And said corporation is also authorized and 
empowered to acquire, hold, and dispose of the stock, bonds, securities, 
and other obligations of any other street or other railway company or- 
ganized now or hereafter under the laws of the state of Massachusetts, and 
to issue its capital stock, bonds, other obligations in pa3rment for the 
same, and its stock when so issued shall be deemed full paid and non- 
assessable. And said corporation is also authorized to hold, use, operate, 
exercise, enjoy, and dispose of all property, rights, contracts, powers, 
privileges, and franchises acquired as aforesaid, and if said corporation 
shall acquire all the capital stock or all the property, or both, of any such 
company, it shall be vested with all the rights, privileges, powers, and 
franchises of such company. And any such corporation holding or own- 
ing such property, rights, privileges, or franchises may sell, lease, or other- 
wise dispose of such property, rights, privileges, or franchises to this cor- 
poration, and receive such stock, bonds, or other obligations of this 
corporation in payment therefor. 

Sec. 11. If any person shaU willfully or maliciously obstruct said cor- 
poration in the use or operation of its railway, or the passing of its cars or 
carriages over the same, such person and all who shall aid and abet therein 
shall be punished by a fine not exceeding one hundred dollars, or by im- 
prisonment not exceeding three months. 

Sec. 12. If said corporation or its agents or ser\'ants shall unla^ully 
or willfully obstruct any street or highway, or the passing of its carriages 
over the same, said corporation shaU be liable to a fine not exceeding one 
hundred dollars. 

Sec. 13. The said corporation may from time to time, and at all times, 
fix and establish such rates of fare and charges for the carriage of mer- 
chandise as it may deem expedient. 

Sec. 14. If said corporation shall not be organized, and any capital

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stock fixed by vote of said corporation, as hereinbefore provided, shall 
not be subscribed and ten per centum thereof paid in, within two years 
from the passage of this act, this act shall be void and of no effect. And 
if said corporation shall fail to file an application with the town council 
of said town for a location of said nulway, to be constructed by it, on or 
before July 1, A. D. 1905, or shall fail to construct said railway, or so 
much thereof as may be required by said town council, within one year 
after the approval of such location by said town council, the right of said 

r 

corporation to construct said railroad shall cease and determine. 

Sec. 15. The first meeting of said corporation may be called by any 
one of said corporators by mailing to each of said corporators, at least 
five days before the time appointed by him for such meeting, a notice in 
writing, postage prepaid, directed to the last known address of each cor- 
porator, stating the time, place, and object of such meeting. 

Sec. 16. There shall be an annual meeting of said corporation holden 
in such place and on such day in each year as the by-laws of said corporar 
tion shall direct for the choice of such directors and other officers as the 
by-laws may prescribe. 

Sec. 17. The said corporation shall have an office and place of busi- 
ness either in the said town of Cumberland or in the city of Providence. 

Sec. 18. The said corporation may contract with any other corpora- 
tion to perform all the transportation over the road authorized by this 
act, or may lease the said road, franchises, and property to any other 
corporation, upon such terms and conditions and for such period as the 
parties may agree. 

Sec. 19. This act shall take effect from and after its passage. 



AN ACT TO INCORPORATE THE WESTERN RHODE ISLAND 

RAILWAY COMPANY. 

[Passed April 17. 1903.] 
It is enacted by the General Assembly as follows: ' 

Section 1. Franklin P. Owen, George W. Prentice, and James S. 
Kenyon, their associates, successors, and assigns, are hereby created a 
corporation by the name of the Western Rhode Island Railway Com- 
pany, and by that name have may and use a common seal, and the same 
break, change, and alter in their discretion, and shall have all the powers 
and privileges aiid immimities necessary to carry out the full intent and 
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purposes of this act, viz. : for the erecting, constructing, equipping, using, 
operating, and maintaining a railway or railways for the transportation 
of passengers, freight, and general merchandise from a point on the line 
of the Rhode Island Suburban Railway Company, at or near the village 
of Hope in the town of Scituate, through said town of Scituate and the 
towns of Smithfield, Glocester, and Burrillville, to a point on Wallum 
pond in said town of Burrillville, and to operate the same by electricity 
or other power except steam (provided, that steam may be used at junc- 
tion points with steam railroads for switching only), and with power to 
erect, own, use, operate, and maintain a station or stations for generating 
electricity for operating said railway or railways and also for furnishing 
electrical current for power, light, heat, and other purposes for said cor- 
poration and for lighting any of the streets and highways where its tracks 
may be located, and with power also to put up, lay, use, and maintain 
wires and conductors for transmitting electrical current for power, light, 
heat, and other purposes, and with power also to acquire, own, maintain, 
and use a wharf or wharves and coal pockets and other buildings and lands 
in connection therewith at some point or points at or near Cowesett bay or 
Greenwich bay in the town of Warwick, and extending into tide waters at or 
near said Cowesett bay or Greenwich bay, and the same to connect by a line 
or lines of railway over private property with the tracks of said Rhode Island 
Suburban Railway Company at some point or points southerly and east- 
erly of the village of Apponaug, either on the property of said Suburban 
Company or in any highway in which the tracks of said Suburban Com- 
pany may be laid: Provided , however, that said Western Rhode Island 
Railway Company shall not condemn any land or make any connection 
with said Suburban. Company at any point on the southerly or west- 
erly side of Apponaug river or Cowesett bay or on Arnold's Neck, so- 
called, or on Warwick Neck, moi^ than one thousand feet from the present 
location of the Rhode Island Suburban Railway Company; subject, how- 
ever, to all duties and liabilities and restrictions set forth in Chapters 
177 and 187 of the General Laws and all acts in amendment thereof, with 
power to construct, use, operate, eqiup, and maintain a railway or rail- 
ways for the piuposes aforesaid, with convenient single, double, or other 
tracks and turnouts for cars or carriages in such of the public streets or 
highways of said towns of Scituate, Smithfield, Glocester, and Burrillville 
as shall be fixed by the town councils of the said towns, respectively, with 
the assent of the said corporation in writing expressed and filed with the 
said town coimcils, and upon and over such of the streets and highways 
of the said towns as shall be from time to time fixed and determined by 
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the said town councils, with the written assent of the said corporation filed 
as aforesaid, and also over and through such other land or lands in said 
towns of Scituate, Smithfield, Glocester, and Burrillville, and in that part of 
town of Warwick lying southerly and easterly of the village of Apponaug, 
within the limits above mentioned, with the right to exttod into tide waters 
at or near Cowesett bay or Greenwich bay, as said corporation may elect 
to build its railway or railways, or put up, lay, use, and maintain its wires, 
conductors, and all other necessary equipments, wharves, coal pockets, 
and buildings^ All tracks of said railway or railways in any public high- 
way shall be laid at such distance from the sidewalks in said towns as 
the said town councils of the said towns, respectively, in their orders 
fixing the route of said railway or railways, may determine: Provided, 
however, that the said corporation shall not construct, use, or continue 
said railway or railways, or put up, lay, use, and maintain its wires, con- 
ductors, and all other necessary equipments over or along any street or 
highway in the said towns of Scituate, Smithfield, Glocester, or Burrill- 
ville, unless with the assent of the town councils of sidd towns and upon 
compUance with such terms and conditions and under such rules and 
regulations as said town councils may impose; and provided, further, 
that said railway or railways shall not cross any steam road at grade. 

Sec. 2. Said Western Rhode Island Railway Company is hereby 
authorized and anpowered to acquire by condemnation, from time to 
time, such lands and such interests and estates in lands, including estates 
in fee simple, as said corporation may from time to time take for its cor- 
porate purposes in the towns of Scituate, Smithfield, Glocester, Burrill- 
ville, and in that part of the town of Warwick lying southerly and easterly 
of the village of Apponaug, within the limits above mentioned, and in- 
cluding the right to build and extend its wharves, coal pockets, and other 
buildings into tide water at or near said CJowesett bay or Greenwich bay. 
And said corporation may locate, construct,. maintiun, use, and operate 
its railway or railways, wharves, coal pockets, and all suitable and con- 
venient buildings, machinery, poles, wires, conduits, appurtenances, 
and appliances, upon and over the lands so acquired and including tide 
water at or near said Cowesett bay or Greenwich bay. Nothing in this 
act shall authorize said corporation to condemn any portion of the loca- 
tion of any other railroad or street railway company, except for the pur- 
pose of crossing the same either above or below grade and of maintain- 
ing suitable and convenient abutments or other supports for the structure 
erected or constructed for such crossing, nor to condemn any right of 
way, nor to lay its tracks in any highway in any town in which any other 
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street railway company may have acquired exclusive rights or franchises 
imder the provsisions of Chapter 975 of the Public Laws, passed at the 
May session, A. D. 1891, or under Chapter 77 of the General Laws, or 
under special act, without the consent of the company holding such ex- 
clusive right or franchise (provided that said corporation may be author- 
ized to cross at grade, in any public street or highway where its con- 
struction may be authorized, the tracks of any railway not operated by 
steam). Nothing in this act shall authorize said corporation to condemn 
any land l3ring within the limits of any public park or square or other 
pubUc place, or any land lying within the limits of any public high- 
way, except for the purpose of crossing such highway and subject to the 
public use thereof for highway purposes. Whenever said company shall 
take any lands, or any interest or estate therein, under the provisions of 
this act, it shall file in the common pleas division of the supreme court 
in the county in which siud lands are located a certificate containing 
a general description of such lands and a statement of the interests and 
estates therein \^ieh are taken, and a list of the owners thereof and the 
persons interested therein, so far as the same may be known to said com- 
pany. Said certificate shall be accompanied by a plat showing the lo- 
cation of such lands, and shall contain a notice that said company will 
give such security as the court may require for the payment of all such 
costs and damages as may be finally awarded to any person interested 
in the lands taken in the proceedings commoaced by the filing of such 
certificate. 

Sec. 3. Upon the filing of sudi certificate and plat, the court ^all 
enter an order fixing the time when and the place where all persons in- 
terested in the land in c^ificate described may appear before said court 
and be heard with reference to the necessity of the taking of such land 
and the appointment of oonunissioners to appraise the damages sustained 
by them by such taking, and the security to be given by said company 
for damages and costs; and the clerk of said court ^all thereupon issue 
a notice, directed to the persons named in said certificate and to all other 
persons interested in said land, containing the substance of said cer- 
tificate and said order; which notice shall be served by publication for 
such time and in such newspaper or newspapers as the court may prescribe. 

Se€. 4. At the time* and place m^itioned in said notice or at any 
adjournment therefrom ordered by the court, the court, after hearing the 
parties interested who may appear and desire to be heard, shall first de- 
termine whether the lands in said certificate described are necessary to 
said company- for its corporate purposes; and if it shaU determine that 
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such lands are necessary to said company, said court shall proceed to fix the 
security to be given by said company for damages and costs, and appoint 
three suitable persons as commissioners to appraise the damages sus- 
tained by the persons interested in the lands described in said certificate 
by reason of the taking of said lands or any interest or estate therein. 
Any vacancies in said commission which may occur from time to time 
shall be filled by the court, upon appUcation of any party interested in 
said proceedings and upon such notice as the court may direct. 

Sec. 5. Said commissioners, before they proceed to execute their 
duties, shall be sworn to a faithful and impartial discharge thereof, and 
shall give reasonable notice, by publication or otherwise, in such manner 
as the court may direct, to all persons interested to file their claims, if 
any they have which have not been released to said company, with the 
clerk of said court within thirty days from the date of said notice. At 
the end of the time allowed for filing such claims, the commissioners or 
a majority of them shall fix a time and place for hearing all persons in- 
terested as to the damages by them sustained, and shall give notice of 
such hearing by pubUcation in one or more of the newspapers published 
in the coimty where said lands are situated, once a week for at least three 
weeks prior to the date of such meeting, and shall give such further no- 
tice, if any, as^he court may direct. At the time and place fixed for such 
hearing, or at any adjournment therefrom, the commissioners or a ma- 
jority of them shall proceed to hear the parties interested, with their 
allegations and proofs, and shall examine the premises; and shall estimate 
all such damages as they think any person interested has sustained by the 
taking of said land or any interest or estate therein. And the commis- 
sioners or a majority of them shall make return of i;heir doings and of the 
damages assessed by them, as soon as may be, to the court from which 
they received their appointment, with their fees marked thereon; which 
fees, being first allowed by the court, shall be forthwith paid by said cor- 
poration. 

Sec. 6. Upon receipt of the report of said commissioners, the clerk 
of the court ^all open the same, and shall give public notice by adver- 
tising for such time and in such newspaper or newspapers as the court 
may prescribe, that such report has been received and opened and that 
the same may be examined by any party interested therein; and either 
said company or any other party aggrieved by any award of damages 
made by said commissioners may claim a jury trial upon any item of 
damages thereby awarded, and may file a claim for such trial with the 
clerk of said court at any time within three months from the opening of 
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such report. And such claim shall stand for trial by jury, upon proper 
issues based upon such claim, as other civil cases upon the docket of said 
court, and shall be tried therein in every respect as other civil cases are 
there tried, including the right to except to rulings and to apply for new 
trial for cause. But if the party claiming such jury trial shall not therein 
obtain an award more favorable to such party than that given by the com- 
missioners, such party shall recover his or its costs from the adverse party 

Sec. 7. The report of the commissioners shall be confirmed by the 
court, after being so corrected as to conform to the findings of the jury 
in cases where a jury trial is claimed; and upon such confirmation, ex- 
cution or executions for damages fixed by said report as confirmed shall 
issue against said company as upon judgment, in due course of law. 

Sec. 8. Whenever the court shall have determined that any lands are 
necessary to said company for its corporate purposes, as provided in section 
4, said company may immediately enter upon, take possession of, and use 
such lands for its corporate purposes: Provided^ however ^ that no such 
entry or use shall be made or possession be taken, except for the purpose 
of making surveys, until said company shall have given the security fixed 
by the court, as hereinbefore provided. 

Sec. 9. Said company may abandon any lands or any interests or 
estates therein taken under the provisions of this act, by filing a notice 
of such abandonment in the office of the clerk of the court in which the 
proceedings hereinbefore provided for are pending, at any time before the 
confirmation of the report of the commissioners appointed to assess dam- 
ages. If said corporation shall not have entered upon, taken possession of, 
or used the lands so abandoned, or any interest or estate therein, prior 
to the filing of such notice of abandonment, all proceedings for the assess- 
ment of damages for the taking of the land or the interests or estates 
therein shall cease, and said corporation shall pay to any person interested 
in the property so abandoned all costs and expenses, if any, incurred in 
prosecuting for damages for the taking of such land or estates or interests 
therein up to the time of such abandonment, which costs shall be taxed 
by the clerk. If said company shall have entered upon, taken possession 
of, or used the lands or any interests or estates therein so abandoned 
prior to such abandonment, and the assessment of damages for the same 
is then pending before commissioners or a jury, then, upon such 
abandonment, said company shall have the right to give such abandon- 
ment in evidence in diminution of damages, paying costs, if the question 
of damages is pending, on claim of jury trial, notwithstanding a diminution 
of damages in consequence of such abandonment given in evidence; or 
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if the oommiflsionerB or a jury have finally asseBsed the damages, said 
company shall have a right to a revision of the assessment and to a re- 
assessment, by petition to the conmiissioners, in order that the diminution 
of damages in consequence of such abandonment may be considered, 
with right of any party interested to claim a jury trial as in case of the 
original assessment. 

Sec. 10. When the lands or any interests or estates therein in which 
any infant or other person not capable in law to act in his own behalf is 
interested are taken by said company under the provisions of this act, 
the court before which the proceedings for such taking are pending may 
appoint a guardian ad litem for such infant or other person, and such 
guardian may appear and be heard in behalf of such infant or other per- 
son at any stage of the proceedings; and such guardian may also, with 
the advice and consent of the court appointing him, release to said com- 
pany all claims for damages for the lands of such infant or other person, 
or for any interest or estates therein so taken. And if there shall be any 
dispute as to the title of any lands or interests or estates therein taken 
under the provisions of this act, or as to the persons entitled to receive 
the damages awarded for such taking, or if the person entitled to receive 
such damages is uncertain or unknown, said company may pay such 
damages into the registry of the court before which such proceedings are 
pending with the same effect as to the title of said company to such lands 
or interests or estates therein as though such damages had been paid to 
the person or persons entitled to receive the same. 

Sec. 11. Any court in which any proceedings under this act shall be 
pending may from time to time order such other and further notices to 
be given, in addition to those hereinbefore prescribed, and may make such 
other orders, not .-inconsistent with the provisions of this act or with the 
general laws of the state, as may be required, in the opinion of such court, 
to protect the rights and interests of the parties interested in such pro- 
ceedings. And any proceedings taken under this act may be amended 
or corrected at any stage, upon such terms and notice, if any, as the 
court may prescribe. 

Sec. 12. The capital stock of said corporation shall be one million 
dollars, divided into shares of the par value of one hundred dollars each. 
Said corporation may from time to time issue its bonds to the amount of 
one million dollars, and secure the same by a mortgage or mortgages of 
its property, rights, and franchises in such sums and to such amounts as 
it may deem necessary for the purposes of constructing, improving, and 
equipping its property, and to pay and discharge any indebtedness ex- 
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isting against it. The management of all its affairs, except the mort- 
gaging or conveyance of its real estate, rights, and franchises, shall be 
vested in a board of at least five directors who shall be stockholders, and 
who shall be chosen in such manner and at such times and places as said 
corporation shall by its by-laws prescribe. The directors shall hold 
office for one year and until others are elected and qualified to take their 
places, and a majority of them shall form a quorum to transact business: 
Providedy that less than a majority may fill vacancies in such board. 
The directors shall elect oiie of their number president of the company, 
and they may choose a clerk and treasurer, who shall be sworn to the 
faithful discharge of their duties, and such other officers and agents as 
they may deem necessary. The treasurer shall give bond to the corpora- 
tion with surety or sureties to the satisfaction of the directors in a sum 
fixed by them for the faithful discharge of his trust. 

Sec. 13. Said corporation, or its board of directors, shall make all the 
by-laws necessary for the management dP its affairs and the regulation 
and control of its officers and agents, and to carry out the provisions of 
this act, and may alter the same from time to time. 

Sec. 14. Said corporation shall have the power to lease, purchase, or 
hold all such land and buildings for the use of said railway or railways, 
and such other purposes of this act, and if necessary may dispose of and 
convey the same. 

Sec. 15. The said railway or railways shall be constructed and main- 
tained in 9uch form and manner and upon such grade as the town coun- 
cils of said towns may respectively prescribe, and whenever in the judg- 
ment of said corporation it shall be necessary, to alter the grade of any 
street or highway so occupied by it, such alteration shall be made at the 
expense of said corporation, with the consent of the town councils of said 
respective towns, and in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 72 
of the General Laws and all acts in amendment thereof and in addition 
thereto. 

Sec. 16. The said railway or railways shall be operated by electricity 
or other power except steam (provided that steam may be used at junc- 
tion points with steam railroads for switching purposes only, as specified 
in section 1), and said corporation shall have power to fix the rate of fare 
and freight and express charges as it may deem expedient. 

Sec. 17. The town councils of said towns shall have power at all times 

to make such regulations as to the rate of speed and the mode and use of 

tracks within the limits of the highways of said towns, respectively, as 

the public safety and convenience may require. 
20 
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Sec. 18. The said corporation shall put all streets and highways over 
or through which it shall lay any rails in as good condition as they were 
before the rails were laid, and it shall keep and maintain in repair such 
portions of the streets and highways as shall be occupied by its tracks 
and eighteen inches on each side of its tracks, and shall be liable for any 
loss or injuries that any person shall sustain by reason of any carelessness, 
neglect, or misconduct of its agents and servants in the management, 
construction, or use of said railway or nulways, or streets or highways 
in which same are laid; and in case any judgment shall be recorded 
against either of the said towns by reason of such misconduct, defect, or 
want of repairs, said corporation shall be liable to pay to said town or 
towns any sum thus recovered against them, together with all costs and 
reasonable expenses incurred by them, respectively, in the defence of any 
such suit or suits in which recovery may be had. And said corporation 
shall not encumber any of the streets or highwajrs except so far as it may 
be necessary in constructing or repairing the same. 

Sec. 19. Whenever any estate abutting on a street or highway over 
or upon which the rails of said corporation h&ve been laid shall be injured 
thereby, the said corporation shall be liable to pay the owner or owners 
thereof the damages thereby occasioned to such estate: Provided, that 
action therefor shall be brought within sixty days from the time when 
such damages shall have been occasioned. 

Sec. 20. If any person shall maliciously or willfully obstruct said cor- 
poration in the use of its railway or railways or the passing o( its cars or 
carriages over the same, such person, and all who shall be aiding or abet- 
ting therein, shall be punished by a fine not exceeding one hundred dollars 
or may be imprisoned for a period not exceeding three months. 

Sec. 21. If any corporation or its agents or servants shall unlawfully 
or maliciously obstruct, any street or highway, or the passing of any car- 
riages over the same, said corporation shall be liable to a fine not exceed- 
ing one hundred dollars. 

Sec. 22. Nothing in this act shall be construed to prevent the town 
councils of said towns, respectively, from entering upon and taking up 
of any of the public streets and highways traversed by said corporation 
for any purpose for which they may lawfully take up the same. 

Sec. 23. If said railway or any part thereof constructed in, over, 
along any public street or highway in either of said towns shall be aban- 
doned or discontinued for any cause within the control of said corpora- 
tion, or if the same shall not be used for the term of one year, said railway 
or any part thereof so abandoned or discontinued or not used shall be 
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taken up by said company, and the street or highway, when the same is 
so taken up, shall be put in good order and repair at said company's ex- 
pense, and if said railway so abandoned shall not be taken up within ninety 
days after notice to take up the same shall have been given to the said 
company by said town councils, respectively, such towns may take up the 
same at the cost and expense of said company. 

Sec. 24. Said corporation and the persons hereinbefore named as in- 
corporators thereof may contract with the Rhode Island Suburban Rail- 
way Company for the transportation of the cars of the corporation here- 
by created in the towns of Warwick, Coventry, and Scituate to and from 
the terminus of the corporation hereby created at or near the village of 
Hope. 

Sec. 25. Said corporation shall have an office or place of business 
in the town of Scituate or in the city of Providence. 

Sec. 26. At the first meeting of the corporators called for organization 
and acceptance of the charter those persons who have become subscribers 
to any portion of the capital stock are eligible to vote at this meeting for 
a board of directors for the first year. 

Sec. 27. If none of the capital stock voted by said company shall have 
been subscribed for and ten per centum of such stock subscribed for shall 
not have been paid in and the corporation organized within six months 
from the passage of this act, or if, the said stock being so subscribed and 
paid in upon such organization, said corporation shall fail to acquire 
any lands or any estate or interest therein, or apply for any franchises in 
the streets and highways it may deem necessary for its first location within 
twelve months from the passage of this act, and finally complete the first 
location of the main line of its railway within three years from the ac- 
quisition of such lands or any interest therein, or within three years from 
the granting of such franchises in streets or highways as it may apply 
for, and the designation of such streets or highways for the construction 
of its railway or railways therein by the town councils of said towns, re- 
spectively, as aforesaid, failing in either of the above mentioned cases 
or conditions then this act shall be void and of no effect. 

Sec. 28. This act shall take effect upon its passage. 



156 REPORT OF RAILROAD COMMISSIONER. 

AN ACT IN AMENDMENT OF AN ACT ENTITLED "AN ACT TO 
INCORPORATE THE SEA VIEW RAILROAD COMPANY," AND 
THE SEVERAL ACTS IN ADDITION THERETO AND IN AMEND- 
MENT THEREOF. 

[Passed April 17, 1903.] 
It is enacted by the General Aeeembly ae follows: 

Section 1. The corporation established by the act entitled "An act 
to^incorporate the Sea View Railroad Company," passed June 17th, 1887, 
in addition to the powers granted by said act and the several acts 
in amendment thereof and in addition thereto, is hereby authorized and 
empowered to engage in the business of furnishing light, heat, and power, 
and of generating and producing electricity for the purpose of distributing, 
conducting, selling, and leasing the same for lighting, heating, mechanical, 
motive, and other purposes, in the towns of North Kingstown, South 
Kingstown, and Narragansett, and with the consent of the town councils 
of the said towns where said wires and conductors for electricity are to 
be put up, laid, used, and maintained, to erect and maintain wires, poles, 
and conduits for conducting electricity in the prosecution of said business 
of distributing and conducting electricity for lighting, heating, meichan- 
ical, motive, and other purposes. Said corporation is further empowered 
to contract and to enter into contracts for the furnishing of light, heat, 
and power, and to acquire such rights and franchises relating to the con- 
ducting of electricity through, over, or under the highways of the said 
towns of North Kingstown, South Kingstown, and Narragansett as may 
be lawfully granted by the town councils of said towns, respectively, and 
the town councils of said towns are hereby authorized 'to grant to said 
corporation such rights, privileges, and franchises in respect to using the 
highways, streets, and public places within their respective limits for 
the purposes aforesaid as they may deem expedient, not inconsistent with 
the public safety and convenience. 

Sec. 2. So much of the original act passed June 17th, 1887, and the 
several acts in addition thereto and in amendment thereof, as are incon- 
sistent herewith are hereby rei>ealed, and this act shall take efifect imme- 
diately after its passage. 
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AN ACT IN AMENDMENT OF AND IN ADDITION TO AN ACT 
ENTITLED '*AN ACT TO INCORPORATE THE WESTERLY 
AND HOPKINTON RAILWAY COMPANY/' PASSED AT THE 
JANUARY SESSION, A. D. 1902. 

[Passed April 16. 1003.] 

It is enacted by the General Assembly as follows: 

Section 1. The Westerly and Hopkinton Railway Company is hereby 
authorized and empcfwered to acquire by condemnation, from time to 
time, such lands and such interests and estates in lands in the towns of 
Westerly and Hopkinton as said corporation may from time to time 
take in manner hereinafter provided for its corporate purposes, and may 
locate, construct, maintain, use, and operate its railway or railways, and 
all suitable poles, wires, conduits, and other appurten&nces and appliances 
of such railway or railways, upon and over the lands so acquired. 

Sec. 2. Whenever said corporation shall take any lands or any interest 
or estate therein under the provisions of this act, it shall file in the conunon 
pleas division of the supreme court, in the county m which such lands 
are located, a certificate containing a general description of such lands and 
a list of the owners thereof and the persons interested therein, so far as the 
same may be known to said corporation. Said certificate shall be accom- 
panied by a plat showing the location of such lands, and shall contain a 
notice that said corporation will give such security as the court may re- 
quire for the payment of all such costs and damages as may be finally 
awarded to any person interested in the lands taken in the proceedings 
commenced by the filing of such certificate. 

Sec. 3. Upon the filing of such certificate and plat, the court shall 
enter an order fixing the time when and the place where all persons in- 
terested in the land in said certifics^te described may appear before said 
court and be heard with reference to the necessity of the taking of such 
land and the appointment of commissioners to appraise the damages sus- 
tained by them by such taking and the security to be given by said cor- 
poration for damages and costs; and the clerk of said court shall thereupon 
issue a notice, directed to the persons named in said certificate and to all 
other persons interested in said land, containing the substance of said cer- 
tificate and said order, which notice shall be served by publication for such 
time and in such newspaper or newspapers as the court may prescribe, and 
in such other manner as the court may direct. 

Sec. 4. At the time and place mentioned in said notice, or at any 
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adjournment therefrom ordered by the court, the court, after hearing the 
parties interested whb may appear and desire to be heard, shall first de- 
termine whether the lands in said certificate described are n^essary to 
said corporation for its corporate purposes; and if it shall determine that 
such lands are]]nece6sary to said corporation, said court shall proceed to 
fix the security to be given by said corporation for damages and costs, 
and appoint three suitable persons as commissioners to appraise the dam- 
ages sust^iined by the persons interested in the lands described in said 
certificate by reason of the taking of said lands or of any interest or estate 
therein/j^ Any vacancies in said commission which may occur from time 
to time shall be filled by the court, upon the application of any party 
interested in said proceedings, and upon such notice as the court. may 
direct. 

Sec. 5. Said commissioners, before they proceed to execute their 
duties, shall be sworn to a faithful and impartial discharge thereof, and 
shall give reasonable notice, by publication or otherwise, in such man- 
ner as the court may direct, to all persons interested to file their claims, 
if any they have, which have not been released to said corpoi'ation, with 
the clerk of said* court within thirty days from the date of said notice. 
At the end of the time allowed for filing such claims, the commis- 
sioners or a majority of them shall fix a time and place for hearing aU 
persons interested as to the damages by them sustained, and shall give 
notice of such hearing by publication in at least one of the newspapers 
published in the towns of Westerly and Hopkinton, once a week for at 
least three weeks prior to the date of such meeting, and shall give such 
further notice, if any, as the court may direct. At the time and place 
fixed for said hearing, or at any adjournment therefrom, the commis- 
sioners or a majority of them shall proceed to hear the parties interested, 
with their allegations and proofs, and shall examine the premises; and 
shall estimate all such damages as they think any person interested has 
sustained by the taking of said land or any interest or estate therein. 
And the commissioners or a majority of them shall make return of their 
doings and of the damages assessed by them, as soon as may be, to the 
court from which they received their appointment, with their fees marked 
thereon; which fees, being first allowed by the court, shall be forthwith 
paid by said corporation. 

Sec. 6. Upon the receipt of the report of said commissioners, the clerk 
of the court shall open the same, and shall give public notice, by adver- 
tisement for such time and in such newspaper or newspapers as the court 
may prescribe, that such report has been received and opened and that 
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the same may be examined by any party interested therein; and either 
said corporation or any other party aggrieved by any award of damages 
made by the said commissioners may claim a jury trial upon any item of 
damages thereby awarded, and may file a claim for such trial with the 
clerk of said court at any time within three months from the opening of 
such report, and such claim shall stand for trial by jury, upon proper 
issues based upon such claim, as other civil cases upon the docket of such 
court, and shall be tried therein in every respect as other civil cases are 
there tried, including the right to except to rulings and to apply for new 
trial for cause. But if the party claiming such jury trial shall not therein 
obtain an award more favorable to such party than that given by the 
commissioners, such party shall pay costs to the adverse party, unless 
otherwise ordered by the court; and if any party claiming such jury trial 
shall obtain therein an award more favorable than that given by the com- 
missioners, such party shall recover his or its costs from the adverse party. 

Sec. 7. The report of the commissioners shall be confirmed by the 
court, after being so corrected as to conform to the findings of the jury 
in cases where a jury trial is claimed; and upon such confirmation, exe- 
cution or executions for the damages fixed by said report as confirmed 
shall issue against said corporation as upon a judgment, in due course of 
law. 

Sec. 8. Whenever the court shall have determined that any lands are 
necessary to said corporation for its corporate purposes, as provided in 
section 4, said corporation may immediately enter upon, take possession 
of, and use such lands for its corporate purposes: Provided, however, that 
no such entry or use shall be made or possession be taken, except for the 
purpose of making surveys, until said corporation shall have given the 
security fixed by the court, as hereinbefore provided. 

Sec. 9. Said corporation may abandon any lands or any interests or 
estates therein taken under the provisions of this act, by filing a notice 
of such abandonment in the ofiice of the clerk of the court in which the 
proceedings hereinbefore provided are pending, at any time before con- 
firmation of the report of the commissioners appointed to a£isess dam- 
ages. If said corporation shall not have entered upon, taken possession 
of, or used the lands so abandoned, or any interest or estate therein, prior 
to the filing of such notice of abandonment, all proceedings for the assess- 
ment of damages for the taking of the land, or the interests or estates 
therein, so abandoned, shall cease, and said corporation shall pay to any 
person interested in the property so abandoned all his costs incurred in 
prosecuting the damages for the taking of such land or estates or interests 
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therein up to the time of such abandonment, which costs shall be taxed 
by the clerk. If said corporation shall have entered upon, taken pos- 
session of, or used the lands or any interests or estates therein so aban- 
doned prior to such abandonment, and the assessment of damages for 
the same is then pending before commissioners or a jury, then, upon 
such abandonment, said corporation shall have the right to give such 
abandonment in evidence in diminution of damages, paying costs, if the 
question of damages is pending, on claim of jury trial, notwithstanding a 
diminution of damages in consequence of such abandonment given in 
evidence; or if the commissioners or a jury have finally assessed the 
damages, said corporation shall have the right to a revision of the assess- 
ment and to a re-assess'ment, by petition to the commissioners, in order 
that the diminution of damages in consequence of such abandonment 
may be considered, with right of any party interested to claim a jury trial 
as in case of the original assessment. 

Sec. 10. When the lands or any interests or estates therein in which 
any infant or other person not capable in law to act in his own behalf is 
interested are taken by said corporation under the provisions of this act, 
the court before which the proceedings for such taking are pending may 
appoint a guardian cut litem for such infant or other person, and such 
guardian may appear and be heard in behalf of such infant or other per- 
son at any stage of the proceedings; and such guardian may also, with 
the advice and consent of the court appointing him, release to said cor- 
poration all claims for damages for the lands of such infant or other per- 
son, or for any interests or estates therein, so taken. And if there shall 
be any dispute as to the title of any lands or interests or estates therein 
taken under the provisions of this act, or as to the persons entitled to re- 
ceive the damages awarded for such taking, or if the person entitled to 
receive such damages is uncertain or unknown, said corporation may pay 
such damages into the registry of the court before which such proceedings 
are pending with the same effect as to title of said corporation to such lands 
or interests or estates therein as though such damages had been paid to 
the person or persons entitled to receive the same. 

Sec. 11. Any court in which any proceedings under this act shall be 
pending may from time to time order such other and further notices to 
be given, in addition to those hereinbefore prescribed, and may make 
such other orders, not inconsistent with the provisions of this act or with 
the general laws of the state, as may be required, in the opinion of such 
court, to protect the rights and interests of the parties interested in such 
proceedings. And any proceedings taken under this act may be amended 
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or corrected at any stage, upon such terms and notice, if any, as the court 
may prescribe. 

Sec. 12. Nothing in this act shall authorize this corporation to con- 
demn any portion of the location of any other railroad or street railway 
company except for the purpose of crossing the same either above or below 
grade and of maintaining suitable and convenient abutments or other 
supports for the structures erected or constructed for such crossing, nor 
to acquire or exercise any right in derogation of or inconsistent with any 
exclusive right or franchise acquired by any street railway company under 
the provisions of Chapter 975 of the Public Laws, passed at the May session, 
A. D. 1891, or under any special act, without the consent of the company 
holding such exclusive right or franchise. Nor shall an3rthing in this act 
authorize the condemnation of any land lying within the limits of any 
public park or square or other public place, or any land lying within the 
limits of any public highway, except for the purpose of crossing such high- 
way and subject to the public use thereof for highway purposes. Nor 
shall anything in this act prejudice or affect any action now pending in 
any court in this state. 

Sec. 13. The costs of all proceedings under this act shall be taxed by 
the clerk of the court in which such proceedings are pending, and shall 
be paid by said corporation, except as hereinbefore provided. 

Sec. 14. This act shall take effect upon its passage, and all acts and 
parts of acts inconsistent herewith are hereby repealed. 



AN ACT TO AMEND THE CHARTER OF THE NEWPORT AND 
BRISTOL FERRY RAILWAY COMPANY. 

[Passed Feb. 6, 1003.] 

It is enacted by the General Assembly as follows: 

Section 1. The name of the corporation created as "The Newport 
and Bristol Ferry Railway Company," under the provisions of an act of 
the general assembly of the state of Rhode Island, passed March 20th, A. 
D. 1902, at the January session, A. D. 1902, is hereby changed to the 
"Newport and Providence Railway Company," with the same rights

Made this 20th day of March, A. D. 1903, between the Rhode Island Suburban 
Railway Company (hereinafter called the Suburban Company), a corporation 
created under the laws of the State of Rhode Island, and Franklin P. Owen, 
George W. Prentice, and James S. Kenyon (hereinafter called the incorporators), 
the persons named as the incorporators in an act now pending before the General 
Assembly of the State of Rhode Island, entitled "An act to incorporate the 
Western Rhode Island Railway Company (hereinafter called "the Western 
Company"). 

Whereas, The incorporators are desirous of obtaining from the General As- 
sembly of the State of Rhode Island a charter authorizing them, their associates, 
successors, and assigns, under the name of the Western Rhode Island Railway 
Company, to construct, operate, and maintain a railway for the transportation 
of passengers and freight from a connection with tracks of the Suburban Com- 
pany at or near the village of Hope in the town of Scitiiate, through said town 
of Scituate and the towns of Smithfield, Glocester, and Burrillville, to a point 
on Wallum Pond in said town of Burrillville, at or near the Massachusetts State 
line, with power also to acquire, own, maintain, and use a wharf or wharves and 
coal pockets and other buildings and lands in connection therewith at some point 
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or points at or near Cowesett Bay in the town of Warwick, and the same to 
connect by a line of railway on private property with the tracks of the Suburban 
Company at some point or points southerly and easterly of the village of Ap- 
ponaug, either on the property of said Suburban Company or in any highway 
in which the tracks of said Suburban Company may be laid, and. 

Whereas, The incorporators are also desirous of obtaining from the Suburban 
Company a contract by which the SubiA-ban Company shall agree to transport 
the cars of the Western Company over the Suburban Company's lines between 
the terminus of the Western Company at or near the village of Hope to some 
point on the line of the Suburban Company at or near Cowesett Bay in the 
town of Warwick, where a connection may be established as aforesaid between 
the tracks of the Suburban Company and the tracks of the Western Company 
constructed over private property from their wharf or wharves and coal pockets 
to the tracks of the Suburban Company, 

Now, therefore, this agreement witnesseth: 

First. The Suburban Compahy will, at all reasonable times, receive all 
cars of the Western Company delivered to it at either of the termini aforesaid 
of the Western Company's tracks on the line of the Suburban Company, viz.: 
at the connection between the tracks of the two companies at or near the village 
of Hope in the town of Scituate, and at the connection between the tracks of 
the two companies at or near Cowesett Bay in the town of Warwick, and will 
operate said cars over its lines between said termini, provided it can do so with- 
out violation of any law or any ordinance or regulation of the towns through 
which its said lines are constructed. The fare for passengers shall be the same 
as that charged by the Suburban Company for the same service on its own cars; 
and the Suburban Company may charge and collect such reasonable rates for 
the transportation of freight as it may from time to time establish, having re- 
gard to the character of the freight to be transported, the service to be per- 
formed, and any tax which the Suburban Company may be required to pay to 
the State of Rhode Island and the several towns through which its line between 
said termini passes upon the receipts from said business by virtue of its contracts 
with the State and said towns. 

Second. The Suburban Company agrees to furnish, at its own expense, con- 
ductors, motormen, and electric power for operating the cars received from the 
Western Company over the Suburban Company's lines; and any passenger cars 
delivered to the Suburban Company by the Western Company may be used by 
the Suburban Company, while in operation between said termini on its lines, 
as its own cars, and for the transportation of its own passengers without charge 
for such use. Said cars shall be of such construction and design that they may 
be operated over the lines of the Suburban Company by its present single trolley 
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electric system, or by any other system which it may hereafter, during the con- 
tinuance of this contract, adopt, without violation of any ordinance or regula- 
tion established or prescribed by any municipal or other lawful authority. 

Third. The Suburban Company agrees to be liable for all damages to persons 
or property occurring from the operation of said cars while in the hands of its 
employees, and to redeliver said cars without unreasonable delay to the Western 
Company in as good condition as wheA received, ordinary wear and tear ex- 
cepted. But the Western Company shall reimburse the Suburban Company 
for any damages which the Suburban Company sustains or is compelled to pay 
for injuries to persons or property due to the defective condition of the Western 
Company's cars when received by the Suburban Company. The Suburban 
Company agrees to furnish to the Western Company, at a reasonable price and 
for such period as the Western Company may desire, such electric power as may 
be required to operate that part of its railroad constructed over private prop- 
erty between its wharf or wharves and coal pockets at or near Cowesett Bay . 
and the tracks of the Suburban Company. 

Fourth. The incorporators agree that the Western Company shall deliver 
to the Suburban Company, at the point of connection between the tracks of said 
companies at or near Cowesett Bay in the town of Warwick, all cars operated 
over the Western Company's road for the carriage of passengers or freight to 
any point lying beyond said point of connection. And that the Western Com- 
pany shall deliver to the Suburban Company at the point of connection between 
the tracks of said company at or near the village of Hope, all cars operated by 
the Western Company over its road for the carriage of passengers or freight to 
or through any point lying southerly of said village. And that the Western 
Company will not make any physical connection whereby cars can be inter- 
changed, with the tracks of any railroad company (except the Suburban and 
the Providence & Danielson Railway Company) in the towns of Scituate or 
Smithfield, nor make any contract or traffic arrangement with any railroad com- 
pany except the Suburban Company and the Providence & Danielson Railway 
Company for interchange of traffic at any point within said towns of Scituate 
or Smithfield. 

Fifth. The Western Company shall not assign this contract, nor any right or 
privilege granted thereby or enjoyed by virtue thereof, without the consent in 
writing of the Suburban Company. 

Sixth. It is understood and agreed that this contract is to be binding upon the 
Western Rhode Island Railway Company when the same is organized, and that 
the more effectually to accomplish this purpose this contract shall be ratified, 
approved, confirmed, signed, sealed, and acknowledged by said Western Rhode 
Island Railway Company as soon as the organization of said company is com- 
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pleted. And the incorporators hereby agree to procure such ratification and 
execution of this contract to be properly made at the first meeting of said 
corporation and immediately upon its organization. 

Seventh. This contract shall run for a period of fifty (50) years from and after 
the date of the incorporation of the Western Company; and during that period, 
shall be binding upon the Suburban and the Western Companies, and their re- 
spective successors and assigns: Provided, however ^ that if the act incorpora- 
ting the Western Company shall be altered from the form heretofore agreed upon 
between the parties hereto, and hereto annexed as "Exhibit A," the Suburban 
Company may, at its option, by written notice given to the incorporators within 
ten (10) days of the passage of said act of incorporation, declare this contract null 
and void.

To the City Council, Pawtucket, R. I. 

Gentlemen: — At meetings of both branches of the city council held in Jan- 
uary, 1903, the following joint resolution was passed: 

Resolved, That the Joint Standing Committee on Railroads be and the same 
hereby is authorized and empowered to confer with the officials of the Interstate 
Consolidated Street Railroad Company and the Rhode Island Company, or their 
representatives, relative to any and all matters having to do with the improve- 
ment of the street railway facilities of the city of Pawtucket; to receive from 
them propositions as to the solution of the questions involved, and to make 
tentatively counter propositions; to hold such public hearings as may, in its 
opinion, be advisable; and to take such other action as may tend toward an 
adjustment of existing conditions; and to report to the city council the result 
of its labors as soon as. feasible, with recommendations, if it shall see fit. 
In March the following joint resolution was passed by both branches: * 
Resolved, That the Joint Standing Committee on Railroads be and they are 
hereby authorized to expend a sum not exceeding fifty doUars, to be used in 
printing its report and the expenses incident thereto; and the City Auditor is 
hereby directed to charge the amount so spent to the appropriation for print- 
ing, advertising, binding, and stationery. 



Acting under authority of these resolutions, we have the honor to report to 
the city council, as follows: 

Immediately upon receiving the necessary authority we notified the officiials 
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of the Rhode Island Company, controlling the three railroads with which we 
were authorized to treat, of the city council's action, and expressed a desire to 
meet them with a view to the settlement of this long disputed question. A sub- 
committee of this committee, consisting of Chairman Davis, Secretary Curtis, 
and Alderman Arnold, was appointed to carry on the preliminary negotiations. 
This sub-committee held a number of meetings with Mr. Marsden J. Perry, 
President of the Rhode Island Company, Mr. Albert T. Potter, Vice President, 
and Mr. Robert Robert I. Todd, General Manager. Negotiations being under 
way, the sub-committee ceased its labors as such, and the plans as herein set 
forth were completed by the entire committee. 



In February your committee was requested by His Honor Mayor Higgins to 
meet a committee from the Pawtucket Business Men's Association and another 
from the Pawtucket Retail Merchants' Association, which had been appointed 
some time before to co-operate in an effort to get more light on the railroad 
problem, and your committee met the following gentlemen at the Mayor's office: 
His Honor Mayor James H. Higgins, George A. Carpenter, City Engineer; Messrs. 
James Linton, Nathan H. Colwell and Frank Tingley, representing the Pawtucket 
Business Men's Association, and Messrs. Frank McArdle and Michael Moy, repre- 
senting the Pawtucket Retail Merchants' Association. 

This meeting was entirely informal. The business men expressed their views 
on the general situation, particularly regarding that portion of the iniprove- 
ment popularly known as **the Main Street question." These gentlemen, rep- 
resenting important associations of the city's business men, materially assisted 
your committee by their assurances of hearty co-operation and their suggestions 
as to what would be a satisfactory solution of the questions involved from their 
standpoint. 



Your committee held two public hearings in the Aldermanic chamber at City 
Hall, of which the public were notified by the following advertisement.

At the fii'st hearing there was an attendance, notwithstanding that the even- 
ing was very stormy, so large as to indicate a high degree of interest in the 
question assigned for that night. Those who addressed the committee were 
Hon. Hugh J. Carroll, representing the East Side Improvement Society, James 
L. Jenks, Esq., representing certain residents on Walcott street, Lellan J. Tuck, 
Esq., representing the trustees of the Pawtucket Congregational Church, and 
Messrs. Frank O'Reilly, Edward Smith, Bernard T. Lennon, Patrick McNeal, 
Joseph Anderton, Robert Braley, Hon. James E. Banigan, and Joseph McVay. 

Upon the night advertised for the second hearing your committee met at 8 
o'clock and remained in session until 8:30, during which time no citizen appeared 
to be heard in the matter. 



Meetings with the railroad officials Were resumed at the Pawtucket City Hall, 
and have continued at frequent intervals until the present time. 



The matter of railroad facilities in the center of the city has always been one 
of the most stubborn questions for consideration. Your committee, from the 
beginning, agreed unanimously that the widening and double-tracking of Main 
street would best serv^e the city's interests. In view, however, of the considera- 
ble expense involved this was not deemed practicable in the present condition 
of the city finances, unless a material portion of the expense should be assumed 
by the railroad company. Not deeming $25,000 — the amount that the railroad 
company had offered to pay — a sufficient amount, your committee declined to 
agree to the widening of Main street and suggested a plan which should 'provide 
for a single track on Main street, and tracks on High, Summer and Exchange 
streets, upon which all cars bound northerly should run. 

This being represented by the railroad company to be impracticable from the 
standpoint of operation, your committee consented to further consider the Main 
street question, provided an equitable arrangement of expense could be agreed 
upon. 

Expert advice w^as then secured by the committee, through the city engineer 
and other competent persons, as to the approximate cost of widening Main street 
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to 50 feet fcom High to Broad streets, and to 48 or 50 feet from Dexter to Garden 
streets. The estimate of the engineers was such as to indicate that the total 
cost of the improvement would not exceed $175,000. 



Your committee believed, in the general interest of the city, that an arrange- 
ment should be made whereby all the railroad lines in the city should be operated 
under limited franchises and fixed rentals for the Use of the city's streets, the 
same as the Pawtucket Street Railway Company now has. This your committee 
considered one of the important questions. 



Additional facilities on the east side of the river early occupied the most earn- 
est attention of your committee. Three distinct improvements were demanded 
here by the public, namely, a line to the Slater Memorial Park, a line to open up 
that territory near and south of Division street, popularly known as "the plains," 
and an addition to the Prospect street line to reach Phillipsdale. In the con- 
sideration of the last two questions the committee had little difficulty in reaching 
a decision; the first was much more perplexing. 

Besides the questions mentioned above, your committee was obliged to con- 
sider upwards of thirty distinct problems, some of which embraced many minor 
details. In considering all the questions involved it was not possible to settle any 
strictly upon its own merits, as each problem had a bearing upon every other 
in the securing of a satisfactory system and an equitable adjustment. 



After a most thoughtful consideration of the whole question, your committee 
unanimously recommends: 

To the board of aldermen, the passage of such measures as shall have the 
effect of widening Main street in accordance with the accompanying plan, which 
is hereby made a part of this report and marked ''Exhibit A." 

To the city council, the passage of the accompanying ordinances, marked 
"Exhibits B," "C," and "D," which are as follows: 

EXHIBIT B. 



PAWTUCKET STREET RAILWAY COMPANY. 

It is ordained by the City Council of the City of Pawtucket as follows: 

Section 1. The Pawtucket Street Railway Company is hereby granted 
permission to lay rails for tracks of the standard gauge of four (4) feet, eight 
and one-half (8 J) inches, with suitable turnouts wherever necessary, and to erect 
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and maintain poles and wires, and to operate cars for the carriage of passengers 
and freight over said rails or tracks by the overhead electric trolley systena, over, 
along and through the following streets and highways within said city, namely : 
A "inglf, tifilirh '" North Main Street from Ea st Str eet to Middle Street, con- 
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Such tracks as may be required in East Avenue and Main Street to connect 
the track now operated by the Union Railroad Company in East Avenue, with 
both of the tracks in Main Street as relocated, so that cars can be operated from 
East Avenue into Main Street in either direction, and from Main Street into 
East Avenue, without reversing. 

A single track in East Avenue from Pidge Avenue to the City line. 
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A single track in Main Street from Broad Street to Garden Street; said track 
to be in addition to the track of the Union Railroad Company in said Main Street, 
which is to be relocated. 

A single track in Weeden Street from Smithfield Avenue to the Power Road, 
and in the Power Road from Weeden Street to Francis Avenue. 

Said tracks are to be of grooved rails where the streets are paved or macad- 
amized, and of T rails in other places. 

Sec. 2. Said Pawtucket Street Railway Company is also granted permis- 
sion to reconstruct its existing system of tracks within the City, by changing all 
its narrow gauge tracks and tuni-outs (including its double track in Main Street 
between North Main Street and Broad Street, but excepting such of its tracks 
as are to be abandoned, as hereinafter provided) to standard gauge of four (4) 
feet, eight and one-half (8 J) inches, and by relocating said tracks and turn-outs, 
wherever necessary to such reconstruction, in the streets where they now are; 
and to erect and maintain poles and wires, and to operate cars for the carriage of 
passengers and freight over its system, as so reconstructed, by the overhead 
electric trolley system. Grooved rails shall be used in such reconstruction w^here 
the streets are paved or macadamized and T rails in other places. 

Sec. 3. Said company is also authorized to 'discontinue and abandon its 
tracks in the following streets and highways, namely: 
• In East Street from North Main Street to Fountain Street. ' ^ 

In Fountain Street from East Street to Japonica Street. 

In Middle Street from East Street to North Main Street. 

In Japonica Street from Fountain Street to Broadway. 

In Newport Avenue from Central Avenue to the present terminus, Provided, 
that said track in Newport Avenue shall not be abandoned until the tracks in 
Central Avenue from Cottage Street to Newport Avenue are changed to stand- 
ard gauge. 

Sec. 4. Said Company is also authorized to extend its tracks in Dexter 
Street, under or over the location of the New York, New Hav^n & Hartford 
Railroad Company, to a connection with its track in Main Street, whenever the 
grades of Dexter Street and of the tracks of said railroad company are separated, 
and thereupon to discontinue and abandon its track in Railroad Avenue; and 
also to connect its tracks in Broad Street, near the present passenger station of 
the New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad Company, by laying rails in 
said street under or over the location of said New York, New Haven & Hartford 
Railroad Company, whenever the grades of Broad Street and of the tracks of 
said Railroad Company are separated, and thereupon to discontinue and aban- 
don its tracks in Humes Street from Broad Street to the trestle, and in Ex- 
change Street from Broad Street to said trestle. 
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Sec. 5. Said Company is also authorized to use, without charge, so much 
of the land of the City, at or near the intersection of Brook Street and the loca- 
tion of the New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad Company, as may be 
necessary for the purpose of erecting and maintaining a trestle, suitable for 
carrying the tracks of said Company over the tracks of the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad Company — the location of said trestle and the 
approaches to the same to be approved by the City Council before construction 
is undertaken by the Railroad Company. 

Sec. 6. Said Company is also . authorized to remove its line of feed wires 
now running from East Avenue into Main Street easterly, and to Ipcate said 
line of feed wires, with poles to support the same, across Main Street, through 
High Street from Main Street to Blackstone Street, and through Blackstone 
Street on both sides of the river, and across the river from High Street to 
Fountain Street. 

Sec. 7. No passenger car shall hereafter be used upon any of the tracks of 
said Company, within the City, the maximum length of which shall exceed 
forty-two (42) feet over all or the maximum width of which shall exceed nine 
(9) feet over all or the maximum weight of which shall exceed forty-two thous- 
and (42,000) pounds when empty or sixty thousand (60,000) pounds when 
loaded. And said Company shall be subject to such reasonable rules and regu- 
lations relating to the size of cars to be used for the carriage of freight, and the 
hours when such cars shall be operated, as may be established from time to time 
by the City Council. 

. Sec. 8. The City Council may, at any time, by ordinance, require the Com- 
pany to provide the same street sprinkler service used in the City of Providence, 
at the same price which the City of Providence pays for such service. 

Sec. 9. The work of reconstructing the said Company's system, as herein- 
before authorized, shall be completed, and cars shall be operated over all the 
lines hereby authorized to be constructed on or before January 1, A. D. 1905. 
Provided, however, that a reasonable extension of time shall be allowed in case 
construction shall be delayed by strikes, inability to obtain materials, or other 
unavoidable or unforeseen cause. 

Sec. 10. The rights above granted shall be exercised under the direction of 
the Commissioner of Public Works, subject to all the conditions and requirements 
under which said Company now has the right to use the streets of the City, by 
virtue of the laws of the State, the ordinances of the City, and the agreement 
between the City and the Company dated June 20, A. D. 1893. The map ac- 
companying the report, made to the City Council under date of May 27, A. D. 
1903, by the Joint Standing Committee on Railroads, is hereby referred to and 
made a part of this ordinance, for the purpose of showing the street railway 
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system of the City as it will be when reconstructed in accordance with the pro- 
visions hereof, and said map is hereby ordered to be recorded in the offiec of the 
City Clerk. 

Sec. 11. This ordinance shall take effect immediately. Provided, how- 
ever, that it shall become null and void, unless the Pawtucket Street Railway 
Company shall, within sixty (60) days after its passage, file an agreement in 
writing, signed by its president and secretary thereunto duly authorized, to 
complete the work herein authorized to be done, on or before January 1, A. D. 
1905, unless prevented by some of the causes enumerated in Section 9; and also 
its bond, executed by the same officers, and in form to be approved by the City 
Solicitor, to pay to the City Treasurer of the City of Pawtucket, the sum of One 
Hundred Thousand (100,000) Dollars whenever the City shall have widened 
Main Street from East Avenue to Gaiden Street to a width of thirty-two (32) 
feet from curb to curb, and done all other acts and things which it may be nec- 
essary for said City to do in order to enable said Company or the Rhode Island 
Company as its lessee to construct and operate a double track of the standard 
gauge of four (4) feet, eight and one-half (8J) inches through said Main Street 
between Broadway and Garden Street. 



EXHIBIT C. 



UNION RAILROAD COMPANY. 
It is ordained hy the City Council of the City of Pawtucket as follows: 

Section 1. The Union Railroad Company is hereby authorized to relocate 
the track which it now operates and maintains in Main Street between Broad 
Street and Garden Street, so as to permit the location of a parallel track of stand- 
ard gauge in said Main Street between said points by the Pawtucket Street Rail- 
way Company. And said Union Railroad Company is also authorized and 
empowered to erect and maintain poles and wires, and to operate cars for the 
carriage of passengers and freight over said track, as relocated, and over all 
other tracks now operated by it within the City by the overhead electric trolley 
system. 

Sec. 2. No passenger car shall hereafter be used upon any of the tracks of 
said Union Railroad Company, within the city, the maximum length of which 
shall exceed forty-two feet over all, or the maximum width of which shall ex- 
ceed nine feet over all, or the maximum weight of which shall exceed 
forty-two thousand pounds when empty or sixty thousand pounds when 
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loaded. The said company shall be subject to such reasonable rules and regu- 
lations relating to the size of cars to be used for the carriage of freight, and the 
hours when such cars shall be operated, as may be established from time to time 
by the City Council. 

Sec. 3. The Union Railroad Company shall hereafter pay to the City Treas- 
urer of the City of Pawtucket a special tax upon its gross earnings within said 
city, to be ascertained in the same manner and to be computed at the same rate 
as is provided in case of the Pawtucket Street Railway Company in the contract 
now existing between the City and said Pawtucket Street Railway Company. 
And in consideration of said payments, said Union Railroad Company shall, 
so long as the Pawtucket Street Railway Company continues to enjoy exclu- 
sive rights, privileges and franchises in the streets and highways in which loca- 
tions have heretofore been granted to it, have and enjoy the like exclusive 
rights, privil^es and franchises in the streets and highways in which said Union 
Railroad Company now has, or in which it may hereafter be granted, such loca- 
tions. And said Union Railroad Company shall make returns of its gross earn- 
ings to the City Treasurer of the City of iPawtucket, at the same time and in the 
same manner as the returns of the Pawtucket Street Railway Company are re- 
quired to be made. 

Sec. 4. The City Council may at any time, by ordinance, require the Union 
Railroad Company to provide the same street sprinkler service used in the City 
of Providence, at the same price which the City of Providence pays for such 
service. v 

Sec. 5. This ordinance shall take effect immediately.

RHODE ISLAND SUBURBAN RAILWAY COMPANY, 

, SUCCESSOR OF INTERSTATE CONSOLIDATED STREET RAILWAY COMPANY. 

It is ordained by the City Council of the City of Pawtucket as follows: 

Section 1. The Rhode Island Suburban Railway Company, successor of 
the Interstate Consolidated Street Railway Company, is hereby authorized to 
abandon the tracks heretofore operated by said Interstate Consolidated Street 
Railway Company in the following streets, namely: In High Street from Main 
Street to the Central Falls line, and in Exchange Street from High Street to 
North Main Street: Provided, however, that said tracks shall not be abandoned 
until the tracks of the Pawtucket Street Railway Company on North Main Street

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from Main Street to Exchange Street are widened to standard gauge; and said 
Company is hereby authorized to carry freight over all its tracks within the City, 
not abandoned as hereinbefore provided. 

Sec. 2. No passenger car shall hereafter be used upon any of the tracks of 
said Company, within the City, the maximum length of which shall exceed 
forty-two feet over all, or the maximum width of which shall exceed nine feet 
over all, or the maximum weight of which shall exceed forty-two thousand 
pounds when empty or sixty thousand pounds when loaded. The said Company 
shall be subject to such reasonable rules and regulations relating to the size of 
cars to be used for the carriage of freight, and the hours when such cars shall be 
operated, as may be established from time to time by the City Council. 

Sec. 3. The Rhode Island Suburban Railway Company shall hereafter 
pay to the City Treasurer of the City' of Pawtucket (in lieu of all taxes imposed 
upon the gross receipts of the Interstate Consolidated Street Railway Company 
by virtue of the ordinances under which its tracks were permitted to be located 
in the streets of the City) a special tax upon its gross earnings within said City, 
to be ascertained in the same manner and to be computed at the same rate as 
is provided in case of the Pawtucket Street Railway Company in the contract 
now existing between the City and said Pawtucket Street Railway Company. 
And in consideration of said payments, said Rhode Island Suburban Railway 
Company shall, so long as the Pawtucket Street Railway Company continues 
to enjoy exclusive rights, privileges and franchises in the streets and highways 
in which locations have heretofore been granted to it, have and enjoy the like 
exclusive rights, privileges and franchises in the streets and highways in which 
said Rhode Island Suburban Railway Company now has locations, as the suc- 
cessor in title of the Interstate Consolidated Street Railway Company, or in 
which locations may hereafter be granted to said Rhode Island Suburban Rail- 
way Company. And said Rhode Island Suburban Railway Company shall 
make returns of its gross earnings to the City Treasurer of the City of Paw- 
tucket, at the same time and in the same manner as the returns of the Pawtucket 
Street Railway Company are required to be made. 

Sec. 4. The City Council may, at any time, by ordinance, require the Rhode 
Island Suburban Railway Company to provide the same street sprinkler service 
used in the City of Providence, at the same price which the City of Providence 
pays for such service. 

Sec. 5. This ordinance shall take effect immediately. 



In closing, it may be stated that your committee has had many meetings and 
has given many hours of labor to the solution of the questions involved. It has 
found the representatives of the railroad company to be entirely fair and cour- 
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teous, and both sides have considered the problem as a business proposition and 
spared no efforts for its adjustment. It is due to all to say that at no time has 
anjrthing but harmony existed either between your committee and the railroad 
officials or between the individual members of your comniittee. Much care and 
thought have been given to the plan now recommended, which your committee 
believes in its entirety well conserves the best interests of the whole city of 
Pawtucket.

INTERSTATE COMMERCE COMMISSION. 



SYNOPSIS OF THE SEVENTEENTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE INTER- 
STATE COMMERCE COMMISSION, TRANSMITTED TO CONGRESS 
DECEMBER 18, 1903. 



The preliminary income account for the year ending June 30, 1903, shows rail- 
way returns for 401,457 miles of line, which is approximately 98 per cent, of the 
entire mileage in the United States. Gross earnings for that year amounted to 
$1,890,150,679, or $9,382 per mile of Une. Operating expenses aggregated 
$1,248,520,483, or $6,197 per mile, leaving net earnings of $641,630,196, or 
$3,185 per mile. Fifty-three million dollars in taxes are not included in this 
statement of operating expenses. Compared with the previous year the net 
earnings are greater by some thirty-four millions and stock dividends axe greater 
by nearly ten millions. In 1897 the gross earnings averaged only $6,122 and 
operating expenses $4,106 per mile of line. 

THE ELKINS LAW. 

The legislation passed by the last Congress, commonly known as the Elkins 
law, is discussed. The Commission says that the orginal law, the act to regulate 
conmierce, embraces two distinct objects, or seeks to correct two kinds of rail- 
road abuses: First, to secure the publication of tariff rates which shall be just 
and reasonable and free from discriminations; and, second, to compel carriers 
to observe the tariffs so published without variation or exception. 

Broadly speaking, the latter class of offences only are affected by the Elkins 
Act, the provisions of which are mainly designed to prevent or more effectually 
reach those infractions of law, like the payment of rebates and kindred practices, 
which are classed as misdemeanors. Under this amendment the railway cor- 
poration itself is liable to prosecution in all cases where its officers and agents 
are liable under the former law. This change corrects a defect which has always 
been a source of embarrassment, because it gave immunity to the principal and 
beneficiary of a guilty transaction. It is believed that much benefit will result 
from the fact that proceedings can now be taken against the corporation. 
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This amendment abolished the penalty of imprisonment, and the only pun- 
ishment now provided is the imposition of fines. Whether the good results 
claimed for this change will be realized is by no means certain; but the present 
plan should doubtless be continued until its utility is further tested. 

As the former law was construed by the courts, it was not sufficient to show 
that a secret and preferential rate had been allowed; there had to be further 
proof of the payment of schedule charges, or at least higher charges than those 
in question, by some other person on like and contemporaneous shipments. 
The practical result of this construction was to render successful prosecutions 
extremely difficult because the required evidence could rarely be secured. Under 
the amendment the shipper is liable whenever the carrier is liable, while either 
or both of them may be convicted by simply proving that the rate charged is not 
covered by the tariff applicable to the transaction. 

The further provisions of this law, affecting what may be called civil remedies, 
are also mentioned. One of these makes it lawful to include as parties, in ad- 
dition to the carrier complained of, all persons interested in or affected by the 
matters involved in the proceeding. 

Another and more essential provision in the amended statute is the one which 
confers jurisdiction upon the circuit courts of the United States to restrain de- 
parture from published rates, or "any discrimination forbidden by law," by writ 
of injunction or other appropriate process. This writ or process is enforcible 
as well against parties interested in the traffic as against the carrier. 

The Commission feels warranted in saying that the beneficial bearing of this 
amendatory legislation became evident from the time of its passage, and that it 
has proved a wise and salutary enactment. It has corrected serious defects in 
the original law and greatly aided the attainment of some of the purposes for 
which that law was enacted. It is believed that never before in the railroad 
history of this country have tariff rates been so well or generally observed as 
they are at the present time. Other things, however, have contributed to the 

« 

-improved conditions now prevailing, and among them is the great increase in 
traffic, which, in most parts of the country, continues to move in unprecedented 
volume. The test of the law will come when a lessened volume of competitive 
traffic invites sharp contest for business. 

The Commission does not mean to say, however, that preferences are no longer 
secured of the nature which the recent law aims to prevent. Tariffs as pub- 
lished and filed are now generally observed, but in some cases the tariffs them- 
selves are so framed and contain such provisions as to permit preferences without 
departing from their terms, and some illustrations are given. The tariffs are 
not departed from in such cases, but the things which can be done in accordance 
with the tariff may be equivalent to the payment of a rebate. The letter of the 
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law is observed, but its purpose may be disregarded. The circumstance that 
such discriminations occur does not detract from the excellence of the measure 
in question. The amended law appears to be efficient and workable, and grati- 
fying progress has already been made in the publication of tariffs and in the ob- 
servance of the rates thereby announced. 

The other class of offences which the original act prohibited is not at all re- 
strained by the amendment in question. Valuable as such amendment is, it 
has added nothing whatever to the power of the Conmiission to correct a tariff 
rate which is unreasonably high or which operates with discriminating effect. 
It greatly aids the observance of tariff charges, but affords no remedy for those 
who are injured by such charges, either when they are excessive or when they 
are inequitably adjusted. This is the point to which the attention of Congress 
has been repeatedly called; this is a defect in the regulating statute which de- 
mands attention. In previous reports the Commission has carefully pointed 
out the amendments deemed essential and explained in detail the reasons for 
its recommendations, and it is unable to add anything of value to the presenta- 
tion heretofore made. Its duty in this regard has been performed. 

The Commission further points out that the effect of the Elkins amendment 
has been to bring about in many cases an increase of railroad charges, and, as a 
result of the maintenance of rates, has operated to intensify whatever was wrong 
in the tariffs themselves. This is doubtless one explanation of the marked in- 
crease in the number of formal complaints made to the Commission during the 
present year, which are more than double those of the previous year and more 
than four times the number of those received the year before. The fact that 
such complaints multiply is highly significant. Yet the authority of the Com- 
mission in respect to these matters has not been enlarged in the least by the 
amendment in question. However plain a given case may appear, or however 
clearly injustice may be established by pertinent proof, the only order which 
the Commission has power to make is the limited and inconclusive order to 
"cease and desist" from charging the rates or doing the things found to be un- 
lawful; yet even that order has no binding force upon the carrier, but can be 
disregarded with impunity until compliance is decreed by the courts at the end 
of tedious and expensive litigation. That there is an increasing number of com- 
plaints is accounted for by the fact that aggrieved shippers have no other re- 
course, and so appeal to the Commission in the hope of some relief from con- 
ditions which they regard as intolerable. 

ADVANCES IN FREIGHT RATES. 

One of the most significant things in railway operations for the past three 
years has been the marked and general advance in rates. Six years ago railroad 
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witnesses often insisted that railway rates could not be advanced, but the history 
of the lafit three years has discredited these predictions. These advances in 
transportation charges have accrued principally through increase of the pub- 
lished rate itself. Such increase applies in almost all sections of the country and 
to many of the most important kinds of traffic. With some exceptions, class 
rates have not been increased. There have been actual increases in rates upon 
those commodities constituting the bulk of railroad traffic, such as coal, grain, 
limber, live stock, dressed meats, and packing-house products. An exception 
in the case of packing-house products from Missouri River points to Chicago is 
noted. Many advances have been worked by changes in classifications. The 
class rates have generally remained the same, but numerous commodities have 
been advanced from a lower to a higher class. Many commodities which form- 
erly took a special commodity rate have been restored to the classification. 
There has also been a constant disposition to remove sp>ecial privileges which 
had previously been accorded and to charge for services for which before no 
charge had been made. 

These increases are general, and while, as applied to the movement of a con- 
siderable quantity of a,given article, they are comparatively small, they amount 
in the aggregate to an enormous sum. The effect of these advances has been to 
correspondingly increase the tax laid upon the general body of producers and 
consumers in this country for the benefit of the owners of railway property. 
These advances have been usually, if not always, the result of concerted action 
by the carriers. It is idle to say that where such a condition exists there has 
not been an understanding between thef carriers. The theory of our law has 
been that competition between different carriers would prevent unreasonable 
advances and secure reasonable rates. 

Without expressing an opinion as to whether the action of these carriers has 
amounted to violation of law — and they insist that it has not — the Commission 
desires to point out clearly and emphatically the fact that such concert of action 
does prevail as practically eliminates all competition in the tariff rate. Com- 
petition formerly resulted mainly from the granting of secret rates which often 
resulted in the publication of the lower rate; but to-day rates are maintained 
and there is, therefore, no inducement to a particular carrier to reduce the pub- 
lished rate, since each appears to understand that a reduction by it must be 
immediately followed by a reduction on the part of its competitors. The re- 
quirement of the law that carriers shall compete affords no protection to the 
public. 

It has been frequently said that the adjustment of freight rates is a delicate 

commercial proposition, which could only be dealt with by people having a most 

intimate knowledge of conditions and could not be revised by any outside body. 
24 
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The advances in the last three years have not been made upon that theory. 
They have not originated with the traffic representatives of the various systems, 
but rather with the financial heads of those systems. Railway managers insist 
that these advances have been justified by increased cost of operation, and that 
the whole country is experiencing a period of prosperity in which railways are 
entitled to share. It will probably be conceded that railways ought to share in 
the general prosperity, and it is also certain that in some respects the cost of 
operation has very materially advanced. On the other hand, many economies 
in the way of railway operation have been introduced, and the great increase in 
the amount of traffic has enabled railroads to handle it cheaper in proportion. 
A table is given showing the gross and net earnings per mile of all railways in 
the United States since 1897. This shows that both gross and net earnings 
have very materially increased during that period. 

The Commission sees no assurance of a corresponding decline in rates in the 
future. It is hardly conceivable that if traffic were to fall ofiF, if gross earnings 
were to decrease, if times were to become less prosf>erous, that the carriers 
would for that reason reduce their rates. It is true that in case of hard times 
railroads would be obliged to reduce their rates in certain cases, and 
if there were competition between different lines serving difiFerent markets so 
that the rate to one market, or from a particular source of supply, were reduced, 
this would of necessity lead to a corresponding reduction to other markets and 
from other sources of supply. But relative rates have been pretty thoroughly 
adjusted between all parts of the country, and the unification of railway prop- 
erty is such that to-day it is an easy Aatter to prevent a decrease in rates, ex- 
cept under peculiar conditions and as applied to isolated commodities. 

There is now no way in which these advances can be prevented. If they 
are just and reasonable they ought not to be prevented. In cases where the 
reasonableness of charges is fairly in doubt the benefit of that doubt should be 
given to the railways; but it is impossible to contemplate with indifference the 
fact that the results of all the recent improvements in transportation facilities 
is an increase in the transportation chaise, or to remember with indifference 
that this species of property now possesses the power to tax unjustly every other 
species of property. If these charges are unreasonable, they are a most insidi- 
ous means of taking unjustly from the general body of the public for the benefit 
of the few, and some means should be devised by which this can be prevented. 

The Commission further points out that some interstate carriers have refused 
to furnish in their annual reports information required by the Commission, and 
says that as information of this kind becomes more and more, important there 
is an inevitable tendency to refuse its production. The Commission recommends 
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that a penalty be provided for failure to file such reports or furnish information 
therein as required by the Commission. 

CONCESSIONS TO FAVORED SHIPPERS IN PUBLISHED TARIFFS. 

While the Commission believes that rates have been generally maintained 
during the past year, the necessity which carriers have felt in this respect haa 
begotten a new crop of expedients for the purpose of favoring particular ship- 
pers. One of these methods is illustrated by facts developed in an inquiry 
recently held at Hutchinson, Kans. The salt industry in Kansas is carried on 
by the Hutchinson-Kansas Salt Company, popularly known as the combine or 
trust, and by independent operators. It was indicated by testimony that salt 
rates from Hutchinson, Kans., and similar territory to the Missouri River, were 
not generally maintained previous to the spring of 1902, but since that time 
that rates named in the tariffs have been charged. The Santa Fe, Missouri 
Pacific, and Rock Island systems, all having lines leading from Hutchinson, 
made joint tariffs with the Hutchinson and Arkansas River Railroad Company 
covering the transportation of salt to Missouri River points, and some of the 
tariffs applied to other points as well. This Hutchinson and Arkansas River 
Railroad Company, while incorporated, does not operate any railroad or own 
any equipment, but it does own some switch tracks or sidings adjacent to what 
is know as the Morton Mill, owned by the Kansas Salt Company. This railroad 
company received under the joint tariffs 25 per cent, of the rates, but not ex- 
ceeding 50 cents per ton. The persons who control this railway company are 
those in control of the so-called salt trust, and they receive the benefit of the 
division accorded to the Hutchinson and Arkansas River Railroad Company. 

It was testified that 50 cents a ton represented a fair profit to the producer, 
and that the trust was selling salt under contract at the Missouri River at a price 
with which the independent operators could not compete. This price drove the 
independent operator out of that business, and it would *not have been made 
had not this division been given to the Hutchinson and Arkansas River Rail- 
road Company. 

There is reason to believe that devices of this nature are frequently resorted 
to. If the present law is not sufficient to reach a case of this sort, it is evident 
that some amendment should be secured which will; for if carriers are free to 
make contracts and divisions of this nature it is evident that they may prefer 
at their option one manufacturer to another. 

EVILS RESULTING FROM THE USE OF PRIVATE CARS. 

The Commission refers again to the evils resulting from excessive pa5rments 
by railroad companies for the use of private cars, particularly those owned and 
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« 
controlled by shippers. Refrigerator cars, tank cars, and stock cars are the 

kinds of cars mentioned as receiving excessive mileage. The mileage first al- 
lowed on refrigerator cars was three-fourths of a cent per car for each mile run, 
but this was afterwards increased to one cent in the territory west of Chicago 
and St. Louis, and is also understood to apply between Chicago and New England 
via Montreal. The running of these refrigerator cars in special trains and on 
fast schedules and the prompt returning of empty cars greatly increases the earn- 
ings of this class of equipment. 

Whether extravagant allowances are made to shippers for cars which they 
own, or are made to outside car owners who divide the allowances with the 
shippers, the difference is in method only, and the same discriminating result 
follows in both cases. That the earnings of shippers' cars of the refrigerator 
type are grossly excessive is generally believed. A comparison is made between 
the earnings of shippers' cars used for the .movement of packing-house products 
with those of the same description owned by the railroad companies. 

Without commenting further upon this subject or mentioning the various 
methods of reform which have been proposed, the Commission repeats the 
opinion it has heretofore expressed — that the private ownership of cars by ship- 
pers, or by outside concerns which furnish them to shippers, is wrong in prin- 
ciple, because of the unjust and discriminating results which naturally if not 
inevitably attend the use of equipment not owned or absolutely controlled by 
the carrier. 

The Commission recommends that the payment of car mileage for the use of 
private cars be regulated, and says that unless some better plan can be devised, 
through voluntary action by the carriers or with the aid of legislation, the allow- 
ance for the use of private cars should be controlled by the Commission, at least 
to the same extent as the rates of transportation. 

, VALUATION OF RAILWAYS. 

The Commission calls attention to the importance of a trustworthy valuation 
of railway property in the United States, as the judicial rules for the determi- 
nation of reasonable rates for freight and passenger traffic lay stress upon the 
fair value of the roads whose rates are the subject of complaint. Closely con- 
nected with the question of reasonable railway rates is the question of reason- 
able railway taxation. 

In view of considerations stated in the report, the Commission recommends 
that the Congress take this matter under advisement. Of the various methods 
of valuing railway property, the one which seems to meet most nearly the neces- 
sities of the situation calls for a complete and detailed inventory of both physi- 
cal and nonphysical values. The other methods which come into competition 
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with the inventory method are, first, the acceptance of the book items of cost of 
-road and equipment and such other items as appear on the assets side of the 
balance sheet as standing for the value of railway property; or, second, the 
acceptance of the market price of railway obligations as a measure of that 
value. The salient features of the several methods are discussed in the report. 

EMPLOYMENT OF SPECIAL ATTORNEYS IN CASES BEFORE THE COMMISSION. 

The Commission has several times assigned its attorney to appear for the 
complainant in cases where formal cohiplaint has been made by private shippers 
or public associations, such attorney acting either alone or in connection with 
counsel furnished by the complainant. This practice, we understand, has been 
made the subject of some criticism. The Commission states the theory upon 
which it has proceeded in this respect. 

The act to regulate commerce was enacted for the purpose of correcting un- 
reasonable rates and discriminating practices in the interstate transportation 
of freight and passengers by rail. In the nature of things the wrongs aimed at 
are of small consequence to the individual as compared to their great importance 
to the public as a whole. It frequently results that a single individual can not 
afford to stand the burden of litigating the reasonableness of a freight rate, and 
this is true in many instances of the discrimination between commodities or local- 
ities. To create merely a right of action in such instances and establish a court 
to which the aggrieved shipper might apply, would afford no substantial relief. 
The business of transportation by rail has been designated as a quasi-public 
function. In many countries the public itself discharges that duty, but in our 
country it has been left to private enterprises. If the public delegates to 
others this duty, it must provide some means whereby the reasonableness of 
charges imposed and the fairness of practices involved may be determined at the 
public expense. 

This was the leading notion in enacting the interstate commerce law and 
creating this Commission. The Commission is not a court. It is in the nature 
of an administrative body invested with certain specific powers. In the ex- 
ercise of those powers it is required at times to hear and pass upon the com- 
plaints of individual shippers against interstate carriers. This, however, is 
but a small part of its duties. The act requires the Commission to execute and 
enforce its provisions, and the fullest power of inquiry into the methods and 
practices of carriers is accorded. The thirteenth section of the act makes it 
"the duty of the Commission to investigate matters complained of in such 
manner and by such means as it shall deem proper." 

We can not say to a complainant, "Employ your attorney, file your com- 
plaint, produce your proofs, state your claims, and we will decide the issue." 



190 REPORT OF RAILROAD COMMISSIONER. 

Shippers could not and will not be to the expense of prosecuting complaints 
before the Commission ordinarily under those conditions, nor should they be- 
required to do so. The investigation is for the public benefit and may properly 
be made at the public expense. Whenever a complaint involves a question of 
general application, either as to the unreasonableness of a rate or the existence 
of some discriminating practice, we deem it our duty to investigate that matter 
without undue expense to the one making the complaint. A most expeditious 
method is to proceed in a pending case by appointing some one to appear at the 
expense of the Government in the public interest. 

WORK OF THE OPERATING DIVISION. 

Attention is called to the great increase of work in this division, which has 
resulted from the greater number of complaints, large additions to the corre- 
spondence files, the necessity of sending out circulars in relation to important 
subjects under investigation, the work occasioned by compliance with resolu- 
tions of the Senate of the United States directing special investigations and 
reports, the inspection of railway equipment with reference to the enforcement 
of the safety appliance law, and the collection, tabulation, and publication of 
statistics secured in monthly repprts of railway accidents. 

COMPLAINTS BEFORE THE COMMISSION. 

Since the last report 544 cases have been presented to the Commission. The 
complaints in thiese cases constituted the bases of all informal and formal actions 
before the Commission, and the number includes a few investigations ordered 
by the Commission. The number of contested case» and investigations institu- 
ted for the year was 82, and these involved directly the rights and practices of 
296 carriers. The number of these cases in 1902 was 38, and in 1901 it was 19. 
A brief statement of the complaints in formal proceedings conducted during 
the year and the provisions of the law claimed to be violated is given in the 
report. The 462 cases handled informally by the Commission can not, on 
account of the great number, be referred to specifically in the text of the report. 
The cases of this description presented to the Commission during the year ex- 
ceeded the number submitted last year by 112. They embrace almost every 
grievance that can ordinarily arise in the relations of shipper and carrier. De- 
tailed statements of the formal and informal proceedings brought before the 
Commission are set forth in the appendix. 

HEARINGS AND INVESTIGATIONS. 

The places where hearings and investigations by the Commission have been 
held during the year, and the matters involved in the formal proceedings so 
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heard and investigated, are set forth in the report. The report also contains a 
statement of cases settled and discontinued. 

DECISIONS OP THE COMMISSION. 

A statement of the decisions of the Commission, rendered in formal proceed- 
ings, during the present year, is contained in the report. The cases in which 
these decisions were filed involved the following subjects: 

Advances in freight rates from the Mississippi River to the Atlantic seaboard. — 
This was a general investigation by the Commission with reference to advances 
in rates on grain and grain products, dressed meats and packing-house pro- 
ducts, and iron and steel articles. 

Greater charges for shorter than for longer distances. — Several cases involving 
this subject were contested. One related to export rates on grain from Wichita 
and Kansas City to Galveston; another to rates on lumber from points in Louis- 
iana, Arkansas, and Texas to Wichita and Topeka, Kans., Kansas City, Mo., 
Omaha and Lincoln, Nebr. ; another to transportation of sugar from Sugar City 
and Rocky Ford to Wichita and Hutchinson, Kans., and Kansas City, Mo.; 
another to coal from points in Missouri, Indian Territory, and Arkansas to Wichita 
and Kansas City; another to lumber shipped from Fountain Head, Gallitan, St. 
Blaise, Pilot Knob, and Nashville, Tenn., to Detroit, Mich.; another to rates on 
certain commodities from the Pacific coast, higher to Denver than to the Mis- 
souri River. 

Freight classification. — This subject was involved in a case relating to the 
classification of common soap in carloads and less than carloads. 

Application of carload rates to combined shipments. — Two cases were decided 
involving the question whether vehicles manufactured by different concerns, 
but combined and offered to the railroad company by one' party as consignor for 
transportation and delivery to one consignee, were entitled to the carload rate. 

Stop-over privilege on shipments of grain. — This case had reference to rates 
charged on grain reshipped from East St. Louis, 111., to Vicksburg, Miss., and 
other points in that vicinity. 

Passenger fares, — One case related to the passenger fare, greater in one 
direction than in the other, between the same points, and another involved a 
transfer charge made in the city of Richmond on the transportation of a pas- 
senger from Washington, D. C, to Moseley, Va. 

Reparation. — Decisions involving reparation were rendered in four cases 
described in the report. 

Extensions of time to comply with the safety appliance act. — A decision was 
rendered by the Commission upon a number of cases relating to applications 
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for extension of time within which to comply with the act of March 2, 1903, 
relating to safety appliances. 

COURT DECISIONS. 

One court decision was rendered during the year, continuing the temporary 
injunctions granted in 1902 by the court in Chicago, restraining carriers leading 
easterly to the Atlantic seaboard from departing from their published tariflf 
rates. The temporary injunctions granted by the circuit court at Kansas 
City about the same time have also been continued in force. Another injunc- 
tion case under the Elkins law involved the transportation of coal from West 
Virginia mines to Newport News, Va., and in that case a temporary injunction, 
restraining the carrier from departing from its published tariff rates on coal and 
other traffic, was granted. Five court decisions have been rendered during the 
year in cases involving enforcement of orders issued by the Commission. These 
are known as the Orange Routing Case, in which the circuit court for the south- 
ern district of California overruled demurrers to the petition of the Commission; 
the Lagrange, Ga., Long and Short Haul Case, decided adversely to the Com- 
mission by the United States Supreme Court; the Hampton, Fla., and Danville, 
Va., Long and Short Haul Cases, decided in favor of the carriers; and the Wil- 
mington, N. C, Case, relating to rates and traffic from western points to Wil- 
mington, as compared with those to Norfolk and other Virginia cities, which 
was also decided in favor of the defendant. In another case, brought to com- 
pel testimony and the production of documents before the Commission, the 
court held that the testimony and documents were not material or relevant to 
the matters in issue before the Commission, but the case is now pending on 
appeal in the United States Supreme Court. 

Other court decisions are discussed in the report under the heading of: "In- 
junction restraining the taking effect of advances in lumber rates," "Appor- 
tionment of railroad cars to competing coal mines," "Transportation beginning 
and ending in one State but passing through another," "Power of Congress to 
regulate interstate commerce," "Government-aided railroad and telegraph 
lines." 

CASES PENDING IN THE COURTS. 

The report contains a list of thirty civil cases pending in the courts. This 
includes fifteen proceedings brought to enjoin carriers from departing from their 
published tariff rates; eight cases to enforce orders of the Commission; a con- 
tempt proceeding for alleged failure to obey a decree of the circuit court en- 
forcing an order of the Commission; one proceeding to enforce the safety-appli- 
ance act; four mandamus cases to compel the filing of annual reports with the 
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Commission, and one case involving construction of the safety-appliance law 
in which the United States intervened upon request of the Commission. A 
number of other cases are about to be brought to enforce compliance with the 
safety-appliance law. Four criminal proceedings are also described. 

The Commission takes pleasure in saying that the Attorney-General has 
promptly and cheerfully complied with every request for the prosecution of civil 
and criminal proceedings, and has in various ways materially aided the efforts 
of the Commission to enforce the regulating statutes. 

THE SAFETY-APPLIANCE LAW. 

Since the last annual report of the Commission the safety-appliance law has 
been amended in important particulars by an amendment approved March 2, 
1903. This requires a fixed minimum of 50 per cent, of cars properly equipped 
with air brakes in working condition to be placed in each train. In cases where, 
because of high speed or steep grades, safety requires more than the 50 per cent, 
specified in the amendment, the railroad is responsible in accordance with the 
terms of the orginal act, for the use of enough power brakes to insure efficient 
control of the train without the use of hand brakes. 

The necessity of showing that a car was engaged in interstate commerce, 
a matter of great difficulty in many cases, has been obviated by this amendment. 
The law now applies to all equipment on lines engaged in interstate commerce, 
without regard to the service in which it is used. 

The use of tenders not equipped with automatic couplers sometimes defeated 
the intent of the law. The act now covers ''all trains, locomotives, tenders, 
cars, and similar vehicles used on any railroad engaged in interstate commerce." 
It therefore now covers snow plows, cabooses, derrick cars, and all other special 
vehicles; in fact, everything which requires to be coupled. The Commission 
has always been of the opinion that the coupler law was copiplied with only 
when the couplers of a train were in a condition to couple, and actually could be 
coupled, automatically by impact and uncoupled without the hazard of going 
between the cars. 

To promote this evident purpose of the act a provision was inserted- in the 
amendment that the act should apply "in all cases, whether or not the couplers 
brought together were of the same kind, make, or type." 

While t^is construction of the law has been practically accepted by all con- 
cerned, as a Federal court had taken a different view and as amendments to the 
law were under consideration, upon the attention of Congress being called to 
this decision, the law was amended. 

The railroads have had ten years to place their equipment in condition to 

25 
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meet the requirements of the law, and it is time it was complied with in every 
detail. 

Information lodged against I'arious railways. — The Commission ha« lodged 
information with the proper district attorneys of violations of the act by the 
following railroad companies: 

Denver and Rio Grande Railroad Company; Chicago, Rock Island and 
Pacific Railway Company; Wabash Railroad Company; Gulf, Colorado and 
Santa Fe Railway Company; Southern Railway Company; Wisconsin Central 
Railway Company; Texas and New Orleans Railroad Company; Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul Railway Company; Terminal Railroad Association 
of St. Louis; Wiggins Ferry Company; Illinois Central Railroad Company. 

The Commission has also requested the proper district attorneys to proceed 
against the following roads for failure to comply with the law relating to reports 
of accidents: Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific; Wabash Railroad Company, 
Chicago Great Western, and the Lehigh Valley Railroad Company. 

EXTENSIONS OF TIME FOR COMPLIANCE WITH THE LAW. 

Applicatiohs were received from a number of railroads asking for extensions 
of time within which to comply with the new law, and hearings on such applica- 
tions were had which resulted in certain extensions. These extensions related 
to the use of grab irons on the front ends and sides of locomotives; power-driv- 
ing-wheel brakes on narrow gauge locomotives; change of type of automatic 
couplers on passenger cars; and the air brake requirement of the law. 

Water brakes on Colorado roads. — The application to use locomotives without 
driving-wheel brakes came from the Denver and Rio Grande and the Colorado 
Southern, the only important narrow-gauge railroads in the country. These 
roads on their long and steep grades control the locomotive by the use of the 
** water brake." To permit this question to be laid before the Congress at its 
next session with a view to the amendment of the law, leave was given to these 
two roads to postpone until July 1, 1904, compliance with this provision. The 
extension applies only to a certain type of locomotives used in road service. 

Car couplers. — The passenger car coupler question was brought up by the 
Boston and Maine, which is changing the type of automatic couplers on its pas- 
senger cars and engines, putting on the Master Car Builders* type. An exten- 
sion was granted until January 1, 1904. 

The fifty per cent, requirement. — The applicants for an extension of time as to 
the fifty per cent, requirement presented as their chief argument the very serious 
congestion of freight traffic which has existed throughout the country nearly 
the whole of the past year, and which has greatly hampered the work of making 
up trains in yards. 
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The Pennsylvania Railroad was granted until July 1, 1904, except on certain 
divisions, where no extension was granted. On the Pennsylvania lines west 
of Pittsburg, the extension expires January 1 , 1904, with certain exceptions, and 
July 1, 1904, on^a small portion. 

The Erie Railroad (east of Salamanca) was granted until January 1, 1904, 
and the same extension was allowed the Lehigh Valley Railroad Company, the 
Toledo and Ohio Central Railroad Company, the Kanawha and Michigan Rail- 
way Company, the Hocking Valley Railway Company, the Cincinnati, Hamilton 
and Dayton Railway Company, and the Cincinnati, Indianapolis and Western 
Railway Company. 

The Zanesville and Western Railway Company was allowed until July 1, 
1904. 

The Baltimore and Ohio Railroad Company was granted an extension until 
March 1 , 1904, in respect to that provision of the law applying to driving-wheel 
brakes, but with reference only to 108 switching locomotives; and an extension 
as regards power brakes and automatic couplers on certain narrow-gauge cars 
and locomotives. 

Three very short roads were granted longer extensions. 

Certain companies have again asked for a further extension as regards their 
brake equipment, and their petitions will be heard on the 16th of December. It 
is gratifying to know that so few roads were unable to comply with the amended 
law. 

The inspection service. — The inspection service is of great value. Congress 
has refused no request of the Commission for appropriations to carry on this 
work. The inspection might, however, be made more effective if the inspectors 
were authorized to mark every car or vehicle which they found defective, or had 
authority, suitably restricted, to prevent the running of trains not having the 
required percentage of air brakes or otherwise palpably in violation of the act. 

INADEQUACY OF THE INSPECTION FORCE. 

While the inspectors have been able to keep the Commission well informed 
as to the general condition of the safety appliances on freight cars and engines 
of the country, and to detect a great number of defective cars and engines, it is 
out of the question, of course, for fifteen inspectors to secure any adequate de- 
tailed information concerning a million and a half cars. 

The reports made to the Commission by its fifteen inspectors indicate that the 
general condition of the freight cars and engines of the country, in respect to 
couplers and power brakes and hand holds, is not so good as it was last year. 
The enormous volume of freight traffic which the principal railroads have handled 
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during the past year has been accompanied in a great many cases by what must 
be termed ''neglect." 

There has been some progress in the solution of the coupler problem. The 
new couplers are of better design and stronger than their predecessors. 

The air-brake situation. — The number of air brakes used is slowly increasing, 
and many freight trains are now run with 70 to 90 per cent, of their cars air- 
braked and the brakes in service. In a great many trains in the fast-freight 
service and in some ordinary freight trains all of the cars — 100 per cent. — are 
air-braked. This might be true much oftener than it is but for the lack of care 
and forethought on the part of the officers in immediate charge of train move- 
ments. 

In ordinary service 75 per cent, affords ample brake power, and the main rea- 
son for the use of 100 per cent, is to prevent a collision in case of the accidental 
parting of the train on a descending grade; but, as such collisions are compara- 
tively infrequent — or seem so to the local officer — the need of the exercise of 
constant care to prevent them does not always appear to be appreciated. 

The testing of brakes imperative. — A vital part of automatic-brake operation is 
the testing of the brakes of every train immediately before it begins its journey. 
There is now a larger number of testing plants in freight yards where trains are 
made up than there was a year ago. 

The standardizing of materials and practice, including a reduction in the 
number of designs of couplers and the simplification of regulations for train men 
and men in charge of repairs, is steadily going on and is accomplishing much 
good and rendering easier the work of the inspectors. 

Separate grouping of heavy and light cars. — The preservation of couplers in 
good condition and the consequent promotion of safety has been promoted 
materially by the adoption on some roads of a rule requiring that heavy cars 
be placed in the forward parts of trahis. 

Greater care in return of '' foreign' ' cars. — ^A considerable percentage of viola- 
tions of the safety-appliance law reported to the Commission have been due to 
the fact that the fault was on a ''foreign" car. An inspector or repair man will 
see that the cars of his own company are well cared for and maintained, but will 
neglect to keep up other companies' cars to the same standard. This is said to 
be due to the difficulty of getting suitable materials with which to replace broken 
parts; but those responsible seem to lose sight of the fact that the law imposes 
upon them the same duties in respect to "foreign "cars as in respect to those- of 
their own company. 

ACCIDENT REPORTS. 

With the end of the month of June last the reports w^hich are made to the 
Commission by the railroads under the accident law of March 3, 1901, completed 
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a two years' record, and the totals of the principal items in these reports are 
given in the appendix. In the year ending June 30, 1903, the number of pas- 
sengers killed in train accidents was 164, and of injured, 4,424; of employees 
killed, 895; injured, 6,440. Casualties from other causes, added to these, make 
totals of 321 passengers and 3,233 employees killed and 6,973 passengers and 
39,004 employees injured. These numbers. are larger by a considerable per- 
centage than the corresponding numbers of the year last preceding. 

Increase of percentages of accidents. — It will be seen that the number of em- 
ployees killed and injured in coupling and uncoupling cars has increased by a 
very large percentage. This increase, and the increases which appear in nearly all 
of the other items, are to a considerable extent explained by the well-known and 
widespread increase of railroad traffic. Again, it was found that the reports 
made by some of the railroad companies for the first few months of the operation 
of the accident-report law were incomplete. In the matter of collisions, and to 
some extent as regards other accidents, it was found that some roads had de- 
liberately omitted from their reports certain accidents which, when their atten- 
tion was called to the fact, they said they had understood to be rightfully omitted, 
because the train affected was engaged in traffic wholly within the State. It 
was claimed that such traffic was not subject to a Federal law. Care was taken 
to correct this erroneous view, and the accidents in question were included in 
supplemental reports. It is probable, however, that many such cases were never 
discovered. This throws gerat discredit upon the yearly reports, upon which, 
in the past, statistics have been based, and which, we believe, indicated very 
much less than the actual number of accidents. 

Fatalities to passengers not increased. — It is gratifying to note that, notwith- 
standing the great increase in various items of the record, the list of fatal acci- 
dents to passengers in train accidents is no larger than last year. The only other 
item which does not show an increase is "overhead obstructions." It is not 
unlikely that the decrease in this cla^s of accidents has been brought about by 
the increased use of air brakes, doing away, to some extent, with the necessity 
of requiring train men to ride on the tops of box cars. 

Inexperience as a factor. — In advance of the annual reports it appears that 
the number of men employed in- the train service on June 30, 1903, was about 
12 per cent, larger than on June 30, 1902, a fact which in part explains the in- 
crease in deaths and injuries. This is the percentage, taking the coimtry as a 
whole. On the roads of densest traffic, where the liability to accident is greater 
than on roads of light traffic, the increase has been more than 12 per cent. The 
enormous expansion of freight traffic has led to the employment of new men so 
rapidly that the percentage of inexperienced men in the service was, in the year 
under review, larger than before for many years, and an increase in the number 
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of inexperienced men usually is accompanied by increases in the number of 
accidents. 

The report calls attention to the fact that certain disastrous collisions have 
been occasioned by the misconduct or negligence of telegraph operators or signal- 
men under 21 years of age, and says that the Congress might well consider the 
propriety of a statute making it unlawful for any person under 21 years of age 
to act as telegraph operator (to perform the duties referred to) or as block signal- 
man. 

Tardy and inaccurate reports to the Commission. — A good deal of correspond- 
ence has been necessary to secure the prompt filing of accident reports. In the case . 
of two or three roads, which have been delinquent, there has not been a month 
since the law went into effect that their reports have been received within the 
time prescribed by law. The Commission therefore has reported these cases to 
the proper district attorneys for prosecution. Another road failed to report a 
particularly bad accident in the month of September last, in which twenty-three 
lives were lost, and it was only after the Commission called the company's at- 
tention to the matter that a report was furnished — nearly a month after the 
time when it was due. As the regular report first sent was sworn to as an account 
of all accidents, and as no proper explanation was made of the failure to report 
the accident in question, this case also has been referred to the proper district 
attorney for prosecution. 

Delinquencies in reporting deaths and injuries. — Many cases have been found 
of failure to report deaths and injuries. On one road alone in a period of three 
months there were over three hundred casualties which the manager failed to 
report, until the Commission, having obtained the information from other 
sources, inquired about them, although in each ai the three months the reports of 
the railroads referred to were sworn to, as full and complete, by an officer of 
authority. Statistics based upon such misleading reports are, of course, unre- 
liable. The Commission continues to compare the railroad companies' accident 
reports with such information concerning deaths and injuries as it receives from 
other sources, and to notify the railroads of their delinquencies. 

It must be borne in mind that employees have no voice in reporting the causes 
of accidents and the circumstances connected with them, and therefore there 
may be cases where they are reflected upon more strongly than would be the 
case were the reports made by a disinterested person. In this connection it 
should be noted that coroners' juries in their verdicts frequently reach very dif- 
ferent conclusions as to the causes of and responsibility for accidents than are 
given by the railroad companies in their reports to the Commission. 
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(COLLISIONS THE BLOCK SYSTEM. 

The most prominent fact in this year's record of train accidents is the appal- 
Ung loss of life and property in collisions. The showing can not be called ma- 
terially worse nor materially better- than that made a year ago, and the total 
number of passengers killed and injured does not differ from the record of the 
preceding year to such extent as to call for comment; but the mere continuance 
of the record, though it be no worse than in former years, is a disgrace to the 
American people, painful to every careful, observer. 

That 130, or 118, or any large number of passengers are killed in the United 
States in the course of a year in a single class of accidents indicates a condition 
which should not pass without serious attention. These fatalities are due to 
causes which have never been adequately considered by any department of gov- 
ernment, either of the United States or any of the States, and there is a crying need 
for such consideration. Railroad accidents, their causes and their results, have 
been considered in judicial decisions, and in the deliberations and verdicts of 
coroners and coroners' juries, and to a very limited extent by State railroad 
commissions, but none of these have dealt comprehensively with the subject, 
and apparently no improvements in railroad serv'ice nor reformatory measures 
of any kind have resulted from such action. 

The block system — Desirability of its introduction. — That many railroads have 
equipped some of their lines with block signals, a measure which greatly reduces 
the chances of collisions, is a gratifying fact. Some important railroads do not 
use the block system. Most companies adopt it on parts of their lines but not 
on other parts. Some use it part of the time or for some of the trains. Some 
adopt the principle, but have insufficient regulations. There occurred in the 
United States in the year under review an enormous number of collisions, 5,219, 
and (included in these) 10 collisions in each of which 7 or more persons were 
killed (104 persons in the 10 cases). 

So far as we can see, the best thing to do is to introduce the block system. 
That is what England has done, and the immunity from collisions on English 
railroads is so nearly complete, and the casualty records so low, as to be a pow- 
erful argument for its adoption. The Commission therefore recommends the 
consideration of a law like that in force in Great Britain and Ireland, requiring 
the adoption and use of the block system in the United States, unless some 
better device can be secured. A tentative draft of a bill for that purpose is 
given in the appendix. 

This proposed bill has been drafted on the theory that the expense necessary 
for the construction of new signals, or for electrical wires or apparatus neces- 
sitated by the use of the block system, as well as the increase in the expense 
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for wages of signalmen should be distributed over a term of years; and it is pro- 
posed, therefore, that each railroad company be required to adopt a block sys- 
tem on one-fourth of its passenger lines by January 1, 1906; on another fourth 
by January 1, 1907; another fourth one year later, and on the whole by January 
1, 1909. Many of the principal lines would- be required to make no important 
additions to their expense accounts for the first two years, and some would feel 
no burden for the first three years. For the purpose of dealing with separate 
parts of an extensive system of railroads a section has been included, enabling 
the Commission to deal with one part of a company's lines independent of the 
other parts. 

Value of block system conceded by railway maruigers. — In view of the frequency 
of startling accounts of railroad disasters that have been laid before the public 
in the newspapers within the last few months, there can scarcely be need of argu- 
ment. If any argument is needed in favor of the proposition to take legislative 
action looking to the prevention of these horrible disasters, it can be found in 
the action already taken by the majority of the principal railroads of the country 
that have used the block system on their chief lines for years. One prominent 
company, which has used the block system for more than twenty-five years, is 
now spending many thousands of dollars animally in improving and extending 
its block-signal appliances; and the importance of this feature of railroad oper- 
ation is indicated by the large appropriations which the most enterprising com- 
panies make for scientific and vigilant oversight of their signaling plants. 

Defects of ordinary methods incurable. — The report speaks of defects in the 
ordinary methods of managing trains must be looked upon as incurable. Either 
from ineradicable mental infirmities in men of the most competent class, or from 
the employment of men more or less incompetent, collisions, due to blunders and 
forgetfulness, usually of two or more men simultaneously, follow one another 
in endless and rapid succession. Only about one-seventh of the railroad mileage 
of the country is worked by the block system, and the strong arm of govern- 
mental authority is needed to arouse those companies w^hich have not taken 
action, or which have made progress so slowly that they are chargeable with 
neglect of a plain duty to the public. The proposed act, or some measure of 
similar character, is therefore earnestly recommended to the attention of the 
Congress. 

STATISTICS OF RAILWAYS. 

The Commission's report includes a comprehensive abstract of the Fifteenth 
Annual Report on the Statistics of Railways in the United States for the year 
ending June 30, 1902. This report, a volume of 700 pages, is similar to previous 
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reports in the series, though several new summaries appear for the first time 
therein. 

To present concisely the results of railway operations, the Commission issues 
each year a preliminary report on the income account of operating roads, which 
is published in advance of the full report on railway statistics prepared by its 
statistician. For the past fiscal year this report comprises returns for roads 
representing 201,457 miles of line, or about 98 per cent, of the mileage that will 

r 

be included in the final report. The chief results of this compilation are given 
in the following statement: 

The gross earnings of the railways for the year ending June 30, 1903, on the 
mileage stated,^ were $1,890,150,679. The gross earnings for the previous year, 
on 200,154 miles, as shown in the final report, were $1,726,380,267. Passenger 
earnings amounted to $508,683,009, and freight earnings to $1,335,768,581. 
Miscellaneous earnings connected with operation were $45,699,089. Gross 
earnings from operation averaged $9,382 per mile of line. This average is $757 
larger than the average as shown in the complete report for 1902. Of the gross 
earnings per mile of line, $2,525 were assignable to the passenger service and 
$6,630 to the freight- service. The operating expenses of the roads totalized 
$1,248,520,483. This aggregate is equivalent to an expenditure of $6,197 per 
mile, or of $620 more per mile than was shown in the complete returns for 1902. 
The net earnings thus shown for the year 1903 were $641,630,196. Those of 
essentially the same lines for the year ^1902 were $607,547,926, On the same 
mileage basis the net earnings averaged $169 more per mile for 1903 than for 
the previous year. 

The total net income of the roads included in this advance report was $734,- 
709,435. This amount includes $93,07^,239 received as income from corporate 
investments and miscellaneous sources. The aggregate of the deductions from 
income was $643,546,723. The principal items comprised in these deductions 
were interest on funded debt, rents of leased lines, pennanent improvements 
charged to income, taxes (which were $52,960,004), and dividends. The re- 
sulting surplus from operations was $91,162,712. The full report for 1902 
showed a surplus of $94,855,088. 

The dividends declared during the year ending June 30, 1903, by the railway 
companies for which returns appear in the preliminary report amounted to 
$159,310,010. This sum exceeds that representing the dividends of correspond- 
ing lines for 1902 by $9,589,700. It should be understood that the preliminary 
report, being compiled from the returns of operating companies only, does not 
include any statement of the dividends that are declared by those subsidiary 
companies which have leased their property to others for operation. The in- 
come of these companies is almost wholly derived from the rentals which they 
a6 
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receive from their lessees and from which they make their own corporate ex- 
penditures, including dividends. The lessor companies distributed as dividends 
among their stockholders in 1903 probably about $35,000,000.

RAILWAYS IN THE UNITED STATES IN 1902. 

In the course of the past year three of the five portions of the general report 
which the Commission is preparing, entitled "Railways in the United States in 
1902," have been printed, and a synopsis of each of these portions appears in 
the Commission's report. Their character will be indicated by the following 
explanation : 

PART II. — A FORTY-YEAR REVIEW OF CHANGES IN FREIGHT TARIFFS. 

This report on changes in transportation rates on freight throughout the 
United States does not pretend to originality either in form or in the data which 
it presents. It is rather a revised second edition of the report prepared for the 
Senate Committee on Finance and presented by that committee in 1893 as a 
part of its report on "Wholesale Prices, Wages, and Transportation." The 
extension of the tables from 1893 to 1902 is compiled from the tariffs which the 
railways have filed with the Commission in conformity with section 6 of the act 
to regulajbe commerce. The facts presented in the report are grouped under 
these three general headings: (1) Development of freight classifications, (2) 
Changes in competitive rates, and (3) TDhanges in local rates. In connection 
with the text relating to these subjects a large number of tables are presented, 
each of which shows the changes from the earliest date from which it was prac- 
ticable to obtain a complete record of freight charges. 

PART IV. STATE REGULATION OF RAILWAYS. 

This report embraces a compilation of State statutes so far as they pertain to 
the organization, control, and administration of railways. This compilation 
shows the situation as it existed in 1890, and aU changes which have taken place 
from that date up to the adjournment of the State legislatures in 1902. The 
tendency in railway legislation during the last twelve years, as well as the present 
situation, may be learned from this report. 

PART v. — STATE TAXATION OF RAILWAYS AND OTHER TRANSPORTATION 

AGENCIES. 

This report shows a compilation of State statutes relative to the taxation of 
railways and other transportation agencies, as also the condition of State tax- 
ation as it existed in 1890 and the changes which have taken place prior to June, 
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1902. The significance of this report is found partly in the fact that railways 
contribute annually in excess of $50,000,000 to the support of government, but 
more especially hi the confusion and uncertainty which attend the levy and 
collection of the tax. To the railways the confusion and uncertainty mean the 
expK)sure to double taxation;, to the agencies , of government, liability to tax 
evasion.
